Regulations \ Amendments—Fees and 
Expenses 

The Agricultural Marketing Act of 
1946 authorises official inspection and 
certification of fresh fruits and veg¬ 
etables and other rroducts/Such inspec¬ 
tion and certification Is voluntary and is 
made available only upon request of fi¬ 
nancially interested parties and upon 
payment of a fee. The Act requires such 
fees to be reasonable and, as nearly as 
possible, to cover the cost of rendering the 
service. 

Statement or Considerations Leading to

The rising costs of maintaining the in¬ 
spection service in destination markets 
have made it necessary to increase In¬ 
spection fees charged for most categories 
of inspections.

Regulations Fees for Grading Service 

This document updates th? regulations 
under which voluntary meat grading and 
related services are provided by increas¬ 
ing the hourly fees charged to users of 
this self-supporting service. 

The Agricultural Marketing Act of 1946 
provides for the collection of fees approx¬ 
imately equal to the co>t of Federal meat 
grading services rendered under its pro¬ 
visions. Salaries paid to Federal em¬ 
ployees have been Increased under the 
provisions of Public Law 92-210. There¬ 
fore, It has been determined that In order 
to cover the costs of providing Federal 
meat grading services, including in¬ 
creases in salaries paid to Federal em¬ 
ployees as well as other significant in¬ 
creases in associated costs of administer¬ 
ing the program, the hourly fee must be 
increased as provided for herein. 

Pursuant to the authority of sections 
203 and 205 of the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Act of 1946, as amended (7 U.S.C. 
1622.1624). the provisions of 7 CFR 53.29 
(a) prescribing fees In connection with 
the performance of Federal meat grad¬ 
ing services are hereby amended by 
changing the phrases *'$14.60 per hour/' 
"$17.60 per hour," and "$29 20 per hour," 
to "$16.20 per hour:* "$19.20 per hour." 
and "$32.40 per hour." respectively. 

The need for the Increase and the 
amount thereby are dependent upon 
facts within the knowledge of the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Service.

CALIFORNIA AND ARIZONA 

Limitation of Handling 

This regulation fixes tlie quantity of 
Callfoma- Arizona lemons that may be 
shipped to fresh market during the 
weekly regulation period October 12-18, 
1975. It is issued pursuant to the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937. as amended, and Marketing Order 
No. 010. The quantity of lemons so fixed 
was arrived at after consideration of the 
total available supply of lemons, the 
quantity of lemons currently available 
for market, the fresh market demand for 
lemons, lemon prices, and the relation¬ 
ship of season average returns to the 
parity price for lemons.

(a) Findings, ti) Pursuant to the 
marketing agreement, as amended, and 
Order No. 910. as amended <7 CFR Part 
910). regulating the handling of lemons 
grown in California and Arizona, effec¬ 
tive under the applicable provisions of 
the Agricultural Marketing Agreement 
Act Of 1937, as amended (7 UJ3.C. 601- 
674). and upon the basis of the recom¬ 
mendations and information submitted 
by the Lemon Administrative Commit¬ 
tee. established under the said amended 
marketing agreement and order, and 
upon other available information, it is 
hereby found that the limitation of 
handling of such lemons, as hereinafter 
provided, will tend to effectuate the de¬ 
clared policy of the act. 

(2) The need for this regulation to 
limit the quantity of lemons that may be 
marketed during the ensuing week stems 
from the production and marketing sit- 
nation confronting the lemon industry. 

(i) The committee has submitted its 
recommendation with respect to the 
quantity of lemons It deems advisable to 
be handled during the ensuing week. 
Such recommendation resulted from 
consideration of the factors enumerated 
in the order. The committee further re¬ 
ports the demand for lemons is un¬ 
changed this week. Average f.o.b. price 
was $8.44 per carton the week ended 
October 4, 1975. compared to $8.42 per 
carton the previous week. Track and 
rolling supplies at 52 cars were up 5 cars 
from last week. 

<11) Having considered the recommen¬ 
dation and information submitted by the 
committee, and other available Informa¬ 
tion. the Secretary finds that the quan¬ 
tity of lemons which may be handled 
should be fixed as hereinafter set forth. 


(3) It is hereby further found that It 
is Impracticable and contrary to the 
public Interest to give preliminary no¬ 
tice. engage in public rule-making pro¬ 
cedure, and postpone the effective date of 
this regulation until 30 days after pub¬ 
lication hereof in the Federal Register 
(5 U.8.C. 553) because the time inter¬ 
vening between the date when Informa¬ 
tion upon which this regulation Is based 
became available and the time when this 
regulation must become effective in or¬ 
der to effectuate the declared policy of 
the act Is insufficient, and a reasonable 
time Is permitted, under the circum¬ 
stances. far preparation for such effec¬ 
tive time; and good cause exists for mak¬ 
ing the provisions hereof effective as 
hereinafter set forth. The committee 
held an open meeting during the current 
week, after giving due notice thereof, to 
consider supply and market conditions 
for lemons and the need for regulation; 
interested persons were afforded an op¬ 
portunity to submit information and 
views at this meeting: the recommenda¬ 
tion and supporting information for 
regulation during the period specified 
herein were promptly submitted to the 
Department after such meeting was 
held; the provisions of this regulation. 
Including Its effective time, are identical 
with the aforesaid recommendation of 
the committee, and information concern¬ 
ing such provisions and effective time has 
been disseminated among handlers of 
such lemons; it is necessary. In order to 
effectuate the declared policy of the act. 
to make this regulation effective during 
the period herein specified; and compli¬ 
ance with this regulation will not require 
any special preparation on the part of 
persons subject hereto which cannot be 
completed on or before the effective date 
hereof. Such committee meeting was 
held on October 7,1975. 

<b) Order . Cl) The quantity of lemons 
grown In California and Arizona which 
may be handled during the period Oc¬ 
tober 12. 1975. through October 18. 1975, 
is hereby fixed at 210.000 cartons. 

(2) As used in this section, ‘'handled", 
and *'carton<8) M have the same moan¬ 
ing as when used In the said amended 
marketing agreement and order.

Expenses and Rate of Assessment 

This document authorizes the Florida 
Tomato Committee to spend not more 
than $111,000 for its operations during 


the fiscal period ending July 31,1976, and 
to collect 0.35 cent per 30-pound equiva¬ 
lent of assessable tomatoes handled by 
first handlers. 

The committee is the administrative 
agency established under Marketing 
Agreement No. 125 and Order No. 966, 
both as amended, regulating the han¬ 
dling of tomatoes grown in designated 
counties In the State of Florida. This pro¬ 
gram is effective under the Agricultural 
.Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, as 
amended (7 U.S.C. 601 et seq.). 

Notice was published In the September 
17 Federal Register (40 FR 42887) re¬ 
garding the proposals. It afforded inter¬ 
ested persons an opportunity to file writ¬ 
ten comments not later than October 3. 
1975. None was filed. 

After consideration of all relevant mat¬ 
ters. including the proposals set forth in 
the notice, it is found that the following 
budget and rate of assessment should be 
issued. 

It is hereby found that good cause ex¬ 
ists for not postponing the effective date 
of tills section until 30 days after publi¬ 
cation In the Federal Register (5 U.S.C 
553) in that the relevant provisions of 
this part require that the rate of assess¬ 
ment for a particular fiscal period shall 
be applicable to all assessable tomatoes 
from the beginning of such period.

(a) The reasonable expenses that are 
likely to be incurred during the fiscal pe¬ 
riod ending July 31. 1976, by the Florida 
Tomato Committee for its maintenance 
and functioning and for such other pur¬ 
poses as the Secretary may determine to 
be appropriate will amount to $111,000. 

(b) The rate of assessment to be paid 
by each handler in accordance with this 
part shall be 0.35 cent ($0.0035) per 30- 
pound container or equivalent quantity, 
of tomatoes handled by him as the first 
handler thereof during the fiscal period. 

(c) Unexpended income in excess of 
expenses for the fiscal period may be car¬ 
ried over as a reserve. 

(d> Terms used in this section have 
the same meaning as when used in the 
marketing agreement and this part

601-674).

Markup on Wholesale and Retail Sales of 
Propane To Reflect Non Product Cost 
Increases 

A. Introduction . On April 30, 1975, the 
Federal Energy Administration issued a 
notice of proposed rulemaking and public 
hearing (40 FR 19659. May 6. 1976) In 
which the FEA proposed to review the 
adequacy or inadequacy of the standard 
markup allowed in wholesale and retail 
of propane to reflect increases in 
dealers* non-product costs. Twenty-one 
written comments were received in re¬ 
sponse to the notice of proposed rule¬ 
making and oral presentations were 
made by four persons at the public hear¬ 
ings held on May 28.1975. All these com¬ 
ments and presentations were considered 
by the FEA, as well as other information 
available to FEA. in arriving at the Anal 
amendment adopted today. 

Under 10 CFR 212.93(a), a wholesaler 
or retailer of propane la permitted to 
charge a price which Is its weighted aver¬ 
age lawful price for propane to the class 
of purchaser concerned on May 15, 1973, 
Plus an amount which reflects a dollar- 
for -dollar pass through of the increased 
cost of propane since May 15. 1973. In 
addition, under 10 CFR 212.93(b)(4). 
adopted effective April 1. 1974. a whole¬ 
saler is permitted to add one-half cent 
per gallon to the price otherwise per¬ 
mitted to be charged in wholesale sales 
of propane and a retailer was permitted, 
prior to today's amendment, to add one 
cent per gallon to the price otherwise 
Permitted to be charged in retail sales of 
propane, to reflect Increases in non-prod- 
] lct costs (wages, rent, utilities, interest, 
iiyurnnce, etc.). Under the amendment 
adopted today, the wholesale markup re¬ 
mains unchanged and the amount per¬ 
mitted to be charged in retail sales of 
n opane to reflect increases in non-prod- 
uct costs under * 212.93(b) (4) has been 
Increased from one cent to three cents 
l*r gallon. 

Parallel provisions of the price regula- 
ons applicable to retail sales of propane 
refiners through company owned and 
nitrated marketing outlets also permit- 
prior to today's amendment, subject 
vo the profit margin limitation applicable 
• > refiners, price Increases of one cent 


amendment adopted today leaves un¬ 
changed the one-half cent markup per¬ 
mitted for refiners under i 212.87(c) (4) 
(vi) with respect to all sales other than 
retail sales and increases from one cent 
to three cents the markup permitted to 
be charged by refiners in retail sales to 
reflect increases in non-product costs. 

Under both 212.93(b) <4> and 212.87 
(c>(4Mvl), however, the two-cent In¬ 
crease in the markup applicable to retail 
pales has not been applied to bulk sales 
of propane to public utilities, synthetic 
natural gas plants or the petrochemicals 
Industry. 

In its notice of proposed rulemaking, 
the FEA indicated that the proposal to 
review the standard markups in whole¬ 
sale and retail sales of propane to reflect 
non-product cost increases was promp¬ 
ted by two main considerations: Cl) The 
fact that more than one year has expired 
since the one-half cent and one cent 
wholesale/retail markups on propane 
sales were established, and (2) the fact 
that the FEA received a report prepared 
for the National LP-Qas Association on 
LP gas retail operating costs concluding 
creased by 2.0 cents per gallon between 
that, based on a national sample of 178 
gas marketers selected as representative 
of the industry, retail operating costs in- 
the end of 1973 and the end of 1974. 

The FEA also stated in its notice of 
proposed rulemaking that tile FEA did 
not have sufficient data as to whether an 
adjustment at the wholesale level Is 
needed and that FEA would be guided in 
this respect by written and oral comment 
received, and all other relevant data. 

B. Background issues— 1. Nature and 
purpose of standard markups . While the 
great majority of comments received 
supported an Increase in the markup 
permitted under $ 212.93(b) (4) to reflect 
Increases in non-product costa at the re¬ 
tail level, a few commentators opposed 
as inflationary any increase in that 
morkup. In the view of FEA. a regulatory 
change to permit a retail price increase 
which reflects nothing more than a doi- 
lar-for-dollar pass-through to the con¬ 
sumer of increased non-product costa 
which were passed through to or other¬ 
wise incurred by the retailer cannot be 
rejected simply on the basis that they 
Will result in increased prices. Price in¬ 
creases of this kind are not generated 
by the retailer. Moreover, the retailer's 
margin of profit as a percentage of sales 
generally have been reduced under the 
FEA's dollar-for-dollar limitation on 
cost pass-through. 

The FEA is aware, on the other hand, 
that any price increase is viewed by the 
consumer as "inflationary" no matter 
how well JusUfled, and that although the 
impact of price increases on consumers 
must be considered, the Impact on the 
viability of propane retailers resulting 
from an inability to increase prices to 
reflect increased non-product costs must 
also be considered, and an appropriate 
balance must be achieved. 


case of product cost increases), the cur¬ 
rent regulations apply a standard, indus¬ 
try-wide unit markup for each petroleum 
product to reflect non-product cost in¬ 
creases at the wholesale and retail level 
<i| 212.93(b) (4) and 212.87(c) (4) (vl)). 
However, this limitation is not intended 
generally to discourage pass-through of 
non-product cost increases. As previous¬ 
ly explained by FEA, this rule was insti¬ 
tuted, beginning in Phase IV. primarily 
due to administrative considerations re¬ 
lating to the fact that (1) hundreds of 
thousands of small firms were subject to 
pass-through controls for the first time 
(the small business exemption, otherwise 
generally applicable in Phase IV and 
prior thereto, did not apply to the petro¬ 
leum industry in Phase IV), and (2) ac¬ 
curate calculation of actual increased 
non-product cost increases on a per- 
gallon basis by each Individual service 
station or other small petroleum whole¬ 
sale or retail business could not be 
realistically expected. A standardized 
cent-per-gallon maikup wa3 therefore 
developed for certain covered products 
as sold at the wholesale and retail level, 
to assure that non-product cost Increases 
would be guided by and limited to broad¬ 
ly-based cost increase data where accu¬ 
rate flrm-by-flrm data is not available 

Accordingly, the standard markup con¬ 
cept has served two functions: (1) It has 
provided a guide as well as a ceiling for 
the great majority of firms which have 
probably Incurred non-product cost in* 
creases at or in excess of the rate pre¬ 
scribed by the standard margin but which 
are unable to calculate actual non-prod¬ 
uct cost increases on a pcr-gallon basis 
with accuracy, and (2) for those Anns 
(particularly larger firms, such as refin¬ 
ers with wholesale or retail outlets) 
which are experienced in calculating non¬ 
product coat increases on a pcr-gallon 
basis. It has provided a ceiling which 
limits the pass-through of the firm’s ac¬ 
tual non-product cost increases on a pcr- 
gallon basis. 

Theso standardized markups, which 
represent in each case a conservative rate 
at or above which the great majority of 
firms concerned experienced non-prod¬ 
uct cost Increases at the time the mark¬ 
ups were authorized, are therefore neces¬ 
sarily' provisional and subject to updat¬ 
ing from time to time as non-product 
costs Increase or decrease. A periodic reg¬ 
ulation amendment to adjust the mark¬ 
up Allowed on non-product cost increases 
therefore represents no departure from 
the purpose or general tenor of the regu¬ 
lation concerned. Instead, such an 
amendment serves to fulfill the purpose 
of that regulation by conforming Us 
terms to current cost conditions. 

2. Authority to impose standard mark¬ 
ups. Some comments were received to the 
effect that the FEA should not restrict 
the pass-through of non-product cost in¬ 
creases on propane sales to standard 
markups but should permit each propane 
dealer to pass through 100 percent of his 
own non-product cost Increases, whatever 
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they may be. Such comments were based 
on the view that the Emergency Petro¬ 
leum Allocation Act of 1973 authorizes 
or requires full pass-through of the non¬ 
product coat of each dealer. 

Section 4(b)(2) of the Act provides 
that the petroleum price regulations 
“shall provide for a dollar-for-dollor 
pass-through of net Increases in the cost 
of crude oil, residual fuel oil. and re¬ 
fined petroleum product* to all marketers 
or distributors at the retail level.** ThU 
provision has been consistently inter¬ 
preted by FEA and its predecessor agen¬ 
cies. PEO and CLC. to require automatic 
pass-through (l.e.. without prenotiflea- 
Uon or application of the profit margin 
limitation * of product cost Increases but 
not of non-product cost Increases. Tills is 
because section 4(b) (2) refers only to net 
Increases in the cost of crude oil and 
petroleum products. Thus, the petroleum 
price regulations since the beginning of 
Phase IV have made a basic distinction 
at all levels between product cost in¬ 
creases. which have been permitted to be 
passed through freely on a dollar-for- 
dollar basis, and non-product cost in¬ 
creases, which have also been passed 
through on a dollar-for-dollar basis but 
as a price increase which could be 
charged only in accordance with any ap¬ 
plicable rules such as prenotifleatton and 
the profit margin limitation. 

Therefore, while the petroleum price 
regulations have In fact generally per¬ 
mitted independent petroleum retailers 
to pass through both product and non¬ 
product cost increases (subject to the 
standard markup for non-product cost 
increases), section 4(b)(2) docs not 
apply to limit FEA authority to control 
the degree to which price increases at 
the retail level may reflect non-product 
cost increases. 

C. Adjustment to standard markups— 
1. Retail sales of propane. The report pre¬ 
pared for the National LP-Gas Associa¬ 
tion on LP gas retail operation costs, 
which was referred to in FEA*s notice of 
proposed rulemaking and in Section A. 
above. Is the most comprehensive survey 
available to FEA on this subject. Pre¬ 
pared by an independent accounting 
firm, the report was based on a random 
selection of LP gas retail dealers in five 
national regions (Northeast. Southeast^ 
Midwest. Southwest and Far West) and 
multi-state LP gas dealers. 

A total of 592 potential participants in 
the study were contacted, of which 308 
agreed to participate. Of this total, 219 
filled out and returned the survey cost 
questionnaire. Forty-one of these were 
not fully responsive due to such factors 
as inability to isolate LP-related costa 
from costs related to the sale of other 
products, non-availability of annual data 
at the time the questionnaire was sub¬ 
mitted. and non-avallabillty of adequate 
data on certain cost elements. As a re¬ 
sult, the survey was based on cost figures 
from the 178 firms from which complete 
data was received. 

This cost data was grouped into six 
data sets, representing a breakdown of 
the 178 Anns Into the five regions and 
multi-state Arms. Figures for each of 


the six data sets were weighted accord¬ 
ing to the ratio that sales volume of LP 
gas in each group bears to total national 
LP sales. Thus, the conclusions of the 
study were derived from weighted aver¬ 
age figures which are more representa¬ 
tive than figures derived by dividing total 
costs reported by all 178 Arms by the 
total volume of propane sold those firms: 

The report found that payroll expenses 
alone had increased by 1.0 cent per gal¬ 
lon. Taking into account all operating 
expenses, the report concluded that oper¬ 
ating costs increased by a total of 2.0 
cents per gallon, from 9.8 cents/gallon 
for the calendar year 1973 to 11.8 cents 
for the year ended December 31. 1974. 
The study was undertaken in February- 
March. 1975. and submitted on April 3, 
1975. 

None of the written comments or oral 
presentations contained cost data as 
broad or as well developed as that in the 
report prepared for the National LP-Gas 
Association. However, data and recom¬ 
mendations provided In connection with 
this rulemaking were useful In provid¬ 
ing further support for the conclusions 
reached in the 178-flrm survey. Com¬ 
menting firms provided data which sup¬ 
ported an Increase in the standard mar¬ 
gin to reflect increases in non-product 
costs. The recommended increase ranged 
from 1.5 cents per gallon to 3 cents per 
gallon. These figures, which Indicate that 
increases in non-product costs do vary 
from firm to firm, lend support to the 
soundness of the survey’s conclusions and 
Indicate that a 2.0 cents per gallon in¬ 
crease in the margin allowed to reflect 
non-product costs in retail sales of pro¬ 
pane is appropriate. 

The 1-ccnt margin authorized effective 
April 1. 1974. represented the estimated 
average Increase in retail dealers* non¬ 
product costs between May, 1973. and 
that date. As indicated above, the 178- 
firm survey was based on annual cost 
figures for the years ended December 31, 
1973, and December 31.1974. Thus, there 
Is a degree of overlapping in the statis¬ 
tical basis for the April. 1974 increase 
and the LP gas survey. However, the LP 
gas survey indicates an annual rate of 
increase which, although based entirely 
on the net non-product cost differences 
between calendar year 1973 and 1974. ap¬ 
pears no less valid for the period April 
1974-Aprll 1975. in view of the general 
continuation into 1975 of the economic 
conditions of 1974. 

In view of all the foregoing considera¬ 
tions. plus the fact that further non¬ 
product cost Increases have undoubtedly 
been Incurred during the five months 
which have elapsed since receipt of the 
178-firm survey, the FEA has concluded 
that under conservative criteria of anal¬ 
ysis a 2.0-cent increase in the markup 
to reflect non-product cost Increases in 
connection wJth retail sales of propane 
under 41212.93(b)(4) and 212.87(c)(4) 
(vt> Is now Justified, subject to the quali¬ 
fication noted below. 

It has come to FEA’s attention that 
certain large retailers of propane (par¬ 
ticularly refiners with retail outlets) may 
be incurring increased non-product costs 


at lesser rates than those authorized 
today to reflect non-product costs In¬ 
creases. This Is because the customers 
of these retailers, although ultimate con¬ 
sumers. are not home. farm, or small 
commercial purchasers but are large 
commercial users of propane. Where the 
retail customers are large industrial or 
commercial ultimate consumers which 
buy in bulk quantities, the retailer’s op¬ 
erating costs are often significantly less 
on a pcr-gallon basis than those of the 
great majority of retailers which serve 
small consumers. 

While competition may well keep such 
retailers from charging the full standard 
markup authorized today to reflect non¬ 
product cost increases and thus prevent 
such retailers from realizing more than 
a dollar-for-dollar pass-through of ac¬ 
tual non-product cost increases, never¬ 
theless the FEA is concerned that the 
standard markup allowed may be mis¬ 
construed as authorizing price increases 
which are not fully cost-justified, despite 
the fact as indicated in Section B1. 
above, that FEA does not interpret the 
standard markup rules as authorizing a 
pass-through of the full standard 
markup In those relatively few cases in 
which the seller Is able to calculate non¬ 
product cost increases on a per-gal!on 
basis and its actual non-product cost In¬ 
creases have not reached on a per-gallon 
basis the level specified by the applicable 
standard markup. 

The FEA has therefore taken two steps 
In order to assure that no more than a 
dollar-for-dollar pass-through of actual 
non-product cost increases is realized. 

First, the FEA Issued Ruling 1975-14 
on August 29. 1975, which, consistent 
with the foregoing discussion, explains 
that the standard markup to reflect non¬ 
product cost increases of resellers, 
reseller-retailers and retailers of petro¬ 
leum products does not necessarily per¬ 
mit the seller to pass through the full 
standard markup applicable to the prod¬ 
uct and level of distribution concerned 
and that the FEA reserves the right. In 
appropriate cases, to challenge price in¬ 
creases which do not reflect the seller's 
actual non-product cost increases. Such 
challenges will be directed primarily to¬ 
ward large-volume sales, which tend to 
result In lower non-product C 06 t in¬ 
creases on a per-unit basts because the 
seller’s fixed coats are spread over a 
greater number of units compared with 
average sales volumes. Bellcrs with aver¬ 
age or below-avcrage sales volumes, and 
particularly those which in PEA'S judg¬ 
ment cannot reasonably be expected to 
compute actual non-product cost in¬ 
creases on a per-gallon basis, will be 
presumed to have incurred non-product 
cost increases at or above the standard 
margin authorized. 

Second, the additional two-cent mark¬ 
up authorized today to reflect non¬ 
product cost Increases in connection w i tn 
retail propane sales under f|212.93<b 
(4) and 212.87(c) has been mode inap¬ 
plicable in any retail sales of propane 
to the petrochemicals industry, public 
utilities, or synthetic natural gas plants. 
The large volume of sales Involved, I lu. 
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the proportionately smaller retail op¬ 
erating costa compared with those retail 
outlets selling to household customers 
and to farm and small commercial users, 
results in substantially smaller non¬ 
product cost increases on a per-gallon 
basis in these cases. In addition, the 178- 
firm study previously referred to did not 
consider Increased non-product costs in 
the marketing operations of refiners or 
other firms engaged in retail sales of pro¬ 
pane to the petrochemicals industry or 
other large Industrial end-users in con¬ 
cluding that non-product costs have in¬ 
creased by two cents a gallon. Therefore, 
In addition to the general considerations 
noted above, the TEA has received no 
data upon which to conclude that the 
additional two-cent markup authorized 
today to reflect non-product cost In¬ 
creases of propane retailers should be 
applied in any retail sales of propane to 
the i>etrochemIcals industry, public utili¬ 
ties or synthetic natural gas plants. 

2. Wholesale sales of propane . As noted 
In Section A, above, the FEA stated In 
Its notice of proposed rulemaking in this 
matter that FEA did not have sufficient 
data as to whether an adjustment in the 
margin allowed to reflect increases in 
non-product costs at the wholesale level 
was needed and that FEA would be 
Ruided in this respect by written and oral 
comment received and other relevant 
data. 

No useful data was submitted which 
would support an Increase in the markup 
flowed at the wholesale level. For ex¬ 
ample. of the few comments received on 
tiie wholesale markup, a national dealer 
association recommended a one cent In¬ 
crease at the wholesale level solely on 
the basis that this would represent the 
same relationship to the proposed two 
cent Increase at the retail level as existed 
between the respective one-half cent and 
one cent margins which were authorized 
poor to the amendment adopted today. 

One wholesale UP gas dealer opposed 
any increase in the wholesale margin on 
the ground that profit margins in May 
1973 (the base period) were abnormally 
high for propane dealers and that any 
non-product cost increases since that 
tune could be and should be absorbed by 
t** wholesale dealers. 

Two wholesalers indicated that the 
only significant non-product cost in¬ 
creases for wholesalers since May 1873 
has been for storage costs. One of these 
nrms recommended a one cent/gallon 
increase In the wholesale margin on the 
basis of a $250,000 expenditure it had in- 
ncw stora ** and loading fa- 
cJJiv ?° wevcr - capital expenditures 
such as this are not normally treated as 
non-product (operating) cost increases, 
wnce provision for replacement of exist-

Non-product costs and cost increases

c rc tail level. In view of this fact and 


the general lack of data adequate to sup¬ 
port any adjustment in the wholesale 
margin, FEA concludes that it would be 
Inappropriate at this time to adjust the 
margin allowed to reflect non-product 
cost increases at the wholesale level with 
respect to propane sales. 

This amendment has been reviewed in 
accordance with Executive Order 11821. 
Issued November 27, 1974, and has been 
determined not to be of a nature that 
requires an evaluation of its inflationary 
impact to Executive Order 11821.

No less than 15 percent of such adver¬ 
tisements shall be devoted to this dis¬ 
closure, such disclosure shall be set forth 
clearly and conspicuously from the bal¬ 
ance of such advertisements, and If such 
disclosure Is in a newspaper or periodical. 

It >hall be In at least eleven point type. 

It is further ordered . That respond¬ 
ents. in connection with the sale of the 
System, provide prospective purchasers 
with a separate disclosure sheet contain¬ 
ing the information required In the im¬ 
mediately preceding Paragraph of this 
Order, Subparagraphs One (1) through 
Four <4> thereof, and that respondents 
require that, prior to executing any con¬ 
tract to purchase said System, such pro- 
pective purchasers, sign and date the dis¬ 
closure sheet after the sentence. “I have 
read the foregoing disclosures and un¬ 
derstand what they mean.” and that Or¬ 
lando of Calabria. Inc., provide a copy 
of said disclosure sheet to the customers 
and retain such signed disclosure sheet 
for at least three years. 

It is further ordered. That. In connec¬ 
tion with the sale of the System, no con¬ 
tract for application of the System shall 
become binding on the purchaser prior 
to midnight of the third day. excluding 
Sundays and legal holidays, after the 
day on which said contract for applica¬ 
tion of the System was executed, and 
that: 

1. Respondents shall clearly and con¬ 
spicuously disclose, orally prior to the 
time of sale, and In writing on any 
contract, promissory note or other in¬ 
strument executed by the purchaser in 
connection with the sale of the System, 
that the purchaser may rescind or cancel 
any obligation incurred by mailing or 
delivering a notice of cancellation to the 
office responsible for the sale prior to 
midnight of the third day, excluding 
Sundays and legal holidays, after the 
day on which said contract for applica¬ 
tion of the System was executed. 

2. Respondents shall proride a sep¬ 
arate and clearly understandable form 
which the purchaser may use as a notice 
of cancellation. 

3. Respondents shall not negotiate any 
contract promissory note, or other in¬ 
strument of Indebtedness to a finance 
company or other third party prior to 
midnight of the fifth day. excluding 
Sundays and legal holidays, after the day 
on which said contract for application 
of the System was executed. 

It is further ordered. That respondents. 
In connection with the advertising, of¬ 
fering for sale, or distribution of the 
System, serve a copy of this Order upon 
each present and every future licensee 
or franchisee, and upon each physician 
participating in application of respond¬ 
ents' System, and obtain written ac¬ 
knowledgment of the receipt thereof; 
and that respondents obtain from each 
present and future licensee or franchisee 
an agreement in writing, (1) to abide by 


the terms of this Order, and (2) to can¬ 
cellation of their license or franchise 
for failure to do so; and that respond¬ 
ents cancel the license or franchise of 
any licensee or franchisee that fails to 
abide by the terms of this Order. Re¬ 
spondents shall retain such acknowledg¬ 
ments and agreements for so long as 
such persons or Arms continue to partici¬ 
pate In the application or sale of re¬ 
spondents' System. 

It is further ordered. That respondents, 
in connection with the advertising, offer¬ 
ing for sale, sale, or distribution of the 
System, forthwith distribute a copy of 
this Order to each of their operating 
divisions or departments. 

It is further ordered. That respond¬ 
ents notify the Commission at least 
thirty (30) days prior to any proposed 
change In the corporate respondent such 
as dissolution, assignment or sale result¬ 
ing In the emergence of a successor 
corporation, the creation or dissolution 
of subsidiaries, licensees, or franchisees, 
or any other change In the corporation 
which may affect compliance obligations 
arising out of the Order. 

It is further ordered, That in the event 
that the corporate respondent merges 
with another corporation or transfers all 
or a substantial part of its business or 
assets to any other corporation or to any 
other person, said respondent shall re¬ 
quire such successor or transferee to file 
promptly with the Commission a writ¬ 
ten agreement to be bound by the terms 
of this Order; provided That if said re¬ 
spondent wishes to present to the Com¬ 
mission any reasons why said Order 
should not apply In its present form to 
said successor or transferee, it shall sub¬ 
mit to the Commission a written state¬ 
ment setting forth said reasons prior 
to the consummation of said succession 
or transfer. 

It is further ordered. That the individ¬ 
ual respondent Orlando Jiacinto 
promptly notify the Commission of the 
discontinuance of his present business or 
employment and of his affiliation with 
a new business or employment. Such no¬ 
tice shall include respondent s current 
business address and a statement os to 
the nature of the business or employ¬ 
ment In which he is engaged as well as a 
description of his duties and responslblli- 
ties. 

It is further understood that nothing 
contained in this Order shall be con¬ 
strued in any way to annul, invalidate, 
repeal, terminate, modify or exempt re¬ 
spondents from complying with agree¬ 
ments, orders or directives of any kind 
obtained by any other agency or act as a 
defense to actiorjs Instituted by munici¬ 
pal or state regulatory agencies. 

Nothing In this Order shall be con¬ 
strued to imply that any past or future 
conduct of respondents Ls subject to and 
complies with the rules and regulations 
of, or the statutes administered by the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

It is further ordered , That the re¬ 
spondents herein shall within sixty (60) 
days after service upon them of this Or¬ 


der. Ale with the Commission a report, 
in writing, setting forth in detail the 
manner and form in which they have 
complied with this Order.

Supplies and Equipment for Aircraft 

On July 29. 1975, Treasury Decision 
75-183 was published in the Federal 
Register (40 FR 31752) amending para¬ 
graph (f) of l 10.59 of the Customs Reg¬ 
ulations (19 CFR 10.59(f)) by adding 
Iran to tl*e list of nations set forth in 
that paragraph. Aircraft registered in 
the nations set forth in that list arc 
entitled to free withdrawal privileges 
reciprocal to those found by the Secre¬ 
tary of Commerce to be extended by 
those nations to aircraft registered in 
the United States. The free withdrawal 
privileges were extended to aircraft reg¬ 
istered in Iran and engaged in foreign 
trade effective as of April 29. 1975. the 
date of the letter to the Secretary of the 
Treasury from the Secretary of Com¬ 
merce announcing his finding that the 
Government of Iran accords to aircraft 
registered in the United SUtes privileges 
with respect to exemption from the pay¬ 
ment of Customs duties (and internal 
revenue taxes imposed by reason of im¬ 
portation) on aircraft supplies substan¬ 
tially similar to those described in sec¬ 
tions 309 and 317 of the Tariff Act of 
1930. as amended (19 UJS.C. 1309. 1317). 

Also on July 29. 1975. Treasury Deci¬ 
sion 75-184 was published in the Federal 
Register (40 FR 31753) amending para¬ 
graph (f> of 1 10.59 of the Customs Reg¬ 
ulations (19 CFR 10.59(f)) by adding 
Morocco to the list of nations set forth 
in that paragraph. The free withdrawal 
privileges were extended to aircraft reg¬ 
istered in Morocco and engaged in for¬ 
eign trade also effective as of April 29. 
1975, the date of the letter to the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury from the Secretary 
of Commerce announcing his finding 
that the Government of Morocco accords 
to aircraft of United SUtes registry priv¬ 
ileges substantially similar to those de¬ 


scribed in sections 309 and 317 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930. as amended (19 U.S.C. 
1309, 1317). 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
subsequently been advised by the Sec¬ 
retary of Commerce that the effective 
date of his finding relative to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Iran is April 22. 1975. and 
that the effective date of his finding rel¬ 
ative to the Government of Morocco is 
March 27, 1975. Consequently, free with¬ 
drawal privileges arc extended to air¬ 
craft registered In Iran and engaged in 
foreign trade effective as of April 22, 
1975. and to aircraft registered in Mo¬ 
rocco and engaged In foreign trade effec¬ 
tive as of March 27, 1975. Treasury De¬ 
cisions 75-183 and 75-184 are amended 
accordingly.

Accordingly, paragraph (f) of f 10.59 
of the Customs Regulations is amended 
by deleting "75-183" in the column 
headed "Treasury Decision's) - opposite 
Iran * In the list of nations in that par¬ 
agraph and by Inserting in Its place the 
number of this Treasury Decision.

Subpart E— Payment of Benefits. 

Overpayments and Underpayments 

On January 16.1974. a notice of pro¬ 
posed rule making was published in the 
Federal Register (39 FR 2012) relating 
to underpayments and overpayments 
under the supplemental security Income 
program. The proposed rules would im¬ 
plement section 1631(b) of the Social 
Security Act (42 U.8.C. 1383(b)), which 
directs the Secretary to make proper ad¬ 
justment or recovery when more or less 
than the correct amount of benefits has 
been paid with respect to any individual. 
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The Secretary Is further directed to avoid 
penalizing an overpaid individual or his 
eligible spouse who is without fault In 
connection with the overpayment, if 
adjustment or recovery would defeat the 
purpose of Utle XVI of the Social Secu¬ 
rity Act. or be against equity or good 
conscience, or (because of the small 
amount involved) impede efficient or ef¬ 
fective administration of title XVI. 

During the period for comments four 
letters were received tjrom the public in 
response to the proposal. The two prin¬ 
cipal comments dealt with the proposed 
1-year limitation on payment of under¬ 
payments in 1416.538(b), and the ma¬ 
terial in 5 416.542(b) concerning pay¬ 
ment of underpayments when the under¬ 
paid recipient is dead. There follows a 
discussion of the comments received 
from the public and the disposition 
thereof. 

The proposed 5 416.538(b) provided 
that an underpayment would not exceed 
an amount equal to the difference be¬ 
tween the amount of the last 12 months' 
benefits that fhould have been paid to 
the underpaid individual and the amount 
of benefits that were actually paid for 
such period. It was felt that, because 
the supplemental security income pro¬ 
gram is based on need, the unrestricted 
payment of underpayments would be in¬ 
consistent with program purposes. The 
comments questioned both the fairness 
and legality of the provisions, particu¬ 
larly In view of the statement that per¬ 
sons have a legal right to supplemental 
security income payments. In view of 
these comments, the proposed limitation 
was eliminated. The period for which 
underpayments can be made Is. of course, 
subject to the rules on administrative 
finality and reopening of initial deter¬ 
minations (see Subpart N>. 

With respect to the limitation con¬ 
tained in 5 416.542(b) on payment of an 
underpayment due a deceased Individ¬ 
ual. the comments sold the prohibition 
against paying underpayments to the 
estate of the recipient seemed to violate 
the spirit of the Social Security Act and 
might deprive an individual responsible 
for the medical or burial costs of the 
deceased underpaid recipient of funds to 
pay them. However, section 1631(b) of 
the Social Security Act authorizes the 
payment of an underpayment only to a 
surviving spouse eligible for supple¬ 
mental security income and living with 
the individual when he died. 

The other public comment dealt with 
an alleged failure to provide notice of 
the overpayment determination before 
adjusting payments to recover the over¬ 
payment. A new 5 416.558. Notices Re¬ 
lating to Overpayments and Underpay¬ 
ments, has been added. It states that 
recovery by adjustment may be Initiated 
only after notice of the overpayment de¬ 
termination has been given and an op¬ 
portunity has been provided to appeal 
the determination and to request waiver 
ol repayment. This section also specifies 
that notice of a determination of waiver 
will be provided In accordance with 
5 416.1404. Where waiver is denied and 
recovery will be accomplished through 


the adjustment of payments, advance 
notice must be given. 

Examples have been added In 5 416.- 
554 to define the concept of ' against 
equity and good conscience" more fully, 
and the concept of "defeat the purpose 
of Utle XVI" has been defined in 
5 416.553 in more specific terms. Certain 
other secUons have been reworded for 
clarity. 

Changes have been made at several 
places in these rcgulaUons to clarify the 
Social Security Administration's policies 
on the circumstances under which an 
underpayment or overpayment exists 
and the period for which such overpaid 
or underpaid amounts will be deter¬ 
mined. Tin is, in determining the exist¬ 
ence of an overpayment, language has 
been added to 5 416.537(a) to state ex¬ 
pressly that no payment has been made 
where the payment is not received by 
the individual to whom the check is pay¬ 
able or where the payment is returned 
to the Social Security AdmlnlstraUon. 

Concerning the amount of any over¬ 
payment or underpayment, the "period" 
for which such amounts will be deter¬ 
mined. as used in the proposed 5 416.538, 
has been defined as beginning with the 
first month of any quarter for which 
there is a difference between the amount 
paid and the amount due and as ending 
with the month immediately preceding 
the calendar quarter in which the initial 
determtnaUon of overpayment or under¬ 
payment Is made. This makes It clear 
that with respect to any period a person 
cannot be both overpaid and underpaid. 
The regulation also specifically provides 
that, if it appears that less than the 
proper amount has been paid for one or 
more months in a period and more than 
the correct amount has been paid for 
other months, the determination and 
payment of the underpayment discovered 
in any quarter cannot be delayed unless 
the possible overpayment situation will 
bo resolved before the close of the follow¬ 
ing quarter. 

The proposed 6 416.570 has been clari¬ 
fied to show that the withholding of only 
part of a person's payment will be the 
usual approach to recovery where 
eligibility for payment continues. Based 
on tills clarification the proposed 
5 416.572 has been deleted. In addition, 
although the Social Security Administra¬ 
tion will not initiate the recovery of a 
title II or title XVIII overpayment by 
withholding title XVI payments or the 
recovery of a Utle XVI overpayment by 
withholding tlUc II benefits for which 
the person Is eligible, the proposed 
5 416.570 now shows that a person from 
whom refund of an overpayment Is 
sought may request that such withhold¬ 
ing be effectuated to recover the over¬ 
payment. However, in no case shall an 
overpayment of supplemental security 
Income benefits be adjusted against tiUe 
XVIII benefits. 

Since the rules relaUng to the exist¬ 
ence of and periods for determining over¬ 
payments and underpayments, and for 
adjusting overpayments after the ap¬ 
propriate procedural steps have been 
taken, reflect the exlsUng pracUce of the 


Social Security AdministraUon and are 
essential to the operation of this aspect 
of the supplemental security income pro¬ 
gram. these regulatory sections are being 
published in final form. However, com¬ 
ments concerning these rules may be sub¬ 
mitted and will be carefully considered 
in connecUon with any additional revi¬ 
sions of this portion of the regulations 
which may be made. Any comments 
should be submitted in writing in tripli¬ 
cate to the Commissioner of Social 
Security. Department of Health, Educa¬ 
tion, and Welfare, P.O. Box 1585, Balti¬ 
more. Maryland 21203. 

Copies of all comments received will be 
available for public inspection during 
regular business hours at the Washing¬ 
ton Inquiries Section, Office of Public 
Affairs.

In {5 416.542-416.543 is made when a re¬ 
cipient received less than the correct 
amount of supplemental security income 
benefits; and an overpayment adjust¬ 
ment as set forth In $ 416.570 is made 
when a recipient received more than the 
correct amount of supplemental security 
Income benefits. 

§416.536 Underpay men!*—defined. 

An underpayment can occur only with 
respect to a period for which a recipient 
filed application (where required) for 
benefits and met all conditions of eligi¬ 
bility therefor. An underpayment, in¬ 
cluding any amounts of State supple¬ 
mentary payments which are due and 
i ’ministered by the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration. is: 

(a) Nonpayment, where payment for a 
quarter (or month, where applicable) was 
due but was not made, and 

<b> Payment of less than the amount 
due for any quarter (or month, where 
applicable). 

§416.537 Overpayments—defined. 

<a> Overpayments. As used in this sub¬ 
part. the term “overpayment” means 
payment of more than the amount due 
for any period, including any amounts 
of State supplementary payments which 
are due and administered by the Social 
Sifurity Administration. For purposes of 
this section, payment has been made 
when certified by the 8ocial Security 
Administration to the Department of the 
Treasury, except that payment has not 
been made where payment has not been 
received by the designated payee, or 
where payment was returned. 

<b) Actions which arc not overpay- 
ments — ( 1 ) Presumptive disability . Any 
payment made for any month, including 
an advance payment of benefits pursuant 
lo ! 416.520. Is not an overpayment to the 
extent it meets the criteria for payment 
pursuant to § 416.051. 

<2) Penalty . The imposition of a pen- 
alty pursuant to § 416.713 is not an ad¬ 
justment of an overpayment and is im¬ 
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posed only against any amount due the 
penalized recipient, or, after death, any 
amount due the deceased which other¬ 
wise would be paid to a surviving eligible 
spouse. 

§ 416.538 Amount of underpay turrit or 

overpay mcnl. 

The amount of an underpayment or 
overpayment is the difference between 
the amount paid to a recipient for a pe¬ 
riod and the amount of payments for 
which such recipient actually was eligible 
for such period. The period with respect 
to a determination of the fact or amount 
of any overpayment or underpayment 
begins with the first month of any quar¬ 
ter for which there is a difference be¬ 
tween the amount paid and the amount 
due and ends with the month Immediate¬ 
ly preceding the calendar quarter in 
which the initial determination of over¬ 
payment or underpayment is made ex¬ 
cept that the period for an overpayment 
originally detected in 1974 shall not end 
later than December 31. 1974. With re¬ 
spect to the period established, there can 
be no underpayment to a recipient or his 
eligible spouse if more than the correct 
amount payable under title XVI of the 
Social Security Act has been paid 
(whether or not adjustment or recovery 
of any overpayment for that period has 
been waived under the provisions of 
5J 416.550-416.555). A subsequent initial 
determination of overpayment will re¬ 
quire no change with respect to a prior 
determination of overpayment or to the 
period relating to such determination to 
the extent that the basis of the prior 
overpayment remains the same. Where 
an apparent overpayment has been de¬ 
tected but determination of the over¬ 
payment has not been made (see 
4 416.556(a)). a determination and pay¬ 
ment of an underpayment which is 
otherwise due cannot be delayed unless 
a determination with respect to the ap¬ 
parent overpayment can be made before 
the close of the ouarter following the 
quarter in which the underpaid amount 
was discovered. Further, any underpay¬ 
ment amount apparently due the surviv¬ 
ing eligible spouse on account of a de¬ 
ceased recipient is reduced by the 
amount of any outstanding penalty im¬ 
posed against the benefits payable to 
such deceased recipient under section 
1631(e) of the Act (see 4 416.537(b) (2)). 

§ 416.512 Underpayments—-to whom 

payable. 

(a) Underpaid recipient alive—under¬ 
payment payable. If an underpaid re¬ 
cipient is alive, the amount of any under¬ 
payment due him will be paid to him in 
a separate payment or by increasing the 
amount of his monthly payment. 

(b) Underpaid recipient dead—under¬ 
payment payable. If a recipient dies be¬ 
fore the amount due him has been paid 
to him. or before he endorses the check 
representing the correct payment, the 
amount of the underpayment may be 
paid only to his surviving spouse and 
then only if such spouse was eligible for 
supplemental security income benefits 
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and was living with the underpaid re¬ 
cipient when he died or was not sepa¬ 
rated from him for 6 months at the time 
of death. No underpayment may be paid 
to the estate of any underpaid recipient, 
the estate of the surviving spouse, or to 
any survivor other than the living-with 
eligible spouse. 

§416.543 I'udrrpaymcnta—u«et! to rc* 
ducc overpayment*. 

Any underpayment for which an in¬ 
dividual Is eligible is used to reduce any 
overpayment determined to exist (see 
4 416.558) for a different period unless 
recovery of such overpayment has been 
waived under the provisions of 
44 416.550-416.555. Similarly, when an 
underpaid recipient dies, priority con¬ 
sideration is given to applying the under¬ 
payment due the surviving eligible spouse 
against any overpayment to such surviv¬ 
ing spouse unless recovery of such over¬ 
payment has been waived under the pro¬ 
visions of 41 416.550-416.555. 

Example. A husband and wife who were 
living toget her were eligible for payments 
tinder title XVI. The wife dies at a time 
when she was underpaid $25 and the hus¬ 
band era* overpaid $75. The *25 underpay¬ 
ment due the surviving husband la applied 
to reduce his own overpayment to *50. 

§ 416.550 Waiver of adjustment or re¬ 
covery—when applicable. 

Waiver of adjustment or recovery of 
an overpayment of supplemental security 
Income benefits is applicable (sec section 
1631(b) of the Act) when: 

(a) The overpaid individual was with¬ 
out fault in connection with an over¬ 
payment. and 

(b) Adjustment or recovery of such 
overpayment would either: 

(1) Defeat the purpose of title XVI, 
or 

(2) Be against equity or good con¬ 
science. or 

(3) Impede efficient or effective ad¬ 
ministration of title XVI due to the small 
amount Involved. 

§ 416.551 Waiver of adjustment or re¬ 
covery—effect of. 

Waiver of adjustment or recovery of 
an overpayment from the overpaid per¬ 
son himself (or. after his death, from his 
estate) frees him and his eligible spouse 
from the obligation to repay the amount 
of the overpayment covered by the 
waiver. Waiver of adjustment or recov¬ 
ery of an overpayment from anyone 
other than the overpaid person himself 
or his estate (e.g., a surviving eligible 
spouse) does not preclude adjustment or 
recovery against the overpaid person or 
his estate. 

Example: The recipient was overpaid *390. 
It was found that the overpaid recipient waa 
eligible for waiter of adjustment or recovery 
of *260 of that amount, and such action waa 
taken. Only $130 of the overpayment re¬ 
mained to be recovered by adjustment, re¬ 
fund, or the like. 

§ 416.552 Waiver of adjustment or re* 
covery—without fault. 

“Without fault" relates only to the 
situation of the Individual seeking reUef 
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from adjustment or recovery of an over¬ 
payment. The overpaid individual (and 
any other Individual from whom the So¬ 
cial Security Administration seeks to re¬ 
cover the overpayment) is not relieved 
of liability and is not “without fault** 
solely because the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration may have been at fault 
in making the overpayment. In deter¬ 
mining whether an individual is without 
fault, the “fault** of the overpaid person 
and the “fault** of the individual seeking 
relief under the waiver provision are con¬ 
sidered. Whether an individual is “with¬ 
out fault" depends on all the pertinent 
circumstances surrounding the overpay¬ 
ment in the particular case. The Social 
Security Administration considers the in¬ 
dividual's understanding of the reporting 
requirements, the agreement to report 
events affecting payments, knowledge of 
the occurrence of events that should have 
been reported, efforts to comply with the 
reporting requirements, opportunities to 
comply with the reporting requirements, 
understanding of the obligation to re¬ 
turn checks which were not due, and 
ability to comply with the reporting re¬ 
quirements <e.g.. age, comprehension, 
memory, physical and mental condition). 
Although the finding depends on all of 
the circumstances in the particular case, 
an individual will be found to have been 
at fault in connection with an overpay¬ 
ment when an incorrect payment resulted 
from one of the following: 

(a> Failure to furnish information 
which the individual knew or should 
have known was material; 

(b) An incorrect statement made by 
the individual which he knew or should 
have known was Incorrect (this Includes 
the individual’s furnishing his opinion 
or conclusion when he was asked for 
facts). or 

(c) The Individual did not return a 
payment which he knew or could have 
been expected to know was incorrect 

§ -116.553 Waiver of adju*»lrornl or .re¬ 
covery—defeat ll»c purpose of title 

XVL 

Waiver of adjustment or recovery is 
proper when the person on whose behalf 
waiver is being considered Is without 
fault, as defined in § 416.552. and adjust¬ 
ment or recovery would defeat the pur¬ 
pose of title XVI. For purposes of this 
subpart, adjustment or recovery of an 
overpayment will be considered to defeat 
the purpose of title XVI: 

(a> If such person’s current total 
monthly income does not exceed: 

(1) The applicable Federal monthly 
standard payment rate (see Subpart D 
of this part), plus 

(2) One-third of the quarterly amount 
of earned or unearned income excludable 
purusant to 8 416.1165 (i.e. $20), plus 

(3) One-third of the quarterly amount 
of earned income excludable pursuant to 
8 416.1167 but no more than $65. plus 

(4) The applicable 8tate supplemen¬ 
tary payment, if any (see Subpart T of 
this part); or 
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(b) If recovery or adjustment would 
deprive such person of income or finan¬ 
cial resources needed for ordinary and 
necessary living expenses under the cri¬ 
teria in 8 404 508(a) of this chapter. 

g 416.554 Waiver of udju*ln»cnt or re¬ 
covery—against equity or gotnl con¬ 
science. 

Waiver of adjustment or recovery of 
an overpayment is proper when the per¬ 
son on whose behalf waiver is being con¬ 
sidered is without fault, as defined in 
8 416.552, and adjustment or recovery 
would be against equity or good con¬ 
science. Adjusment or recovery is con¬ 
sidered to be Inequitable and contrary 
to good conscience when such person, 
in reliance on such payments or on no¬ 
tice that such payment would be made 
relinquished a valuable right or changed 
his position for the worse. In making 
such a decision, the Individual's financial 
circumstances arc not considered. 

Example I: Upon being notified that he 
was eligible for supplemental security In¬ 
come payments, an individual signed a lease 
on an apartment renting for #15 a month 
moro than the room he had previously oc¬ 
cupied. It was subsequently found that 
eligibility for the payment should not have 
been established. In such a case recovery 
would be considered against equity or good 
conscience. 

Example 2: An individual falls to take 
advantage of a private or organization 
charity, relying instead on the award of sup¬ 
plemental security Income payments to sup¬ 
port himself. It was subsequently found 
that the money was Improperly paid. Recov¬ 
ery would be considered against equity or 
good conscience. 

§ 416.555 Waiver of adjustment or re¬ 
covery—Impede administration. 

Waiver of adjustment or recovery is 
proper when the overpaid person on 
whose behalf waiver is being consid¬ 
ered is without fault, as defined m 
8 416.552. and adjustment or recoveiy 
would Impede efficient or effective ad¬ 
ministration of title XVI due to the 
small amount involved. The amount of 
overpayment determined to meet such 
criteria is measured by the current aver¬ 
age administrative cost of handling such 
overpayment case through such adjust¬ 
ment or recovery processes. In determin¬ 
ing whether the criterion is met. the 
overpaid person’s financial circum¬ 
stances are not considered. 

§ 116.5541 Notice relating to overpay¬ 
ments and underpay mentj*. 

(a) Notice of overpayment and un¬ 
derpayment determination. Whenever a 
determination concerning the amounts 
paid and payable for any period is made 
and it is found that, with respect to 
any month in the period, more or less 
than the correct amount was paid, writ¬ 
ten notice of the correct and incorrect 
amounts for each such month in the pe¬ 
riod will be sent to the individual against 
whom adjustment or recovery of the 
overpayment as defined in 8 416.537(a) 
may be effected or to whom the under¬ 


payment as defined in 8 416.536 would 
be payable, notwithstanding the fact 
that part or all of the underpayment 
must be withheld in accordance with 
8 416.543. When notifying on individual 
of a determination of overpayment, the 
Social Security Administration will, in 
the notice, also advise the individual 
that adjustment or recovery is required 
except under certain specified conditions 
and of ills right to request waiver of ad¬ 
justment or recovery of the overpayment 
under the provisions of 8 416.550. 

(b) Notice of waiver determination 
Written notice of an initial determina¬ 
tion of waiver shall be given the individ¬ 
ual in accordance with 8 416.1404 unless 
the individual was not given notice of 
the overpayment In accordance with 
paragraph (a) of this section. 

§ 416.560 Recovery—refund. 

An overpayment may be refunded by 
the overpaid recipient or by anyone on 
his behalf. Refund should be made in 
every case in which the overpayment is 
identifiable as part, or all. of the amount 
of the recipient’s noncxcluded resources 
or where the overpaid individual is not 
currently eligible for supplemental se¬ 
curity income benefits. In all other cases 
adjustment as set forth in 8 416.570 will 
be proposed. 

§ 416.570 Adjustment—general. 

Where a recipient has been overpaid, 
the overpayment has not been refunded, 
and waiver of adjustment or recovery Is 
not applicable, the overpayment is ad¬ 
justed against any payment due the 
overpaid recipient or his eligible spouse 
(or recovery from the estate of either or 
both when either or both die before ad¬ 
justment is completed). Adjustment will 
generally* be accomplished by withhold¬ 
ing each month a part of any benefit pay¬ 
able to the Individual except that, when 
the overpayment is identifiable wholly or 
os part of the recipient’s nonexcluded 
resources or where the overpayment re¬ 
sults from the disposition of resource 
as provided by 8 416.1240(b). the over¬ 
payment will be adjusted against any 
payments due the overpaid recipient or 
his eligible spouse before any further 
payment is made. Absent a specific re¬ 
quest from the person from whom refund 
is sought, no overpayment made under 
title n or title XVXIl of the Act shall be 
adjusted against supplemental security 
income benefits, and no overpayment of 
supplemental security income benefits 
shall be adjusted aqainst benefits payaM® 
under tiUe H of the Act. However, a re¬ 
quest for an adjustment of an overpay¬ 
ment of supplemental security income 
benefits against title II benefits shall not 
be honored If such adjustment would 
result In an increase in ths amount of 
or reestablishment of eligibility for bene¬ 
fits under this part, and in no case shall 
an overpayment of supplemental secur¬ 
ity Income benefits be adjusted against 
title XVHI benefits.

On November 6 . 1973. the Administra¬ 
tor promulgated a final regulation re¬ 
quiring recovery of vapors emitted dur¬ 
ing loading and unloading of gasoline 
nnd other volatile compounds from ships 
and barges in the Hornton-Oalveston In¬ 
trastate Air Quality Control Region. 40 
CFR 52.2287 (38 FR 30633). The purpose 
of the regulation is to reduce hydrocar¬ 
bon emissions and thereby to assist in 
attainment and maintenance of the na¬ 
tional ambient air quality standard for 
photochemical oxidants in that region. 

Tlie regulation was challenged by a 
number of companies subject to it. but 
was held "valid and enforceable" by the 
US. Court of Appeals for the Fifth Cir¬ 
cuit on August 7. 1974. State of Texas 
499 F.2d 289. 316-17. 321. 
Petitions for rehearing were filed, but 
were denied by the Court. Petitioners 
Hied with the U.S. Supreme Court mo¬ 
tions for stay of mandate pending ap¬ 
plications for writ of certiorari. The mo¬ 
tions were denied on April 28. 1975. The 
ntandate was Issued by the Fifth Circuit 
on April 30. 1975. Petitions for writ of 
certiorari were filed on August 31. 1975 
by several of the original petitioners.

It Is necessary. how r ever. to further 
suspend the final compliance date, pend¬ 
ing proposal and final publication of 
amendments. Since the October 1 , 1975 
compliance date previously set Is Im¬ 
minent and cannot now be met. the 
Agency finds there is good cause for sus¬ 
pending the final compliance date until 
March 1,1978: This action will allow the 
Agency to proceed In an orderly fashion 
to complete consideration of the in¬ 
formation now before it. propose any 
necessary amendments, consider com¬ 
ments, and publish a final regulation. 
This action does not. however, relieve 
those subject to the regulation from the 
obligation to continue to make maximum 
good faith efforts to comply with the 
substantive portipns of the regulation. 

This suspension will be In effect until 
March h.

The authorization ends with the close 
of fiscal year 1977. Functions Include as¬ 
sistance to State or local public agencies 
providing services for substantial num¬ 
bers of individuals who are aliens and 
who, because of persecution or fear of 
persecution on account of race, religion 
or political opinion, fled from Cambodia 
or Vietnam. The financial assistance 
granted under these provisions of Pub. L. 
94-24 and Pub. L. 87-510 may be used by 
tiie recipient to provide educational serv¬ 
ices for such refugees as defined in the 
preceding sentence. 

Pub. L. 94-24, enacted May 23. 1975, 
appropriated $100,000,000 in fiscal year 
1975 funds for the over-all implementa¬ 
tion of Pub. L. 94-23, to remain available 
for Federal obligation through June 30, 
1976. Of this $100,000,000. $15,000,000 will 
be administered by thc Commissioner of 
Education for the program to be imple¬ 
mented by these regulations. 

The Act of 1962, which by Its terms is 
limited to Western Hemisphere refugees, 
was intended to aid Cubans. Aid to Cuban 
refugees has been carried out under thc 
Act of 1962. as well as under the au¬ 
thority of section 3 of Title 1 of Pub. L. 
81-874 as amended, authorizing finan¬ 
cial assistance for local educational 
agencies in areas affected by Federal 
activity. Local educational agencies with 
children of Indochinese refugee parents 
who actually reside or work on Federal 
property may be entitled to funds under 
both section 3, Title 1 of Pub. L. 81-874 
as well as under Pub. L 94-24. 

2. Basic Provisions of Regulation — 
General. The program to bo implemented 
by these regulations is a transitional 
emergency measure designed to assist 
8tate or local public agencies to absorb 
Indochinese refugee children into their 
regular educational program and to en¬ 
able them to meet the special educational 
needs of these children while such needs 
arc particularly acute. Thc regulations 
provide for grants to be made directly by 
the Commissioner of Education to local 
educational agencies which are provid¬ 
ing public educational services for Indo¬ 
chinese refugee children. These grants 
are non-dlseretionary: a local educa¬ 
tional agency will qualify if it is provid¬ 
ing public educational services to at least 
one Indochinese refugee child and if It 
continues to make available public edu¬ 
cational services throughout the grant 
period for all children for whom it 
receives funds. 

3. Per Child Payments . A qualifying 
local educational agency is entitled to a 
prescribed amount per child: $300 00 per 
child for the first hundred Indochinese 
refugee children being served or thc 
number of such children comprising l 
percent of the agency's total enrollment 
whichever is less. The more heavily im¬ 
pacted agencies, which serve over 100 
Indochinese refugee children or a number 
of such children exceeding 1 percent of 
their total enrollment, will receive $600.- 
00 for each such child in excess of 100 or 


1 percent of the total enrollment, which¬ 
ever Ls less. The $100.00 per child 
amount for less heavily impacted areas 
reflects a premise that these agencies can 
absorb a small number of children into 
their basic educational curriculum with¬ 
out Federal assistance, but that assist¬ 
ance is necessary for the agency to meet 
the special educational needs of the 
refugee children. The $600 00 amount for 
each child ln excess of a threshold num¬ 
ber of children in more heavllv impacted 
agencies wIU enable the agencies to pro¬ 
vide for the basic educational needs of 
tiie extra children as well as their spe¬ 
cial needs. A qualifying local educational 
agency which has within its Jurisdiction 
more than one small local educational 
agencies may not combine the child 
counts of Uie smaller local educational 
agencies so as to receive $600 for each 
child in excess of the prescribed thresh¬ 
old number. Rather, the $600 per child 
is paid only for children exceeding the 
threshold number ln each smaller local 
educational agency within the grant 
recipient’s Jurisdiction. 

4. Use of Funds. Funds under this pro- 
gram arc being made available to local 
educational agencies for them to use for 
the refugee children’s basic or supple- 
mentary needs as the agencies see fit. 
Grunt recipients are not required to 
obtain Federal approval for proposed 
educational projects as they are ln the 
various existing Federal programs of 
categorical aid for elementary and sec¬ 
ondary education, and they are not re¬ 
quired to make any separate accounting 
to thc Commissioner for the use of 
Federal money received. However, the 
requirement that grant recipients con¬ 
tinue throughout the grant period to 
provide public educational services to 
Indochinese refugee children Is designed 
to ensure that the program funds arc 
used for the benefit of those children. 
Public educational services in this con¬ 
text must include making available nec¬ 
essary English language and other sup¬ 
plementary Instruction to all children 
counted on an equitable basis. A local 
educational agency must as a condition 
of eligibility make public educational 
services available to Indochinese refugee 
children (other than those enrolled In 
private schools) on a basis comparable 
to that which it provides to other chil¬ 
dren served in the same attendance area 

5. Participation of Private School 
Children. The regulations contain special 
provisions permitting <but not requiring) 
a local educational agency to count 
children enrolled in private schools for 
the purpose of computing Us eligibility 
and amount of grant entitlement. If a 
local educational agency does count, ln 
computing Its eligibility and entitlement, 
Indochinese refugee children enrolled In 
private schools, it mu?t provide equita¬ 
ble services to the children. 

6. Grants for Technical Assistance and 
Leadership. Under Subrort E, a State 
educational agency of any State may 
qualify for a grant for technical assist¬ 
ance and leadership to local educational 
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agencies receiving funds under the pro¬ 
gram. The amount of each such grant 
will be determined by the Commissioner 
based on an application submitted by the 
State educational agency, but will not 
exceed 5 percent of the total amounts of 
grants to local educational agencies in 
the State. These technical assistance 
grants are not taken from, but are in 
addition to, funds for grants to local 
educational agencies. 

7. Effect of Office of Education Gen¬ 
eral Provisions Relations. Financial 
assistance under these regulations is sub¬ 
ject to several of t he r egulations con¬ 
tained In Title 45 CFR Subchapter A. 
Parts 100 and 100a listed in I 122.2 of 
the attached regulations. The applica¬ 
bility of Parts 100 and 100a, (including 
those provisions of OMB Circular A-102 
contained in Part 100a) is limited to 
provisions which are appropriate for a 
grant program which is non-discretion- 
ary and provides for general aid with 
limited accountability. 

8. Citations of Lcoal Authority• As re¬ 
quired by section 431<a) of the General 
Education Provisions Act (20 U.S.C, 1232 
(a)) a citation of statutory or other legal 
authority for each section of the regula¬ 
tions and guidelines has been placed In 
parentheses on the line following the 
text of the section. On occasion, a cita¬ 
tion may appear at the end of a sub¬ 
division of the section. Tn that case, the 
citation applies to all that appears In 
that section between that citation and 
the immediately preceding citation. 
When the citation appears only at the 
end of the section, it applies to the entire 
section. 

9. Publication of Final Regulations. In 
accordance with section 431(h) (2) (A) of 
the General Education Provisions Act, it 
is the practice of the Office of Education 
to provide an opportunity for interested 
parties to take part tn the rulemaking 
process. However, tills notice is given 
without such opportunity based on the 
Commissioner's finding, in accordance 
with 5 UB.C. 553(b)(3)(B). that public 
comment upon a proposed rule would in 
this case be contrary to the public inter¬ 
est. This finding Is based on the emer¬ 
gency nature of the program which is de¬ 
signed to obviate the burden in the pres¬ 
ent school year caused by the sudden Im¬ 
pact on local educational agencies of the 
resettlement of thousands of Indochinese 
refugee children. Prolonging the effective 
date of the regulations to allow for pub¬ 
lic comment would cau*e undue delay In 
the lmnlementation of the program. 

10. Effective Date. Pursuant to section 
431(d) of the General Education Provi¬ 
sions Act. as amended (20 U.8.C. 1232 
(d)), these regulations have been trans¬ 
mitted to the Congress concurrently with 
the publication of this document in the 
Federal Register. That section provides 
that regulations subject thereto shall be¬ 
come effective on the forty-fifth day fol¬ 
lowing the date of such transmission, 
subject to the provisions therein con¬ 
cerning congressional action and ad¬ 
journments f

By Notice of Proposed Rulemafcliv-: 
published tn the Fidiral Rscistfr on 
May 20. 1972 (37 FR 10389). as revised 
by notice published on December 33. 19.2 
<37 FR 28307). the Commission served 
notice that it Intended to republish ana 
revise General Order 13. which generat¬ 
es tabUshes the Commission's tariff flung 
requirements. 

In response to the Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking. 12 comments were submit¬ 
ted by. or on behalf of. steamship com¬ 
panies and conferences thereof. RoPU** 
to these comments have been filed by 
Hearing Counsel and seven answers w 
Hearing Counsel's replies have also been 
submitted. The Commission has etmuuj 
considered the position of aU the P»w 
and the final rules promulgated herein 
have been drafted with the parties com¬ 
ments and arguments In mind, comment* 
and arguments not specifically discussed 
or reflected herein have been neverthe¬ 
less considered and found not relevant, 
material, or Justified. Because of the 
many and varied revisions incorporated 
on our Anal rule we deem It appropriate 
to discuss certain portions of the rule and 
the comments submitted with respect 

thereto. _ . 

Section 536.0 Purpose, sets out me 

purpose of Part 536. Comments were 
made only to that portion of this section 
which requires that carriers subject to 
the Shipping Act 1916. file tariff* 0 
through rates over any established 
through routes. 
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To clarify a misunderstanding that has 
apparently arisen, this Part is designed. 
inter alia, to encourage the development 
of through intermodfll transportation but 
does not require the establishment of any 
through routes or rates. Once such rates 
or routes are established, however, they 
must be filed with the Commission so 
that shippers will be fully informed of 
the services offered and the total charges 
to be assessed. 

Section 536.1 Definitions, In para- 
tiraph <e). defines the term “local rates.** 
One commentator is of the opinion that 
this definition should be limited to a 
port-to-port rate offered by a single 
water carrier. We disagree. This defini¬ 
tion was not intended to be limited as 
suggested but is geared to IntermodaJ 
services, that is. the situation where a 
local rate of an Inland carrier becomes 
coupled to the local rate of a water car¬ 
rier to become a through rate. Thus, this 
definition contemplates the filing of an 
inland rate only to the extent that it be¬ 
comes part of a through lntermodal rate. 

Three parties addressed themselves to 
the definition of the term “through rates’* 
** originally proposed. They pointed out 
that the definition docs not enumerate 
every combination of rates which can 
make up a through rate. Since we find 
merit in this contention, we have re¬ 
vised the definition of “through rate'* 
substituting the language proposed by 
Hearing Counsel. Therefore, section 536.1 
W now allows for the inclusion of any 
rate over a through route regardless of 
tbc method by which the rate wax con¬ 
structed and eliminates attempting to 
enumerate every combination of rates. 

A t concerns our originally proposed 
definition of the term "through route", as 
*et forth In 5 536.1<J>, the observation is 
made that the language thereof did not 
enumerate every possible combination of 
sendees. Additionally. It Is argued that 
'he definition of “port" in *S36.1<p>, 
when read In conjunction with the def¬ 
inition of “through route" seems to make 
® through route" out of a local single 
* single carrier which includes 
*ki! 3 L or P 1C *™P> beyond the place 
f® c , cargo Is actually discharged 
from <or loaded Into) the vessel. As an 
example, there Is cited the LASH opera- 
tions as regard to which U Is unclear 
ncer our definition whether the port Is

Eolng vessel. Further. Hearing Counsel 
*, simplify the situation by redefin¬ 
ing through route.” as follows: 

**° u t* : An arrangement for the 
tt« carriage of goods between point* 


of origin and destination either or both of 
which may tie beyond the port. 


We find merit In Hearing Counsel's 
revision since it allows the carrier to be 
able to respond to the commercial re¬ 
quirements by adapting to changing con¬ 
ditions. It la designed to apply to through 
movements over the routes of several 
carriers between places beyond the port 
which the proposed rule was intended to 
cover. Additionally, since “port** is de¬ 
fined as “a place having facilities to 
originate or terminate water transporta¬ 
tion and at which the actual transporta¬ 
tion by water commences or terminates 
as to any particular movement of cargo’*, 
we believe the redefinition of “through 
route** would clarify any ambiguity as 
to LASH services, or to any services 
utilizing motor vehicles. Accordingly, wc 
have adopted the proposed revision of 
H aring Counsel In our final rule. 

Several parties commented on the defi¬ 
nition of “transshipment * as proposed in 
I 536.1 < k >. It was urged by one party that 
feedor service and relay service be spe¬ 
cifically excluded from the definition of 
“transshipment** since the term “relay” 
Is synonymous with the term ’transfer'* 
and “feeder service** does not Involve an 
agreement between carriers to establish 
a through route and a division of rev¬ 
enue which are characteristics of trans¬ 
shipment We see no reason to make such 
a change since the transfer exclusion for 
“cargo between vessels operated by the 
same common carrier” Is. as Hearing 
Counsel have noted, sufficiently broad to 
cover both “feeder" and “relay service*.** 

Two other parties commented that 
this definition is inadequate since it does 
not provide in any way for the occasional 
transshipment performed bv common 
carriers for a long period of time by the 
use of barges, lighter vessels, rail, truck 
and air. Not to include within the defini¬ 
tion a reference to the aforementioned 
activities, will cause, argues these com¬ 
mentators. confusion in the interpreta¬ 
tion of carriers' bills of lading. This is 
allegedly so because the shipping docu¬ 
ments of carriers presently describe as 
"transshipment" activities typically as¬ 
sociated with “substitute service" as orig¬ 
inally proposed in these rules. This ob¬ 
jection is misplaced since this definition 
is not Intended to change any opera¬ 
tions of the carriers under the statute or 
its Bills of Lading. 

Another party expressed the fear that 
the definition of “transshipment" could 
be Interpreted to govern more than the 
intended meaning of the term as usea 
in the proposed rule. For the purpose of 
limiting the application of the definition 
Hearing Counsel suggest that the phrase 
for the purpose of this regulation'* 
should be inserted after the word “trans¬ 
shipment.** Since this modification coin¬ 
cides with the Commission’s intent that 
the definition contained in f 536.1 apply 
only to this Part it has been incorporated 
In the final version of 8 536.1 (k). 

With reference to our proposed defini¬ 
tion of the term “interchange** as found 
in 8 536.1<1), it is suggested that the 


word "through" be eliminated from that 
part of the definition which states **, . . 
shall also mean the change from one 
mode cf transportation to another In the 
course of international through lnter¬ 
modal transportation." It is argued that 
the use of “through" here is misleading 
since it implies the establishment of 
through Joint rates or arrangements. 
These rules, as mentioned earlier, do not 
require the filing of a Joint rate unless 
established as a through rate. Thus, the 
above suggestion Is not well taken and 
we see no need to alter the language of 
this definition as proposed. We would 
also point out that the word "carrier" 
covers all types of carriers, and although 
“transshipment * could technically be In¬ 
cluded within the definition of inter¬ 
change. “interchange** applies to land 
transfer only. 

Upon evaluation the several comments 
concerning our original definition of the 
torm “substitute service.’* in 5 536.1 (m) 
we find that a modification thereto Is 
necessary- The language as originally 
proposed does appear to make a pickup 
and delivery service and a waterborne 
feeder service “an arrangement for 
through transportation" contrary to our 
decision in Matson Navigation Co., 7 
FMC 460 (1063), Further, while the pro- 
posed definition might appear to govern 
the use of the term ''substitute service'* 
as understood between the carrier and 
shipper in their commercial dealings, 
such was not its intention. This defini¬ 
tion was intended only to apply to the 
compilation and filing of tariffs. More¬ 
over, while many of the "arrangements'* 
considered to be “substitute service" by 
the parties Involved will be treated as 
"arrangements for through transporta¬ 
tion" for tariff filing purposes, such ar¬ 
rangements will not be considered illegal 
per se. as suggested by parties. On the 
contrary, these services will continue to 
be reviewed on an ad hoc basis. 

Section 18(b) of the Shipping Act, 
1916 has always required that the serv¬ 
ices offered by ocean carriers In the U.8. 
foreign commerce be specified in do tali 
and that the rates published cover all 
services encompassed with that offering 
to the public. That section of the statute 
also requires that rates be published be¬ 
tween the ports served by water and that 
other privileges and facilities offered be 
stated separately. This definition merely 
requires that tariffs filed with the Com¬ 
mission comply with these requirements. 

Accordingly. In the interest of clarity, 
wc have adopted Hearing Counsel's mod¬ 
ification to the proposed definition of 
"substitute service." As revised, 8 536.1 
(m) makes clear the distinction between 
through rates/routes and substitute serv¬ 
ice and should alleviate fears that the 
Commission Is attempting to regulate 
accepted commercial practices through 
this rule. 8lncc the latter Is treated dif¬ 
ferently as regards tariff filing require¬ 
ments, our definition of "substitute serv¬ 
ice" should facilitate the staff’s Job in 
processing tariffs. 

With reference to 8 536.1 (o) and cer¬ 
tain objections raised, we would point 
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out that carriers presently do not have 
the •right'’ to engage in port equaliza¬ 
tion and this rule is in no way Intended 
to alter that procedure. The legality of 
port equalization practices are deter¬ 
mined by us on an ad hoc basis. In order 
to make this fact absolutely clear we 
have limited the scope of our originally 
proposed definition with the phrase "for 
purposes of this regulation." 

While one party was of the belief that 
the definition of "feeder service/' for pur¬ 
poses of tariff filing, should be confined 
to water carriers, two others believed 
that it should be expanded to include 
other carriers where intermodal opera¬ 
tions are involved. Another party pointed 
out that the existing definition does not 
make It clear that the common carrier 
by water bears the cost and assumes the 
risk of the "feeder service." Conceding 
that problems do exist as regards the 
proposed definition, Hearing Counsel 
suggest a modification thereto which has 
been adopted by us in our final rules By 
limiting this definition to "feeder service 
by water" we avoid the pitfall of enum¬ 
erating specific types of feeder vehicles. 

Moreover, while it was suggested that 
we substitute, within the definition, the 
term "line-haul vessel" for the term 
"vessel" since most feeder vessels are 
also "oceangoing" but not "line-haul , 
we nevertheless, believe ours is the better 
alternative although either corrects the 
confusion lhat would arise when the 
feeder ship is an oceangoing vessel. Also, 
we would point out that "feeder service" 
which, we agree, may be operationally 
controlled or not so controlled by the 
ocean common carrier, is not (l) a 
"transshipment", as the relationship be¬ 
tween the operator of the feeder service 
and ocean carrier Is one of shipper/car- 
rier, not carrier/carrier, and < 2) consti¬ 
tutes direct port-to-port sendee, which 
thus excludes any Involvement with 
"through rates" or arrangements for 
"through service," and therefore, distin¬ 
guishable from "substitute service." 

One party objects to and asked to have 
deleted the last part of the definition of 
"tariff" which states 9 536.1 <u>, "... in 
the case of conferences l practices shown 
in the tariff) must be restricted to those 
practices authorized by the basic confer¬ 
ence agreement." It Is pointed out that 
the Commission has defined what must 
be authorized by a basic conference 
agreement and what constitutes "Inter¬ 
stitial or routine activity". While Hear¬ 
ing Counsel agree that “interstitial or 
routine activity" need not be specifically 
mentioned in the basic conference agree¬ 
ment. they do not believe that the pro¬ 
posed definition tn 9 536.1(u) conflicts 
with this principle, pointing out that the 
rule only requires that the practices 
shown in the tariff be authorized by an 
agreement. Consequently. Hearing Coun¬ 
sel believed that no change In the word¬ 
ing of I 536.1(u> need be effected. We 
agree. This proceeding Is not concerned 
with delineating the scope of section 15 
or the requirements thereunder; It Is 
strictly concerned with the filing of 
tariffs by common carriers. 


Another commentator notes that when 
this definition is read In conjunction with 
the definitions of "through rate" and 
“through route" in 9 *36.1 <g> and lj> 
and the provision for filing tariffs 
through Intermodal transportation in 
| 536.15, it appears to require the formal 
filing of a foreign inland rale when it is 
part of the combination through sendee, 
a requirement the Commission allegedly 
has no jurisdiction over. While the level 
of rates for transportation in a foreign 
country is beyond the scope of this rule¬ 
making. such rates arc subject to the 
Commission s tariff filing requirements 
if they form port of a through rate filed 
by a carrier subject to the Commission's 
Jurisdiction. The definition of "tariff, 
as used here. Is intended to enable the 
Commission to regulate only those car¬ 
riers and rates subject to its Jurisdiction. 

In view of the foregoing we see no need 
to make any revisions in 9 536.1 <o>. 

Three parties commented on 9 536.2 
Ck) which relates to the tariff ramifica¬ 
tions of a carrier's admission to member¬ 
ship in a conference. Their argument is 
that this rule, as originally proposed, 
would favor a new conference member 
by allowing the new member to main¬ 
tain its own tariff at lower than con¬ 
ference rates until cancelled on not less 
than 30 days* filing notice. It is not in¬ 
conceivable. says one party, that non- 
conference members would file rate re¬ 
ductions before applying for conference 
membership, or, as new members, lower 
their rates during the 30 day interim 
before the conference rates became ef¬ 
fective. Application of this section 
allegedly would, in effect, allow a new 
member to vote on "conference rates" 
but deny the conference a say in the 
rates of the new member, thus allowing 
the new member, for 30 days, to have 
the benefit of the conference's tariffs In 
— addition to its own rates. Consequently, 
it has been proposed that a new member 
should be allowed to file initial tariffs 
on no notice provided the rates arc not 
higher than conference rates. 

Prom a practical viewpoint, we find 
it hard to believe that a conference 
would allow a new member with an in¬ 
dividual tariff to have voting privileges 
on rate matters since the carrier would 
apparently be in violation of the con¬ 
ference agreement. Moreover, we fail 
to sec how this 30 day requirement will 
cause irreparable barm to the conference, 
particularly since this rule is based upon 
the premise that the carrier Is already In 
the trade and presumably competing 
with the conference. Nevertheless, the 
objections based on the discriminatory 
aspects of the proposed procedure arc 
well taken. Accordingly, we have revised 
the last part of the rule to require that 
when a carrier’s admission into a con¬ 
ference would, by virtue of that confer¬ 
ence's tariff, result tn an increase in the 
carrier's rates a 30 day notice of tariff 
cancellation prior to being admitted as 
a conference member be published. Such 
a provision with reference to the super- 
ceding conference tariff should answer 


the objections raised by the parties, and 
at the same time not prejudice the 
shipper. 

All the commenting parties objected 
to the proposed 9 536 2(o> which pro¬ 
hibits a carrier and/or conference from 
publishing or maintaining any tariff that 
contains only a single rate for all com¬ 
modities. This provision was Incor¬ 
porated into the rules because past ex¬ 
perience has shown us that carriers 
sometimes file tariffs naming only a 
Cargo. N OB. rate In a particular trade 
without having any intention to enter 
and serve that trade As a result, such 
carriers are in a position, if the oppor¬ 
tunity arises, to obtain cargo that would 
otherwise be moved over the line of an 
established carrier already in the trade 
Thus 9 536 2(o> was written to remedy 
this procedure of filing so-called "con¬ 
venience" tariffs. Wlille the retention of 
the section Is nonetheless Justified, the 
practicalities of the situation require a 
reassessment. Carriers bent on getting 
around the proposed 9 536.2<o> could 
easily do so by the mere expedient ol 
publishing two rates, eg. a rate on bi¬ 
cycles and a Cargo. N.OS. rate, hence 
defeating the purpose behind this sec¬ 
tion. As a result, maintenance of the in¬ 
tegrity of the section becomes effectively 
impossible. Consequently, we are left 
with no alternative but to delete this 
section from our final rules. 

Several parties oppose proposed 9 536 .2 
(p) which relates to the requirement 
that carriers file Information Circulars 
with the Commission. Generally stated, 
it Is their position that this rule goes 
beyond the Commission's authority under 
sections 14(b). 18(b) and 43 of the Act 
since It has nothing whatsoever to do 
with the "form and manner in which 
tariffs . • . shall be published and filed. 
Without conceding this argument, we 
are deleting the challenged requirement 
from our final rules. 

Section 536 3(f) sets out the format 
for tariffs filed with the Commission We 
agree with, and have Incorporated into 
our final rule, one party's suggestion that 
the "Index of Commodities" section 
should be changed to "Index of Com¬ 
modities and Classifications" to show 
that only one index Is required when the 
tariff has both class and commodity 
rote sections. In response to other com¬ 
mentator's concern, It should be noieu 
here that this section is not Intended to 
include ancillary charges which arc 
customarily found in the rules section ox 
the tariff. It is only a "surcharge^ and .or 

arbitrary/dlfferential/outport differeu- 

UaT' that is required to be shown sepa¬ 
rately under this rule. /n 

Four parties object to 9 536.4 .a _ 
which requires that the title page of the 
carrier's tariff identify the carrier as 
cither a vessel operating commem car- 
rler (VOCC) or non-vessel operau-g 
common carrier (NVOCC). Two 
maintain that such designation requw 
ment Is redundant since 9 - 

already requires It. comity^ 
tors contend that VOCC. •hotikibeex 
cm pi from the requirement of this sec 
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tlon arguing that it is the NVOCC that 
causes confusion to the public as to what 
service* are actually being performed. 
Finally, it is argued that to require a car¬ 
rier to identify itself os a VOCC is de¬ 
grading and belittle* the common carrier 
status. In response to Hearing Counsel s 
reply that this requirement is needed to 
avoid the existing confusion, irrespective 
of whether it Is caused by the NVOCC s 
or VOCCrs, one of the parties submits 
that identification would prove ex¬ 
tremely burdensome if more than one 
type of carrier is participating in a single 
conference tariff. Consequently, it 1* sug¬ 
gested that those who perform forward¬ 
ing service* but do not perform transpor¬ 
tation services should so indicate in their 
tariffs. We can not subscribe to these 
comments or their suggested solutions. 

The requirement that carriers be Iden¬ 
tified in their tariffs as required in 8 536.- 
4(a)(1) and through their tariff partici¬ 
pation as required in 1536.4(b)(3) os 
either NVOCCTs or VOCC s is necessary 
in order for the public and the Commis¬ 
sion to readily ascertain the type of serv¬ 
ice performed. Furthermore, aside from 
adapting to new procedures we fail to 
see how this rule imposes undue burden 
on VOCC’s or conferences. Accordingly, 
we have adopted 1536.4(a)(1) as pro¬ 
posed. 

Only one party commented on I S63.4 
(a) (3). as proposed, and then only to the 
last sentence thereof which reads. 

When the trade name Is utilised by a 
P&rtnerwhip or a joint •errIce. the number of 
the approved agreement shell also be shown. 

We agree that the reference to ••part¬ 
nership” may be misleading since it could 
Include a partnership agreement between 
parties not subject to Commission juris¬ 
diction which docs not need section 15 
approval. Accordingly, we have deleted 
this last sentence in our final rules. 

All those who responded to 8 536.4(a) 
(4) (1) believe that the requirement that 
carriers specifically list those ports In 
the range which are not served is both 
unnecessary and unreasonable, should be 
deleted. It is emphasized that within any 
given range of ports there are "hundreds” 
of ports which are not served for a mul¬ 
tiplicity of reasons and that a require¬ 
ment making carriers state these consid¬ 
erations would impose a straight-jacket 
on their operations and ability to pro¬ 
vide service Thus, these commentators 
see no reason why carriers cannot con¬ 
tinue their past practice of Just naming 
ranges of ports in the carrier s tariff. 

Since section 18(b) of the Act unequiv¬ 
ocally requires that tariffs show the ports 
between which freight will be carried, 
obviously a statement limited to the range 
of ports alone does not satisfy this re¬ 
quirement. However, recognizing that a 
shipper must be able to ascertain from 
Uie tariff the places between which 
freight will be carried and At the same 
time wanting to accommodate the car¬ 
rier. we have allowed the filing of the 
****** of ports with the requirement that 
toy excluded port be specifically indi- 
c **ed. It must be kept in mind that the 


carrier is not being obligated to use a 
statement of the range of ports, but if it 
elects to do so then it must indicate any 
exclusion thereto. This docs not mean 
however, as Hearing Counsel have Indi¬ 
cated. that "each fishing village no mat¬ 
ter how small” must be listed in the ex¬ 
clusion. Accordingly, we see no reason to 
revise 8 536.4(a) (4) <i>. 

Five parties objected to the last sen¬ 
tence of proposed 8 536.4(a) (12) which 
provides that separate bills of lading tar¬ 
iffs or rules tariffs referred to in such 
rate tariff must be furnished without 
charge. Two commentators offered the 
suggestion that in lieu of the contested 
requirement the carrier need only pro¬ 
vide the subscriber with a copy of the 
bill of lading applying to the tariff In 
question. Wc interpret such a proposal 
as merely requiring the carrier/confcr- 
ence to mall a blank bill of lading reflect¬ 
ing any change occurtng in the bill of 
lading incorporated in the tariff. The 
problem with this proposal, and the rea¬ 
son we must reject It, is that the shipper 
would be unable to tell if the blank bill 
of lading was on file with the Commis¬ 
sion. 

Nor can wc accept a proposed revision 
to this rule which, in effect, would provide 
that a carrier need only furnish a bill of 
lading tariff for a -reasonable charge.” 
where the subscriber requests same. This 
suggestion files in the face of the express 
language of section 18(b) of the Act and 
must be rejected. 

8ection 18(b) of the Act is very specif¬ 
ic. It provides that tariffs filed with the 
Commission “shall include specimens of 
any bill of lading, contract of affreight¬ 
ment, or other document evidencing the 
transportation agreement Consequently, 
we read section 18(b) requiring a carrier/ 
conference to provide to a subscriber, at 
a reasonable charge, a complete tariff, 
Le., a copy of all tariffs filed with the 
Commission, including the bill of lading 
and contract of affreightment If the car¬ 
rier or conference elects to have a sep¬ 
arate bill of lading tariff, then the sub¬ 
scriber. as part of his original subscrip¬ 
tion fee. is entitled to a copy of It. In 
effect therefore. 8 536 4(a) (12). which we 
have made part of our final rules, is only 
an elaboration of a requirement already 
in the statute. 

8ection 536.4(b) (10) 01). Effective 
Date Rule, as proposed, requires, in ef¬ 
fect. that rate changes must be effective 
no earlier than the date the cargo is re¬ 
ceived for transportation nor later than 
the vessel sails. A review of this rule and 
the comments submitted with respect 
thereto indicates that tills provision as 
presently drafted can be Interpreted to 
permit a carrier to charge different rates 
for identical cargo transported on the 
same vessel and under similar conditions, 
a situation that this rule was meant to 
remedy. Hence, we have concluded that 
the last two sentences of f 536.4(b) (10) 
(11). as proposed, should be deleted since 
not to do so might compound the prob¬ 
lems already existing frith regards to the 
effective date at a rule change. However, 
we have retained the requirement that: 


Every tariff shall contain a rule which saU 
forth in clear and definite terms the time at 
which a rate becomes applicable on any par¬ 
ticular shipment. 

Since we believe that a rule prescribing 
specifically when a rate will become effec¬ 
tive Is desirable, we have directed our 
staff to explore the feasibility of Institut¬ 
ing a rulemaking proceeding looking to¬ 
wards the promulgation of such a rule. 

Section 536.4(b) (10) (ill) states that 
any document evidencing the transporta¬ 
tion agreement "shall not contain provi¬ 
sions which are Inconsistent with or 
which conflict with the rules and regula¬ 
tions published in the applicable tariffs.'* 
The parties commenting are. in essence, 
asking that carriers be allowed to con¬ 
tinue to have rules in their tariffs under 
which cargo will be accepted which are 
different from those specifically set forth 
in the bill of lading. This wc cannot per¬ 
mit. Since a bill of lading must by law be 
filed together with its respective tariff 
and the former becomes part of the lat¬ 
ter. there should be no conflicts. Thus, 
the purpose of this rule is to insure Uiat 
a carrier's bill of lading does not conflict 
with the corresponding tariff. This sec¬ 
tion is not. as some commentators feared 
concerned with prescribing the carrier’s 
bill of lading form. Accordingly, wc have 
incorporated 8 536 4(b) (10) (til), as pro¬ 
posed. into our final rules. 

Section 536.4(b) (10) (v). as proposed, 
states that in accordance with our freight 
forwarder rules a carrier’s tariff must 
contain a rule specifying the rate(s) for 
freight forwarder compensation. One 
party submits that this rule should be 
deleted because the payment of for¬ 
warder compensation is not a rate or 
charge for transportation. It further 
argues that this rule Is impractical when 
applied to lntermodal rates that include 
interstate transportation under the Juris¬ 
diction of the ICC. because that agency 
has prohibited the payment of "compen¬ 
sation** to freight forwarders. Another 
commentator found no problem with this 
rule, but believed the phrase "on the 
ocean freight" after the words "to be 
paid" and before the words "to licensed 
ocean freight forwarders" should be 
added to conform it to its obvious Intent. 

Section 44 of the Act does not require 
that a carrier pay brokerage fee to a 
freight forwarder. However, if the com¬ 
pensation is paid, this rate should be 
part of the carrier’s tariff, if only to put 
the shipper/consignee on notice. More¬ 
over. if the carrier elects not to pay such 
fees, this rule will not require the carrier 
to note this in its tariff. The words "on 
ocean freight", in our opinion, add noth¬ 
ing to what is commonly understood 
to apply when referring to compensation 
received by an ocean freight forwarder 
and we see no reason to adopt that 
suggestion. 

It will also be noted that in the final 
rule reference is made to section 510.24 
rather than only paragraph <f> thereof. 
On reconsideration, we found the orig¬ 
inal reference to be unnecessarily restric¬ 
tive- Accordingly, subject to the afore¬ 
mentioned modification, section 536.4 
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(bXIOXv) has been made part of our 
final rules. 

Section 536.4(b) < 10) <vi), as originally 
proposed, sought to impose a hard and 
fast mandate that all applicable arbi- 
traries and surcharges, stated in per¬ 
centages. be aggregated for the purpose 
of computing freight. While sometimes 
this is feasible and desirable, there are 
times, as pointed out by the comment¬ 
ing parties, when to do so would deprive 
carriers of justified and reasonable 
freight charges. Accordingly, we have 
adopted as part of our final rules Hear¬ 
ing Counsel’s revision to f 536.4(bX10) 
(vi) which allows carriers to state the 
manner in which surcharges and arbi- 
traries. stated in percentage®, shall be 
applied in the calculation of freight 
charges. This revision should resolve the 
problems allegedly created by our pro¬ 
posed rule and does not conflict with the 
purpose of tariffs which is to serve notice 
to the shipping public of service offered 
and its cost. The revision also affords all 
interested parties with an opportunity to 
determine whether the formula estab¬ 
lished Is a fair and reasonable one. 

Four parties commented on 5 536.4 
(bXIOXvii) which contains tariff filing 
requirements when transshipment serv¬ 
ices are offered pursuant to a nonexclu¬ 
sive transshipment agreement or a trans¬ 
shipment agreement approved under 
section 15. Wc have been presented with 
suggested changes in the rule which, ac¬ 
cording to the parties, would further 
clarify the Commission’s Intent. How¬ 
ever. we find that the revisions suggested 
add nothing and that the proposed rule 
is sufficiently clear on its face to meet 
the situations posed by the parties. Fi¬ 
nally. In response to the suggestion that 
Exhibit 8, which provides the format for 
setting out the substance of 1 536.4 
CbXlO) (rti). be used only as a model 
and not “substantially*’ the form Itself, 
wc would note that there Ls nothing in 
this rule to prevent an interested person 
from petitioning the Commission with 
a more adequate form than Exhibit 8. 
Until such time as a better format is 
arrived at. however, the format provided 
in Exhibit 8 should be followed. 

The thru** of 5 536.4(bXlOHtfil) en¬ 
titled “Minimum Quantity Rate” is that 
a carrier cannot charge for a small ship¬ 
ment more than It could charge for a 
large shipment over the same distance, 
all things being equal. As originally 
worded. 5 536.4(b) (10) (vlii) could be 
read to Imply that the rate per freight 
unit rather than the entire freight on the 
lesser quantity must not exceed that of 
the greater quantity. To remedy this pos¬ 
sible misinterpretation we have, consist¬ 
ent with one party’s suggestion, revised 
the proposed rule to include certain lan¬ 
guage changes to clarify the Intent be¬ 
hind 5 536.4(b)(10) (viil). This revised 
rule will allow this carrier to establish 
volume rates which may be based on (1) a 
particular pier location where there are 
special heading equipment, facilities 
and/or (2) lower costs to load/unload 
certain types of cargo. Further In re¬ 
sponse to another suggestion we have 


amended 5 536.4(b) UOHviii) to cover 
special consideration applicable to con¬ 
tainer traffic. By preserving the ship¬ 
pers option to ship less than a minimum 
quantity at the minimum quantity rate 
or at the ordinary commodity rate, de¬ 
pending on which results in the lower 
freight charges, this later amendment, 
we agree, will encourage shippers to stuff 
containers more efficiently and allow 
them the advantages of container trans¬ 
port at the ordinary unit freight rate. 

Section 536.4(b) (10) <xvi) governs ref¬ 
erence to other rate tariffs. Two parties 
suggest that, in the interest of organi¬ 
zation this section should be amended 
to mention the other rules permitting 
reference to separate tariffs, specifically 
5 536 5 (f) and (g>. which provide for 
separate tariffs showing a listing of com¬ 
modities; 5 536.10(a), which provides for 
separate enumerated tariffs, and; 

5 536.10(b). which allows separate tar¬ 
iffs governing the transportation of ex¬ 
plosives and other dangerous articles. 
We agree that such a revision is desira¬ 
ble and therefore have amended our final 
rules accordingly. 

Section 536.5(0) requires, inter alia. 
that “temporary, emergency or special 
rates conditioned upon an expiration 
date or other factor shall be shown under 
the same commodity or generic heading 
or doss in the same place in the tariff 
os the ordinary applicable rates,” Two 
parties remark that while not impossible 
of execution, this rule does not reflect 
the general trend in the publication of 
project or emergency rates. In this con¬ 
nection, it is pointed out that project 
rates, generally cover any and all com¬ 
modities involved in the particular proj¬ 
ect, making it Impossible to designate 
by commodity. Thus, we are asked to 
amend 5 536.5(0) to allow, in essence, a 
carrier to publish such rates In a special 
section of tariff. Not only do wc not see 
a real need for such amendment, but we 
believe that its inclusion might well ham¬ 
per or frustrate the staff** review of such 
tariffs, allowing for the establishment of 
non-bonaflde “project rates.” In any 
event, “project rates” are generally lim¬ 
ited to rates on materials and equipment 
to be employed by the shipper or con¬ 
signee in the construction or develop¬ 
ment (and in some cases, the mainte¬ 
nance and operation). of certain desig¬ 
nated facilities. As such, and when used 
properly they are not offered that often. 
Thus we see no hardship caused in re¬ 
quiring carriers/conferenccs to publish 
their “project rates’* in the commodity 
section. 

In response to the other point raised 
we agree with Hearing Counsel that if 
a carrier finds It impossible to Identify 
temporary, special or emergency rates 
with specific commodities, it can request 
special permission to deviate from this 
rule. Lastly, and in answer to the allega¬ 
tion that “other factor” as used in this 
section is “too obscure,” we would ex¬ 
plain that '’other factor,” as used in 
5 536.5(o> f include anything other than 
expiration date, and is merely Intended 
to describe the cargo being accorded the 


special rate, l.e., type, quantity, etc. In 
view of the fact that this term “other 
factor” has been in use in General Order 
13 in the same context as it Is here for a 
number of years and no particular prob¬ 
lems with regards to its practical inter¬ 
pretation have been called to our atten¬ 
tion, we are impressed with the chal¬ 
lenge raised. Moreover, to attempt to 
more specifically define the term might 
well cause the exact confusion that we 
are asked to avoid. Accordingly, no 
changes have been made In 5 538.5(0). 

Four parties commented on 5 536.6(a) 
(2) which deals with the filing of amend¬ 
ments to tariffs. They directed thek 
criticism to that part of the rule that 
deals with the 90-day filing requirement 
for contract rates. One party stated that 
the requirement that no Increased rate 
be permitted until the lower rate ha* 
been in effect for 90 days is a matter of 
substantive regulation which cannot be 
Included within the ambit of “the form 
and manner of filing tariffs” since it ap¬ 
pears to improperly preclude the filing 
of. for example, a second emergency sur¬ 
charge, to cover some new circumstance 
until the effective date of the imposition 
of a first surcharge. Another party be¬ 
lieves that a filing distinction of 90 days 
between those using contract rates and 
noncontract shippers favored the latter 
because such a filing requirement, by 
putting all shippers on notice of any 
contract rate increase, would tend to 
negate any special benefit that the con¬ 
tract shippers might have gotten from 
the 90-day notice provision In dual rate 
contracts. Two other parties argued that 
nonconference carriers should be granted 
parity with conference carriers which 
through their “approved merchant con¬ 
tracts” are allowed to establish sur¬ 
charges resulting frem force majeure 
upon 15 days* notice. Consequently, they 
submit that we adopt an amendment to 
this rule which would grant to all car¬ 
riers a continuing special permission to 
publish emergency surcharges on 15 days' 
notice. We find little merit in these argu¬ 
ments. 

Section 536.6(a)(2) constitutes but ft 
restatement of sections 14(b)(2) and 18 
(b) (2) of the Act. The OO-dny require¬ 
ment follows the letter and spirit of sec¬ 
tion 14(b). Thus, the commentators con¬ 
cerns. whether or not th n y nre Justified, 
are with the statute itself, as Hearing 
Counsel have pointed out. Moreover, and 
contrary to the unsupported allegations 
of ofle party, the rates arc not frozen 
by the 90-day notice requirement, since 
the carriers/conferences may Invoke the 
“force majeure” or “extraordinary con¬ 
ditions" clauses of their contracts to in¬ 
crease rates on less than 90 days' notice, 
where Justified. The allegation made by 
another commentator that the force 
majeure clauses discriminate in favor oi 
nonconference carriers is clearly un¬ 
warranted since such carriers are (iw to 
request special permission under 18 <b) 
(2) of the Act to increase their rates on 
less than 30 days’ notice. Therefore, and 
on the basis of the above we find the sug¬ 
gested revisions to be unacceptable and, 
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accordingly, adopt l 536.6(a) (2) as pro* 
posed. 

Section 536.Gro (3>. provides that once 
a temporary amendment la received by 
the Commission It "cannot be withdrawn 
or rescinded in any manner.“ The two 
parties who commented on this section 
wanted this rule to be expanded to allow 
a carrier to amend Its temporary filing 
for obvious errors. Further, they urged 
that if a carrier, on or before the effective 
date of such temporary filing, amends the 
filing on statutory notice observing the 
same effective date (or a future date), 
the carrier should be permitted to reflect 
the full change in its permanent filing. 
We cannot abide by such a procedure 
since, as Hearing Counsel have pointed 
out, it would cause serious confusion in 
that the shipping public would never be 
sure whether a temporary filing was 
actually in effect. In any event, the car¬ 
rier would have available to it the special 
permission rule which could serve to alle¬ 
viate hardships caused by having to 
amend its temporary tariff. 

Lastly, hi order U> correct an abased 
practice, hand written alterations of pre¬ 
vious filed tariff page will no longer be 
accepted by the Commission’s staff. We 
have found that time spent In decipher¬ 
ing penned-In writings has resulted in a 
waste of time and manpower and caused 
an unnecessary administrative burden. 
Accordingly, and consistent with the 
foregoing, we see no need to revise i 536.- 
6(c)(3), and It has been Incorporated 
into our final rules. 

Section 536.6(c)(4) requires that a 
carrier or conference making a tempo¬ 
rary filing shall furnish such filing to all 
subscribers at the same time as filed 
with the Commission. In addition to the 
a rgument that the shipper has a respon¬ 
sibility to consult the Commission files to 
determine what the rates are. we are also 
presented with the contention that this 
rule Is nothing more than an unnecessary 
burden on the carrier since there Is no 
statutory requirement that tariff sub¬ 
scribers be furnished even the regular 
tariff cliangcs on the same date that they 
are filed with the Commission and that 
the statute only requires that tariffs be 
made available to the shipping public 
at a reasonable price. Wc are not swayed 
by these arguments. 

Section 18(b) of the Act specifically 
require* that subscribers receive a com¬ 
plete tariff, which to as dearly includes 
any temporary filings thereto. There has 
been no round reason demonstrated that 
justifies depriving a subscriber of 
Amendments to tariffs as part of his sub¬ 
scription price. If a carrier makes a mis¬ 
take. the shipper should not suffer as a 
result thereof. Lastly. 1636 6*c><4>. as 
a aopted by us, requires only that the 
carriers send out. simultaneously, copies 
n * temporary filings both to its subscrlb- 
*° **** Commission, not that sub¬ 
scribers be In possession of tariff correc¬ 
tions on the same date that the Commis¬ 
sion receives its copy. 

£ arties commented on i 536.6 
whlch ccQuircs in pertinent part, 

, a permanent filing containing the 
bate any type of temporary filing w hich 


preceded it must be received by the Com¬ 
mission within 15 days after receipt of 
tlie temporary filing If sent from within 
the continental United States. We con¬ 
cur with Hearing Counsel that the iden¬ 
tifier Ucn of the temporary filing is not a 
useless inclusion, but quite the contrary, 
will ultimately benefit the carrier since 
such a procedure would more than likely 
prevent a rejection of a tariff because 
the temporary filing cannot be located. 
We also find merit with the observation 
of two of the commentators that con¬ 
sidering the irregularity of the U.S. mall 
service, the 15 day provision should be 
expanded to 20 days so as to avoid dif¬ 
ficulties. Accordingly, wc have adopted 
such time change In i 536.6(c) (5) of our 
final rules. 

Section 536.6(d)(1) states that the 
Commission will reject tariffs which "fall 
In any respect to conform with sections 
18(b) and 14(b) .** The one and only party 
commenting on this rule argued that the 
Commission has no authority to reject 
for failure to comply with section 14(b)* 
To make such a rejection, continues this 
party, is to deny to conferences using the 
contract rate system their right to a 
hearing as a condition for the Issuance 
of any order under section 14(b)* 

We believe it firmly established that 
this Commission can reject a tariff filing 
without an evidentiary hearing when 
such filing is deficient on its face, or is 
obviously or per sc unlawful under a sub¬ 
stantive provision of the Shipping Act 
Federal Maritime Commission v. Aus¬ 
tralia/ US. Atlantic and Gulf Conference 
et at. 337 P Supp. 1032 (S.D.N.Y. 1972) 
Municipal Light Board of Reading and 
Wakefield , Mass. v. F.P.C.. 450 F.2d 1341 
(1971). cert denied 405 U.S. 989 (1972). 
This conclusion is not only consistent 
with the authority accorded the Com¬ 
mission in section 18<b) of the Act but, 
were it otherwise, the Commission would 
be forced to undertake the time and ex¬ 
pense of a possible protracted proceeding 
to substantiate an obvious finding of a 
violation. As the Commission itself rec¬ 
ognized In Rejection of Tariff Filings of 
Sea-Land Service * Inc. 13 KMC 200 
(1970), however, such rejection would 
not apply where the violation asserted 
in support of the rejection raises a legiti¬ 
mate question of fact 
Section 536.7(a) provides that, inter 
alia . general rate increases may be ac¬ 
complished by filing of a tariff supple¬ 
ment which must be incorporated into 
the tariff within 90 days. It further pro¬ 
vides that "no more than one such sup¬ 
plement may be in effect at any time." 
One party submits that it seemed some¬ 
what extreme to require that a supple¬ 
ment must be Incorporated within the 
tariff before a further supplement, pos¬ 
sibly dealing with an entirely different 
situation, can be introduced. Therefore, 
we are urged to modify this rule to allow 
for a second supplement within the 90- 
day period, which would be consolidated 
with original supplement We agree with 
Hearing Counsel that this rule Imposes 
no hardships for the carrier/conference 
since implicit In this rule Is the right 
of the carrier/conference to petition the 


Co mmi ssion for special permission to im¬ 
plement on 30 days* notice a second gen¬ 
eral rate Increase which would be con¬ 
solidated with the original supplement. 
Consequently, proposed 1536.7 remains 
unrevised. 

Section 536.8(a) sets forth procedure* 
for obtaining special permission from the 
Commission. Five parties have submitted 
comments thereto. At the outset, we 
would point out that wc agree with one 
of the parties that clerical errors should 
be added to typographical errors as con¬ 
stituting "good cause for special per¬ 
mission." especially since the General 
Order 13 presently incorporates both 
types of errors. Accordingly, 5 536.8(a) 
has been amended to so provide. On the 
other hand, we find little merit In 
the corresponding argument that the 
requirement that the carrier show evi¬ 
dence of the error and a "full statement 
of the attending circumstances" is redun¬ 
dant. The Commission. In making the 
necessary determination* should have 
evidence of the error <Le„ a copy of the 
erroneous tariff with documented proof 
of what the proper rate is) accompanied 
by facts explaining the circumstances 
involved. A statement of facts only Is 
Insufficient. 

The suggestion was also advanced that 
the Commission should entertain appli¬ 
cations for special permission under sec¬ 
tion 14(b) of the Act similar to that 
which can be done under section 18(b) of 
the Act. We cannot accede to such a sug¬ 
gestion. Unless authority exists in the 
Act for the Commission to waive require¬ 
ments of section 14(b), the Commission 
Is powerless to do otherwise. Whereas 
section 18<b) (2) of the Act provides that 
the Commission "in Its discretion and 
for good cause" may allow rate ch an ges 
to become effective In less than the statu¬ 
tory period, section 14(b) has no 
language. 

Another party argues that the last sen¬ 
tence of this rule, which. In effect* states 
that section 14(b) "does not permit tho 
Commission to allow relief." Implies that 
the 90-day rule Is inflexible, and thus 
urges us to amend this sentence to 
explain that this 90-day rule applies only 
when the increase In contract rates Is 
"under the control of the carrier or con¬ 
ference of carriers." Such suggested revi¬ 
sion is neither justified nor necessary 
since the 90-day requirement is subject to 
the "force majeure" and "extraordinary 
circumstances** clauses in dual rate 
contracts. 

Section 536.15. generally, concerns 
Itself with special rules governing the 
filing of lntermodal tariffs. Four parties 
strongly argue that the Commission hat 
no statutory authority to establish such 
rules and suggest, therefore, that the 
provisions relating to lntermodal op¬ 
erator* be held In abeyance until such 
time as legislation dealing with the con¬ 
cept of through lntermodal transporta¬ 
tion is enacted. This suggestion and the 
argument upon which it Is based are 
without merit and must be rejected. 

Section 18(b)(1) of the Act requires 
that carriers/conferences In foreign com¬ 
mence file with the Commission rates and 
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charges "lor transportation to and from 
the United States ports and foreign ports 
between all points on its route and on 
nny through route which has been estab¬ 
lished" (emphasis added). Thus, the 
requirement clearly applies not only to 
jjort-to-port traffic, as suggested by one 
or the parties, but to through routes as 
well. Therefore, since the authority to 
require the filing of intermodal tariffs by 
carriers subject to the Act already exists, 
we see no reason to delay what, we 
believe, has been clearly required by law. 

Section 536.15(0 ( 3) as proposed, in 
part, requires the publication of a rule 
setting forth the liability of the partici¬ 
pating carriers on a through movement 
and also establishes the liability of 
through carriers for loss/damage of 
property. Upon review of the comments 
and reconsideration of the objectives and 
purposes of this section, we arc deleting 
from the Anal rule all but the require¬ 
ment that a rule setting forth the various 
liabilities and responsibilities bo included 
in the body of the tarifT. 

Section 536.15(d)(1) as proposed 
requires the VOCC to break out the port- 
to-port or water portion of the through 
route by showing it either next to the 
through rate or directly under either the 
commodity description or the through 
rate or. under certain circumstances, as 
a percentage of the through rate. Two 
parties Insist that because NVOCC regu¬ 
lations do not require "ocean division/* 
but only "ocean-rate factor," to be shown 
In the tariff, there is no way to have a 
divisional apportionment of a through 
rate between a NVOCC and a VOCC. 
From these comments, it is apparent that 
there is widespread misconception of our 
regulation of the NVOCC. We have 
always considered the NVOCC as any 
other common carrier by water. All sec¬ 
tions of the Shipping Act, 1916 are appli¬ 
cable to the NVOCC as is the entirety of 
this General Order. The port-to-port rate 
which this section requires is the port-to- 
port rate of the common carrier by water. 
It matters not whether that common 
carrier operates vessels. 

Two other parties express concern 
with section 536 15(d)(1). One argues 
that this section fails to recognize that 
the inland component of a through rate 
for a particular commodity is capable of 
widespread variation in view of the nu¬ 
merous points of origin and destination: 
therefore, it may not be possible to show 
In a tariff the through rate itself for 
each commodity. The other party believes 
that the requirements of this rule is 
not consistent with the present prac¬ 
tice of Intermodal "mini-bridge" oper¬ 
ators and should be modified to reflect 
more flexibility. It was pointed out that 
while joint rates are expressed In terms 
of a jatc per weight ton or measure¬ 
ment ton. the contracts with participat¬ 
ing railroads provide for the railroads 
to be paid a specific amount per con¬ 
tainer. Thus, it is contended that there 
is no way prior to actual loading of the 
c mtainer to determine what the rail di¬ 
vision would be on a weight or measure¬ 
ment basis and that there would also be 
no way to express the port-to-port rate 
on any commodity as part of an inter¬ 
modal tariff. 


RULES ANO REGULATIONS 

While we realize that under certain 
circumstances difficulties may exist in 
breaking out the port-to-port rate, the 
fact remains that the law clearly re¬ 
quires that this be done. Thus wc do not 
believe that the aforementioned objec¬ 
tions warrant any revisions in 5 536.15 
<d) (1). In response to another comment 
and in accordance with a proposal ad¬ 
vanced by Hearing Counsel, wc are 
amending this section to distinguish be¬ 
tween filing requirements pertaining to 
single factor through rates and combi¬ 
nation through rates. Likewise, to make 
It dear when a ICC or CAB tariff must 
be incorporated Into a through inter¬ 
modal tariff filed with us. the word 
"must" has been substituted for "may** 
in the first sentence of 1 536.15(d)(2). 
This revision is consistent with the pur¬ 
pose of this rule which is to guarantee 
that shippers will be fully informed of 
their total cliarges. Further, the break 
out of the port-to-port segment of the 
transportation will enable the Commis¬ 
sion to regulate the carriers and rates 
subject to Its jurisdiction. 

Section 536.15(c) requires that a mem¬ 
orandum of every arrangement for 
through Intermodal transportation be¬ 
tween a carrier/conference subject to the 
Act and persons not so subject must be 
filed with the Commission concurrently 
with the filing of the through inter¬ 
modal rate tariff*. While one party states 
that it is outside the Commission's au¬ 
thority to require the filing of the latter 
type "arrangements/* another argues 
that the filing of such agreements con¬ 
currently with the filing of intermodal 
tariffs is unnecessary since such an 
agreement has to be filed independently 
with the Commission pursuant to section 
15 of the Act. Therefore, it was suggest¬ 
ed that the phrase "concurrently with the 
filing of the through Intermodal rate 
tariffs" be deleted. We find Uttic merit 
in these arguments. 

Section 536.15(e) is intended to advise 
the Commission of those persons not 
subject to the Act who could become so 
subject by entering into Joint rate ar¬ 
rangements. Intermodal tariffs do not, 
and should not be required to contain 
the minute detail of the carriers* oper¬ 
ations at the interface of land and water 
carriers which affect the revenues of the 
ocean carrier subject to our regulation. 
The requirement that the memorandum 
of arrangements be filed will permit the 
Commission's staff to verify the consist¬ 
ency of the tariff offering with the ac¬ 
tual arrangement. Also by this section 
the Commission will have the benefit of 
knowing whether or not any agreements 
between persons not subject to the Act 
and those that are, have to be submitted 
for section 15 approval. Wc would point 
out however, that only those carriers 
actually parteipating by agreement In 
offering the same through rate in the 
same tariff are required to file under this 
rule. On the basis of the foregoing, there¬ 
fore, this section which we might add. 
is consistent with the one presently em¬ 
bodied in Amendment 4 of General Order 
13, has been incorporated into our final 
rules. 

Therefore, pursuant to the authority 
of section 4 of the Administrative Pro¬ 


cedure Act <5 U.S.C. 553) and sections 
14b. 18(b). and 43 of the Shipping Act, 
1916 <46 UB.C. 813a. 817(b) and 841a), 
Part 538 of 46 CFR Is hereby revised to 
read as follows:

AuntoUTY: The provisions of this Part 
536 issued under sections 14b, 18(b), 43 of 
the Shipping Act, 1016, 46 U.3.C. 813s, 
817(b), 841a. The reporting requirements 
contained In Part 536 have been approved 
by the U.8. General Accounting Office under 
number B 180233 (R0226). 

§ 536.0 Purpose. 

(a) Section 18(b) of the Shipping Act. 
1916, requires every common carrier by water 
In foreign commerce and every conference 
of such carriers to file with the Federal 
Maritime Commission, and keep open to 
p\ibllc inspection, tariffs showing all the 
rates and charges of such carrier or confer¬ 
ence for transportation to and from U& 
ports and foreign ports between points on 
Its own route and on any through route 
which is established It U further required 
that such tariffs shall plainly show the places 
between which freight will be carried and 
shall contain the classification of freight in 
force, and shall also state separately such 
terminal or other charge, privilege, or facihty 
under the control of the carrier or confer¬ 
ence which la granted or allowed, and any 
rules or regulations which in anywis® 
change, affect, or determine any part of the 
aggregate of such aforesaid rates, or charges 
and shall include specimens of any bill of 
lading, contract of affreightment, °* 
document evidencing the transportation 
agreement. Copies of such tariffs shall oe 
made available to any person, and a reason¬ 
able charge may be made therefor. 

(b) The provisions of section 18(b) that 
rates and charges be filed ~on any througn 
route which IswUbllshed" end th«t rule* 
*nd regulations which In anywise ebang*. 
affect, or determine any part of the 
gate of such rates . . for transportation 
to and from U-8. ports and foreign ports « 
require that the carriers subject to the 
Shipping Act. 1916, file with the Commission 
any through rate and route In which they 
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participate for transportation between porta 
or points In the United States and ports or 
points in a foreign country. 

<c) The purpose of this part Is to pro¬ 
tide rules the governing the form and 
manner of filing tariffs by common car¬ 
riers by water and conferences of such 
carriers In the foreign commerce of the 
United States. 

§ 536.1 Definition*. 

The following definitions of terms 
used in this tariff circular shall apply 
unless the context indicates otherwise. 

(a) Pert on. The term “person” includes 
Individuals, firms, partnerships, corpo¬ 
rations. companies, associations. Joint 
stock associations, trustees, receivers, as¬ 
signees, or personal representatives. 

(b) Carrier . The term “carrier” means 
a common carrier or nonvesscl operating 
common carrier (NVOOC). as defined In 
section 51021(d) of the Commission's 
rules, engaged In the transportation of 
property. 

(c) Water carrier. The term “water 
carrier” means a common carrier by 
water in the foreign commerce of the 
United States as referred to In section 1 
of the Shipping Act. 1016. 

(d> Conference. For the purpose of this 
tariff circular only, the term “confer¬ 
ence” means any association of common 
carriers by water. In the foreign com¬ 
merce of the United States, which Is 
permitted, pursuant to an agreement ap¬ 
proved by the Commission under sec¬ 
tion 15 of the Shipping Act. 1916. to dis¬ 
cuss and establish rates and practices for 
the common carriers who are members 
of the approved agreement. 

<e) Local rates. The terra “local rates’* 
means rates or charges for transporta¬ 
tion over the route of a single carrier Cor 
any one carrier participating in a con¬ 
ference tariff) between two points, the 
^plication of which is not contingent 
upon a prior or subsequent movement or 
any other separate consideration. 

<f> Proportional rates. The term “pro¬ 
portional rates” means those rates or 
charges assessed by a carrier for trans¬ 
portation services: the application of 
which arc conditioned on a prior or 
subsequent movement. 

fg> Through rate. The term “through 
rate” means a rate representing the 
charge to the shipper by a carrier or car¬ 
riers for providing transportation over 
a through route. 

<h) Class rates. The term “class rates” 
means rates applicable to all articles 
which have been grouped or “classified” 
together In a classification tariff or a 
classification section of a rate tariff. 

U) Commodity rates. The term “com¬ 
modity rates” means rates applying on 
a commodity or on commodities specifi¬ 
cally named or described in the tariff in 
which the rate or rates are published. 

0) Through route . The term “through 
route 1 ' means an arrangement for tho 
continuous carriage of goods between 
points of origin and destination, either 
or both of which may lie beyond the 
port. 

fk> Transshipment. For the purposes 
of this part, the term “transshipment” 
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means the physical transfer of cargo 
from the vessel of one common carrier 
by water to a vessel of another common 
carrier by water. The transfer of cargo 
between vessels operated by the same 
common carrier by water shall not be 
deemed to be “transshipment” for the 
purpose of this regulation. Neither shall 
the transfer of barges or lighters from 
or to oceangoing vessels be considered 
“transshipment” for the purpose of this 
regulation when the water carrier subject 
to regulation under this part offers the 
complete water service to the public 
from the point of loading to the point 
of unloading of the barge or lighter 
conveyances. 

ill Interchange. (1) “Cargo inter¬ 
change” shall mean the transfer of cargo 
from one carrier to another, either prior 
to or subsequent to the carriage by water 
In foreign commerce, and shall also mean 
the change from one mode of transport 
to another in the course of international 
through lntermodal transportation. 

(2) The term “equipment inter¬ 
change” shall mean the transfer of car¬ 
rier equipment such os container, trail¬ 
ers, pallets, barges, lighters, and other 
transportation equipment from one car¬ 
rier to another prior to. during or subse¬ 
quent to through transportation. 

fm> Substitute service . The term “sub¬ 
stitute service” shall mean the use of the 
facilities of another carrier or another 
mode of transportation than that which 
the carrier normally and regularly offers 
to the public. Further, “substitute serv¬ 
ice” shall mean those Instances where 
transportation of cargoes is occasionally 
performed by utilizing the transport fa¬ 
cilities of another carrier due to unex¬ 
pected operating exigencies. For the pur¬ 
pose of this regulation, substitute service 
does not mean the offering or perform¬ 
ing of a regular service by means of over¬ 
land or air transportation over part of 
the route: or by using a waterborne feed¬ 
er service not under the control of the 
publishing water carrier. 

<n) Absorption. The term “absorp¬ 
tion”, when used in connection with the 
transportation of cargo, shall be deemed 
to mean, for the purpose of this regula¬ 
tion, the assumption of any or all of the 
cost of performing a transportation or 
other service from revenues received In 
the course of performing a different serv¬ 
ice. 

<o> Equalization. For the purpose of 
this regulation, the term “equalization’' 
shall mean that allowance or payment 
made by a carrier to a shipper which, 
when deducted from the cost of transpor¬ 
tation to or from the port served by the 
carrier, and/or consignee, will equalize 
the costs actually Incurred with the costs 
which would have been Incurred had the 
cargo been routed to the nearest port. 

<p> Port. When used In this part the 
term “port" means a place having facili¬ 
ties to originate or terminate water trans¬ 
portation and at which the actual trans¬ 
portation by water commences or termi¬ 
nates as to any particular movement of 
cargo. 

(q> Feeder service bp tea ter. The term 
“feeder service by water” shall mean the 
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transportation of cargo by water by an 
ocean carrier between ports directly 
served by its vessels and ports not so 
served. 

Cr) lntermodal transportation. The 
term “lntermodal transportation” means 
tho carriage of cargo from origin to des¬ 
tination utilizing, during the movement, 
two or more different modes of transpor¬ 
tation. at least one of which Is a*ater car¬ 
riage. subject to the Shipping Act. 1916. 

Cs) Open rate . The term “open rate” 
applies when a conference relinquishes 
or suspends ratemaking authority. In 
whole or part, over a specified commodity 
or commodities, thereby permitting each 
individual carrier member of the confer¬ 
ence to fix Its own rates on such com¬ 
modity or commodities. 

(t) Dual rates . The term “dual rates” 
means that system of rating, established 
pursuant to section 14b. Shipping Act, 
1916. tn which a carrier or conference 
is permitted to offer a lower rate to a 
shipper who has contracted to give all or 
a fixed portion of his patronage to such 
carrier or conference, and at the same 
time offer a higher rate to shippers who 
arc not signatory to such contracts. 

(u) Tariff. The term “tariff" means a 
publication containing the actual rates, 
charges, classifications, rules, regula¬ 
tions. and practices of a carrier or con¬ 
ference of carriers for transportation by 
water: or for through lntermodal trans¬ 
portation, a segment of which is per¬ 
formed by a carrier by water. For the 
purposes of this tariff circular, the term 
“practices” refers to those usages, cus¬ 
toms, or modes of operation which in 
anywise affect, determine or change a 
transportation rate, charge or service 
provided by the carrier and. in the case of 
conferences, must be restricted to those 
practices authorized by the basic confer¬ 
ence agreement. 

(v) Tariff filing. The term “tariff fil¬ 
ing” means any tariff, or modification 
thereto, which is received by the Com¬ 
mission as filed pursuant to these rules. 

(w) Commission. The term “Commis¬ 
sion” means the Federal Maritime Com¬ 
mission. 

<x) Open for public inspection. The 
term “open for public inspection” means 
that each carrier shall maintain a com¬ 
plete and current set of the tariffs used 
by it or to which It is a party in each of 
its offices and those of its agents In any 
city where It transacts business involving 
such tariffs. 

(y) Act. The term “Act** means the 
Shipping Act. 1916. 

(z) Joint rates. The terra “Joint rates” 
means rates or charges established by 
two or more carriers for transportation 
over the combined routes of such car¬ 
riers between a port and a port, a 
point and a point, or a combination 
thereof. 

( 336.2 Filing of tariffs; general. 

la) Where used In this part, the words 
“filing”, •'filed”, or “file” when used with 
respect to time of filing with the Com¬ 
mission shall mean actual receipt by the 
Federal Maritime Commission at Us of¬ 
fices in Washington. D.C., United States 
of America. 
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<b> All tariffs shall be published and 
filed by an officer or employee of the 
carrier, or it a conference tariff, by an 
officer or employee of the conference. In 
the alternative, publication and filing 
may be accomplished through an agent 
authorized to act for such carrier or 
conference as provided In section 536.12. 

<c) No carrier or conference shall 
publish and file any tariff or modifica¬ 
tion thereto which duplicates or con¬ 
flicts with any other tariff on file with 
the Commission to which such carrier is 
a party whether filed by such carrier or 
by an authorized agent. Neither shall 
any carrier publish and Ale any tariff 
or modification thereto which conflicts 
with any other tariff on flic with the 
Commission and which names such car¬ 
rier as a participant thereto. 

(d) All tariffs published in a foreign 
language shall be accompanied, when 
submitted for filing with the Commission, 
by three true copies translated into the 
English language. 

<e> All tariffs filed with the Commis¬ 
sion. except temporary filings as per¬ 
mitted hereinafter in 5 536.6<c) (1) shall 
be accompanied by a letter of transmittal 
which shall clearly identify the tariff and 
pages involved. If the sender desires a 
receipt, a duplicate of such letter must 
be furnished together with an envelope 
approximately V/* by 9% Inches com¬ 
pletely blank except for the name and 
address of the sender. The duplicate will 
be stamped with the date of receipt by 
the Commission and returned to the 
sender. If a duplicate and an envelope 
are not submitted, a receipt will not be 
furnished. 

<f) All tariffs, except as hereafter pro¬ 
vided. shall be filed in triplicate. Tempo¬ 
rary filings made by mail, as permitted in 
$ 536.6(c) (11 shall be filed in triplicate. 
Temporary filings made by telegraph or 
cable, as hereafter provided in 4 536.6 
(c)(1) are not subject to the triplicate 
filing requirements of this section. 

(g) Tariffs sent for filing shall be ad¬ 
dressed to:

(h) Each carrier shall keep open for 
public inspection all tariffs published by 
it or to which it Is n party in the foreign 
commerce of the United States. 

(i) Carrier participants in a confer¬ 
ence tariff are not relieved from the ne¬ 
cessity of complying with the Commis¬ 
sion^ regulations and the requirements 
of section 18(b) of the Act with regard 
to keeping tariffs open for public Inspec¬ 
tion. 

(J) The obligation of a common car¬ 
rier by water to file tariffs pursuant to 
section 18(b) of the Act and this part 
must be carried out as follows: (1) when 
the carrier is not a party to an approved 
agreement by filing its own tariff or tar¬ 
iffs. and (2) when the carrier is a party 
to an approved agreement by participa¬ 
tion in a single tariff filed by the confer¬ 
ence; except as provided In 4 536.12. No 
common carrier may be shown os a par¬ 
ticipant in a tariff filed by another car¬ 
rier or conference where such participa¬ 


tion has not been approved by the Com¬ 
mission pursuant to section 15 of the Act; 
filed with the Commission pursuant to 
Part 524 of this chapter; or filed with the 
Commission pursuant to 4 536.15(d) of 
this part. 

(k) When a carrier is admitted to 
membership in a conference, cancella¬ 
tion of the carrier’s individual tariff (if 
any) In the trade served by the confer¬ 
ence (see 4 530.7 of this chapter), and 
revision of the participating carrier page 
of the conference (naming the newly ad¬ 
mitted carrier) shall be published and 
filed with the Commission and may be¬ 
come effective upon the date of such 
filing. Provided that, if the carrier has 
an individual tariff in the trade served 
by the conference and cancellation of 
that tariff and revision of the participat¬ 
ing carrier page of the conference tariff 
(naming the newly admitted carrier) 
would result in an increase in that car¬ 
rier's rates, the carrier shall 30 days prior 
to being admitted as a new conference 
member publish notice of cancellation 
of Its tariff effective 30 days from date of 
publication making reference to the con¬ 
ference tariff and where it may be exam¬ 
ined, unless special permission to be¬ 
come effective on less than said 30 days 
has been granted by the Commission 
pursuant to 5 536.8. 

(l) Any tariff submitted for filing, 
which falls to conform with section 14b 
or 18(b) of the Act or with the provisions 
of this part, is subject to rejection by the 
Commission and. upon rejection will be 
void and its use unlawful. Rejection will 
be accomplished as set forth In f 536.6(d) 
( 1 ). 

(m) Copies of all tariffs, subsequent 
revisions and changes thereto on file 
with the Commission and in effect, rhall 
be made available by carriers and con¬ 
ferences, to any person, and a reason¬ 
able charge may be made therefor. 

<n) Any new or initial tariffs shall bo 
published and filed with the Commission 
to become effective not earlier than 30 
days after such publication and filed 
with the Commission, unless special per¬ 
mission to become effective on less than 
said 30 days has been granted by the 
Commission pursuant to 4 536.8. 

(o> Rules limited in application to 
tariffs containing rates and charges, 
rules and regulations for through Inter- 
modal transportation are set forth in 
f 536.15. The requirements of 4 536.15 
are additional requirements for U3e in 
such circumstances and not as a substi¬ 
tution for any other requirements of this 
part. 

§ 536.3 Form nuc! preparation of tariff*. 

<a) All tariffs which arc filed and kept 
open to public Inspection shall be clear 
and legible and shall be plainly printed, 
mimeographed. multilithed. or prepared 
by other similar permanent process on 
durable paper of good quality. 

(b> No alteration in writing or erasure 
shall be made In any tariff publication. 

(c> Sufficient marginal apace of not 
less than three-fourths of an Inch shall 
be allowed at the left side of each tariff 


page to permit insertion in tariff binders. 
In addition, a margin of not less than 
one-half of an Inch shall be allowed at 
the bottom of each tariff page for in¬ 
sertion by the Commission of its receipt 
stamp. 

(d) Tariffs shall be in looseleaf form 
and shall be on pages approximately SV 2 
by 11 inches. IX other than a looseleaf 
tariff U to be filed, application for per¬ 
mission to make such filing shall be made 
to the Commission. If permission to file 
other than a looseleaf tariff is granted 
by the Commission, such permission will 
set forth the form and manner of filing 
the tariff and any amendments or sup¬ 
plements thereto. 

(e) Tariff pages shall be printed on 
one side only, and each page after the 
title page shall be numbered in the upper 
right-hand comer. Each page must show 
the name of the carrier or conference for 
whose account the tariff is issued, the 
effective date, the rage number, the FMC 
number of the tariff, etc., as prescribed 
in Exhibit No. 1. 

(f) To the extent applicable, all tariffs 
filed pursuant to this part shall be ar¬ 
ranged In the following order:

The first tariff filed by a carrier or con¬ 
ference pursuant to this or any prio r 
regulation shall be assigned FMC-i. 
Each tariff thereafter Issued by the ear¬ 
ner or conference pursuant to this or 
any prior regulation shaU be assigned tne 
next, consecutive. FMC number. Undo 
the FMC tariff number shall be shown 
the FMC tariff number or numbers oi 
any tariff or tariffs cancelled by the i> s u- 
ancc of such tariff. For example:

(b) All pages after the title page shall 
be numbered beginning with “Original 
Page r\ “Original Page 2“, etc. Each 
page as thereafter revised shall be a con¬ 
secutively numbered revision of the same 
page. For examples 

The 7th page In a tariff as originally Hied 
would be titled 'Original Page 7.” The first 
revision of this page 7 would be titled ~Flr»t 
Revised Page T*. cancels original page 7. See 
I 536.8(b) (3). 

The body of the tariff shall contain the 
following: 

(1) A table of contents containing a 
full and complete statement of the ex¬ 
act locations where information in the 
tariff will be found. Such statement shall 
show all subjects in alphabetical order 
and shall show the page number and 
number of the item, rule or unit where 
such subject will be found. 

<2> The full corporate name of each 
participating carrier, appropriately iden¬ 
tified as a Non-Vessel Operating Com¬ 
mon Carrier (NVOCC) or Vessel Operat¬ 
ing Common Carrier (VOCC). with 
address of the principal office. Where a 
Joint service participates, the agreement 
number shall also be shown. 

(3) The trade name. If any. and the 
carrier or carriers, if not shown on the 
title page. 

(4) A list of the ports or range of 
ports to and from which the tariff rates 
apply, if not shown on the title page, in 
conformity with § 536.4(a)(4). 

(5) A statement indicating the extent 
of any limitation or restriction, if the 
application of any of the rates, charges, 
rules, or regulations stated in the tariff 
are restricted to any particular port, 
pier. etc., or otherwise limited 

(6) A single, complete index alphabeti¬ 
cally arranged for commodities for which 
rates In the tariff are named, together 
with a reference to each item or page 
where a particular article is shown. If 
a rate-item embraces two (2) or more 
commodities, each commodity shall be 
shown in the index. Class rate tariffs and 
tariffs containing both class and com¬ 
modity rates shall contain. In addition 
to Item or page reference where applica¬ 
ble. the ratings of commodities to which 
class rates apply (see Exhibit No. 6>. 
Such index may be omitted where rates 
on less than 100 commodities are in¬ 
cluded in the tariff. All articles generic 
to different species of the same com¬ 
modity should be grouped together. For 
example: 

Paper, building; paper, printing; paper, 
wrapping. 


(8) If governed tn any manner by 
other publications, as may be permitted 
herein, a reference thereto substantially 
in the following form :

<9> All rates applicable to the trans¬ 
portation of the Articles or classes of 
articles named In the tariff. Rates shall 
be set forth as required by f 536.5. 

(10) Rules and regulations which In 
anywise affect the application of the 
tariff. Specific rules shall be published to 
govern each of the following subjects and 
shall be the rule numbers designated:

(7) A full explanation of any symbols, 
reference marks or abbreviations used in 
the tariff.

The symbols 
shown in 5 536.6(b) (2) shall be used only 
for the purpose indicated therein. 


Additional rules which affect the appli¬ 
cation of the Uriff shall foUow the rules 
specified above and shall be numbered 
consecutively. 

(1) Application of Rates. Tariffs shall 
clearly state all of the services provided 
to the shipper and included in the trans¬ 
portation rates set forth therein. 

<U> Bates Applicability Rule Every 
tariff shall contain a rule which sets 
forth in clear and definite terms the time 
at which a rate becomes applicable on 
any particular shipment. 

<1U) Bill of Lading. The rule shafi in¬ 
clude specimens of any bill of lading 
contract of affreightment or other docu¬ 
ment evidencing the transportation 
agreement, unless a separate bUl of lad¬ 
ing tariff U on file with the Commission 
as permitted in * 536 10(a). 8nch docu¬ 
ments shall not contain provisions which 
are inconsistent with or which conflict 
with the rules and regulations published 
in the applicable tariffs. 
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<iv) Payment of Freight Charges. 
Every tariff shall set forth requirements 
for the payment of freight charges. Cur¬ 
rency restrictions. If any. must be speci¬ 
fied and the basis for determining the 
rates of currency exchange must be set 
forth. If credit is extended to shippers, 
the rule must include the credit terms 
available and the conditions upon which 
credit is extended. When credit applica¬ 
tions or agreements are required, speci¬ 
mens of such applications or agreements 
shall be published as part of this rule. 

(v) Freight Forwarder Compensation. 
Every tariff in the United States export 
trade shall contain a rule specifying the 
rate or rates of compensation to be paid 
to licensed ocean freight forwarders in 
accordance with 5 510.24 of this chapter. 

<vt> Surcharges and/or Arbitrarics. 
Every tariff shall provide that whenever 
more than one surcharge and/or arbi¬ 
trary, which arc stated In percentages, 
are imposed upon the same shipment, the 
tariff rules shall dearly state how per¬ 
centages shall be applied in computing 
the additional charges. 

(vli) Transshipment Service When 
transshipment services are offered un¬ 
der either nonexclusive transshipment 
agreements filed with the Commission in 
compliance with Part 524 of this chap¬ 
ter. or pursuant to agreements approved 
by the Commission under section 15 of 
the Act. the following information shall 
be shown in the tariff containing the 
applicable through rates: (a) The rout¬ 
ings (origin, transshipment and destina¬ 
tion ports), additional charges. If any 
<i.c. port arbitrary and/or additional 
transshipment charges), and the orig¬ 
inating, delivering and/or intermediate 
participating carriers, and <b> a tariff 
provision reading substantially as fol¬ 
lows: 

Tho rules, regulations and rate* apply to 
all transshipment arrangements between the 
participating carrier*. Participating carrier* 
have agreed to observe the rules, regulation*, 
rats* and routing* established herein aa evi¬ 
denced by the agreement on llte with the 
Commission. 

The foregoing requirements shall be set 
forth in the Ur iff In a Routing Section 
substantially as shown in Exhibit No. 8. 

(viil) Minimum Quantity Rates. Every 
tariff that names two or more rates, de¬ 
pendent upon different quantities of the 
same description shall contain the fol¬ 
lowing rule: 

When two or more freight rate* are named 
for carriage of goods of the same description 
over the same route and under similar con¬ 
dition* and the application l* dependent 
upon the quantity of the good* shipped, the 
total freight chargee assesaed against the 
shipment shall not exceed the total charge* 
computed for a larger quantity. Provided, 
however that the rate noted alongside a 
qualification specifying a required minimum 
quantity, either weight or measurement per 
container or In containers will be appli¬ 
cable to the content* of the container (a i pro¬ 
vided the minimum set forth U met or ex¬ 
ceeded. At the shipper's option, a quantity 
less than the minimum level may be 
freighted at the lower rate provided the 
weight or measurement declared foe rating 
purposes la Increased to the minimum level. 
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Ox) Ad Valorem Rates. When on Ad 
Valorem rate is provided in a tariff, a 
rule shall be published to specify the ex¬ 
act method of computing the charge, l.e. 
shipper's declaration, invoice value, de¬ 
livered value, etc., and the additional 
liability. If any, assumed by the carrier 
in consideration therefor. 

<x) Green Salted Hides. In accordance 
with Part 534 of this chapter, every tar¬ 
iff that names rates on green salted 
hides shall contain a Yule which requires 
that: (a) The shipping weight for pur¬ 
poses of assessing transportation charges 
shall be either a scale weight or a scale 
weight minus a deduction whose amount 
and method of computation are specified 
in said rule, and (b) the shippers furnish 
to the carrier a weighing certificate or 
dock receipt from an Inland carrier for 
each shipment of green salted hides at 
or before the time the shipment is tend¬ 
ered to the ocean carrier. 

The weighing certificate, if furnished, 
shall either be certified or attested by the 
signature of the shipper’s supplier of the 
hides. For purchase lots which arc split 
by the shipper after purchase into two 
or more shipments, a weighing certificate 
covering the entire purchase lot may be 
provided, and the shipping weight shall 
be determined from a computation of 
the average weight of the hides In said 
purchase lot 

(xi) Explosives and Other Dangerous 
Articles. Tariffs which contain rates for 
the transport of explosives, inflamma¬ 
bles. corrosive material, or other danger¬ 
ous articles, shall contain the rules and 
regulations of the carrier or conference 
governing the transportation of such ar¬ 
ticles. or shall bear reference to a sepa¬ 
rate publication which contains such 
rules and regulations. 

(xil) Application of Contract Rate 
System. Where a carrier or conference 
uses a contract rate system the tariff 
shall fully and clearly explain the appli¬ 
cation of the contract rate system, and 
shall include a true copy of the approved 
contract. 

(xlli) Open Rates. Where a conference 
opens rates as permitted In 9 536.5 (n) 
and <o) the tariff shall fully and clearly 
explain the extent to which rates have 
been opened. Any restriction or limita¬ 
tion on the right of participating carriers 
to fix their own rates on open rate items, 
and the extent to which applicable rules 
and regulations of the conference tariff 
will continue to govern the rates filed by 
each individual line, shall be stated. 

<xiv) Shippers Requests and Com¬ 
plaints. All conference tariffs shall 
contain a rule that sets forth full instruc¬ 
tions as to where and by what method 
shippers may file their requests and com¬ 
plaints, together with a sample of the 
rate request form if one is used or. in lieu 
thereof, a statement as to what support¬ 
ing information is considered necessary 
for processing the request or complaint 
through conference channels. All 
changes made in such instructions shall 
be published in said tariffs. (See 9 527.6 
of this chapter). 


(xv) Where a rule affects only partic¬ 
ular items or rates, such Items or rates 
must specifically refer to such rule. 

(xvi> Reference to Other Rate Tariff*. 
No rate tariff shall require reference to 
any other rate tariff for determination of 
any applicable rate; provided, however, 
that: 

(a) Reference may be made to another 
tariff for terminal and accessorial 
charges, and 

(b) Rules or regulations providing for 
return of refused, damaged or rejected 
shipments or exhibits at trade fairs, 
shows, or expositions, to port of origin 
and which provide for assessment of the 
freight rates (or a portion thereof) which 
were assessed on the original movement, 
when such rates are lower, may be pub¬ 
lished. 8uch rules or regulations, if pub¬ 
lished, shall provide that: 

if) The return of shipments be accom¬ 
plished within a specified period, such 
period not to exceed one year; 

(2) The original movement was made 
over the lines of the carrier performing 
the return carriage: except in the case 
of a conference tariff, the rules may pro¬ 
vide either that the return be made over 
the lines of the originating carrier or 
that return will be made by any mem¬ 
ber line when the originating carrier 
Is also a member of the conference: 

(3) A copy of the bill of lading, attest¬ 
ing to the original movement and the 
rate assessed/be surrendered to the car¬ 
rier making the return. 

<C) Reference may be made to another 
tariff (not containing rates) for com¬ 
modity lists or generic descriptions as 
provided in Part 536.5(f) and (g), 
id) Reference may be made to another 
tariff (not containing rates) covering • 1» 
explosives, inflammable or corrosive mn- 
terial* or other dangerous articles: (2) 
bills of lading or contracts of affreight 
metit; <3) classifications; and (4) rout¬ 
ing guides or other similar tariffs as pro¬ 
vided in 1 536.10(a) and (b). 

§ 536.5 SlAicnuTit of rule*. 

(a) The application of all rates shall 
be clear and definite and explicitly stated 
per 100 pounds, per cubic foot, per ton of 
2.000 pounds, per ton of 2.240 pounds 
or some clearly defined unit. 

(b) Commodities and generic com¬ 
modity groupings on which rates are 
stated shall be listed in alphabetical order 
and item numbers shown if published in 
the index. All rates shall be stated in a 
simple and systematic manner. 

<c) Where rates are stated In amount 

per package, the method of packing and 
specifications showing size, measurement 
or weight of the packages on which such 
rates apply shall be shown. 

(d) Where rates vary depending upon 
whether cargo is packed, crated, pallet¬ 
ized. bundled, strapped, loose, or other¬ 
wise prepared or delivered for shipment, 
there shall be a statement clearly and 
specifically governing the application oi 
such rates. (Sec Exhibit No. 2) . 

(e) Where rates from or to designate i. 
ports arc determined by the addition or 
deduction of arbitraries or differentials 
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to or from rates applicable at other ports, 
such application shall be clearly shown. 

it) A commodity Item may, by use of 
a generic term, provide rates on a num¬ 
ber of articles without naming such 
articles, provided such term contains ref¬ 
erence to an Item in the tariff which 
clearly defines the type of commodities 
contained in such generic term or which 
contains a complete list of such articles, 
cr contains reference to the FMC number 
of a separate tariff of the same carrier 
or conference containing such definition 
or list of such articles. 

Example: Packinghouse product*, as de¬ 
scribed In Item «... or packinghouse prod¬ 
uct* a* described undor heading ••packing- 

home products’* in FMC No..or *uc- 

ce&slvc Issues thereof. 

<g) A separate tariff, not containing 
rates, may be filed by a carrier or con¬ 
ference showing a list of the commodities 
on which rates published by reference to 
generic terms will apply, and rate tariffs 
Ahall be made subject thereto as provided 
in paragraph (f) of this section. 

<h> When commodity rates are estab¬ 
lished, the description of the commodity 
must be specific. Rates may not be ap¬ 
plied to analogous articles. 

(1) The rate section of a tariff may 
Include a rate applicable to all commodi¬ 
ties, or all commodities of a class, on 
which specific commodity rates are not 
stated in the tariff, to be called cargo. 
n.o.8. (not otherwise specified), general 
cargo, or other Identifying name, or by 
broad generic heading such as chemicals, 
nog. 

(J> A separate tariff naming rates on 
a group of related commodities may be 
published, provided however, that such 
tariff shall contain all of the rates ap¬ 
plicable to such commodities, which are 
published bv the same carrier or confer¬ 
ence. to or from the same ports or points. 
When such tariffs are published, refer¬ 
ence shall be made thereto in the tariff 
of general application for the same car¬ 
rier or conference, to or from the same - 
ports or points. 

(k> Publication of rates which dupli¬ 
cate or conflict with the rates published 
In the same or any other tariff is not 
l^ermlsstble, and, except as otherwise au¬ 
thorised in this part, the publication of 
a statement in a tariff to the effect that 
the rates published therein take prece¬ 
dence over the rates published In some 
other tariff, or that the rates published 
in some other tariff take precedence over 
or alternate with rates published therein, 
w prohibited; provided however, that 
Jhere a carrier or conference publishes 
both commodity and class rates a state¬ 
ment shall be published in the tariff 
clearly indicating which of the two rates 
shall apply on the commodity or com¬ 
modities on which both class rates and 
commodity rates'are published; or where 
alternate rates or charges arc permitted 
pursuant to 1 536.4<bM10> <xvi>. 

Where a conference or carrier uses 
a dual rate system approved by the Com¬ 
mission and states in its tariff two rates 
Pursuant to such system, each commod- 
hy Item in the tariff subject to dual rates 


shall Indicate such “Contract Rales’* 
and “Noncontract Rates M as prescribed 
in Exhibit Nos. 3 through 7. 

(m> Where a conference opens any 
or all rates, each tariff item so opened 
shall be amended to indicate the word 
“open** In place of the previously stated 
rates, and shall indicate a reference to ft 
published rule in the tariff clearly de¬ 
fining the word “open** as used in each 
tariff and Indicates where the rates of 
the individual members on such items 
will be found. 

(n) Where a conference opens rates 
pursuant to paragraph <m> in this sec¬ 
tion, for an individual conference mem¬ 
ber to then charge rates on such an Item, 
there must be on file with the Commis¬ 
sion the individual member’s proper 
tariff rate covering such item as required 
by these rules. This may be accomplished 
by each individual carrier filing a com¬ 
plete tariff pursuant to this part, or by 
the official or tariff agent of the confer¬ 
ence. or the carrier, filing as a separate 
supplement at the end of the conference 
tariff a j>age or pages indicating the 
rates which will be charged by each in¬ 
dividual carrier, and the governing rules 
and provisions of the conference tariff 
which will apply to each carrier. Sepa¬ 
rate open rate tariffs may be published 
by an official or tariff agent or a 
conference. 

When the rates to be charged by the 
individual conference members are pub¬ 
lished in a separate tariff, such tariffs 
must refer, on the title page, to the con¬ 
ference tariff in which the open rated 
condition is reflected. 

(o) Temporary or special or emer¬ 
gency rates or rates conditioned upon an 
expiration date or other factor shall be 
shown under the same commodity or 
generic heading or class in the same 
place in the tariff as the ordinarily ap¬ 
plicable rates. See Exhibit No. 5. If only 
a portion of particular rates or other 
provisions will expire with a specified 
date, a notation to that effect shall 
clearly be shown In connection with such 
item, as indicated in Exhibit No. 2. 

<p> All rate pages shall be filed in the 
form and manner as prescribed in Ex¬ 
hibit Nos. 1 through 7. Where space per¬ 
mits. contract and noncontract rates, 
properly identified, mav be shown in 
column form (side-by-side) rather than 
the manner shown in Exhibit No. 3. 

(q) The number of rate co'umns may 
be varied as required to state rates to 
one or more ports, groupings or ranges of 
ports. The width of all columns in the 
rate block section of tariff rate pages 
may be varied as required. 

§ 336.6 Amendment * to tariff*. 

(a) General tariff amendments. (1) 
All changes In. additions to. gr deletions 
from a tariff shall be known as amend¬ 
ments. AU amendments to tariffs shall 
be in permanent form as set forth 
hereafter. 

(2) Amendments which provide for 
new or Initial rates, or amendments 
which provide for changes in rates, 
charges, rules, or other provisions result¬ 
ing in an increase in cost to the shipper 
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shaH be published and filed with the 
Commission to become effective not 
earlier than 30 days after the date of 
publication and filing with the Commis¬ 
sion unless special permission to become 
effective on less than said 30 days* notice 
has been granted by the Commission 
pursuant to section 536.8. Amendments 
to tariffs containing contract rates which 
result in an increase in coat to the ship¬ 
per shall be published and filed with the 
Commission to become effective not 
earlier than 00 days after the lower rate 
has been in effect snd not earlier than 
90 days after giving notice to contract 
shippers by filing the amendment with 
the Commission, except as otherwise 
provided In the approved merchant's 
contract. 

(3) Amendments which provide for 
changes in rates, charges, rules, regula¬ 
tions, or other provisions resulting in a 
decrease in cort to the shipper, or amend¬ 
ments which result in no change In cost 
to the shipper may become effective upon 
the publication and filing with the Com¬ 
mission. 

(4) An amendment containing a rate 
on a specific commodity not previously 
named in a tariff which is a reduction or 
r.o change in cost to the fhipper may 
become effective upon publication and 
filing with the Commission, provided that 
the tariff contains a cargo, n.o.s. rate 
or similar general cargo rates, which rate 
would otherwise be applicable to the 
specific commodity, and further provided 
that the specific commodity rate is equal 
to or lower than the previously appli¬ 
cable cargo, n.o.s. rate or genera] cargo 
rate. 

(5) An amendment which provides for 
the elimination of a specific commodity 
and rate applicable thereto from a tariff, 
thereby resulting in the application of a 
higher cargo, n.o.s. rate, or general cargo 
rate, is a rate increase and shall be pub¬ 
lished and filed with the Commission to 
become effective not earlier than 30 days 
after the date of publication and filing 
with the Commission in the absence of 
special permission for an earlier effec¬ 
tive date pursuant to 5 536.8. 

(b) Permanent tariff amendments. ( 1 ) 
Amendments to looaeleaf tariffs shall be 
made by reprinting the page upon which 
such amendments are made. Such page 
shall be designated in the upper right- 
hand comer as a revised page. For ex¬ 
ample: 

First retired page 1 
or 

Fifth revised page 21 

See Exhibits Nos. 1 through 7. 

(2) The revised page filed to accom¬ 
plish a tariff amendment shall reprint 
the page to be replaced in its entirety, 
changing only the matter on the page 
which is modified Changes made in ex¬ 
isting rates, charges, classifications, 
rules, or other provisions shall be indi¬ 
cated by the following uniform symbols: 
<R> To denote reduction. 

(A> To denote increase. 

<C> To denote changes in wording 
which result in neither Increase not re¬ 
duction in charges. 
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03) To denote deletion. 

(E) To denote an exception to a gen¬ 
eral change. 

(N) To denote reissued matter. 

(I) New or Initial matter. 

An explanation of such symbols shall be 
set forth in the tariff as required by 
5 536.4(b)(7). 

(3) Each revised page filed to accom¬ 
plish a tariff amendment shall cancel 
the previously issued page of that num¬ 
ber upon which the change is made. Im¬ 
mediately under the designation of the 
new revised page number shall be indi¬ 
cated the previous page which is being 
canceled. For example: 

Firat revised page 1 cancel.! original page 1 
or 

Fifth revised page 31 cancels fourth re¬ 
vised page 21 

All matter on the page to be canceled 
which is not being changed shall be re¬ 
issued on the revised page as it was in 
the page being canceled. Sec Exhibits 
Nos. 1 through 7. 

(4) Each revised page to accomplish a 
tariff modification shall. In the upper 
right-hand corner of the page, state the 
effective date of the changes made on 
that page. Such effective date shall be 
subject to the requirements of section 
18(b) of the Act and of this section. Re¬ 
vised pages may, if desired, also show 
an Issue date. 

<5) When a revised page canceling a 
previous page deletes any matter con¬ 
tained in the previous page, the deletion 
shall be indicated by the symbol (D) and 
the appropriate symbol in paragraph (b> 
(2) of this section further Indicating the 
effect of the deletion on rates or charges. 

(6) Every tariff amendment which ac¬ 
complishes a change in the tariff upon 
less than statutory notice pursuant to 
special permission granted by the Com¬ 
mission. shall show in connection with 
such change a notation as provided for 
in 5 536.8. 

(7) Increased rates brought forward 
without change, prior to becoming ef¬ 
fective. from a tariff page which has not 
been In effect 30 days shall be designated 
“reissued”, and shall show the original 
effective date. 

(8) If. on account of expansion of mat¬ 
ter on any page, it becomes necessary to 
add on additional page in order to take 
care of the additional matter, such addi¬ 
tional page (except when it follows the 
final page) shall be given the same num¬ 
ber as the previous page with a letter 
suffix unless all subsequent pages are re¬ 
issued and renumbered. For example: 

Original Pag® 4-A. Original Pago 4-B. etc. 

If it Ls necessary to change matter on 
Original Page 4-A, it may be done by 
issuing First Revised Page 4-A. which 
shall indicate the cancellation of Orig¬ 
inal Page 4-A. 

<9> When a revised page is issued 
which deletes rates, rules, or other pro¬ 
visions previously published on the page 
which it cancels, and such rates, rules, 
or provisions are published on a differ¬ 
ent page, the revised page shall make 


specific reference to the page on which 
the rates, rules or provisions will be 
found, and the page to which reference 
is made shall contain the following nota¬ 
tion in connection with such rates, rules 
or other provisions, etc. 

For (here insert rates, rules, other pro¬ 
visions. etc., as case may be) In effect 
prior to the effective date hereof see 
page- 

Subsequently revised pages of the same 
number shall omit this notation insofar 
as this particular matter is concerned. 

(10) The following method shall be 
used in identifying and checking revised 
pages filed for the purpose of amending 
tariffs: 

(1) When the original tariff is filed, 
the page following the title page shall be 
designated a “check sheet”. 

<ii) The check sheet shall contain cor¬ 
rection numbers w r hich shall be in con¬ 
secutive numerical order beginning with 
the number one <1). with a blank space 
provided with each correction number. 
A correction number shall be placed in 
the upper right-hand comer of each re¬ 
vised page. This procedure will provide 
a cross reference and a permanent rec¬ 
ord of all corrections made to the tariff. 

<c> Temporary tariff amendments. In 
order to facilitate the filing of rate 
changes as quickly as possible, without 
the delay necessitated by preparation 
and filing of permanent revised pages as 
required above, temporary filings will be 
permitted subject to the following con¬ 
ditions: ... 

(1) Temporary filings may be mode 
by telegram or cable, or by mailing to 
the Commission letters, rate advices, 
rate circulars, rate advances, etc. Such 
temporary filings shall be clear and leg¬ 
ible and must contain the following 
information: 

(1) The identification of the carrier 
or conference. 

(il) Identification of the tariff being 
amended. 

(ill) An exact description of the com¬ 
modity on which a rate is being changed. 

(iv) The previously issued page upon 
which the item being changed is con¬ 
tained. 

(v) The new rate to be filed. 

(vi) The effective date of the rate 
change. 

evil) A statement that this is a rate 
increase, decrease, or a new or initial 
filing. 

(2) If the temporary filing is pursuant 
to special permission authority which 
has been granted, reference must be 
mode to the special permission number. 

(3) Temporary amendments received 
by the Commission for filing cannot be 
withdrawn or rescinded in any manner. 

<4) Any carrier or conference making 
a temporary filing shall at the same time 
furnish all subscribers to the tariff all 
the information furnished to the Com¬ 
mission as required in subparagraph (1) 
of this paragraph. 

(5) All temporary filings permitted by 
this section must be followed by the per¬ 
manent filing of a revised page to accom¬ 


plish tariff changes as required by this 
section and such permanent filing shall 
contain a statement to the effect that 
the filing was submitted by (here Insert 
type of temporary filing such as, letter, 
telegram, rate advice, etc. and date sub¬ 
mitted for filing) . Such permanent modi¬ 
fications to take the place of the tem¬ 
porary filing must be received by the 
Commission within 20 days after receipt 
of the temporary filing for carriers or 
conferences making such filing from 
within the continental United States, 
and within 30 days after receipt of such 
temporary filing when the carrier or con¬ 
ference is located outside the continental 
United States. 

(6) A permanent filin'? need not be 
made where a temporary filing is re¬ 
jected by the Commission. However, all 
tariff subscribers must be notified that 
the temporary filing has been rejected 

(7) In the event a carrier or confer¬ 
ence which has filed a rate change by 
temporary filing as permitted by this sec¬ 
tion should fail to properly file the per¬ 
manent tariff modification to take Uie 
place of such temporary filing in tho 
form and within the time limit above 
provided, a warning letter or collect tele¬ 
gram shall be sent by the Commission to 
such carrier or conference. Immediate 
steps shall be taken by the carrier o; 
conference to properly file the followup 
permanent filing. If a carrier or confer¬ 
ence fails to correct such delinquent per¬ 
manent filing alter one warning, or if u 
carrier or conference after correction of 
one such delinquent filing, should fail a 
second time to file a permanent tarifT 
modification to take the place of a tem¬ 
porary filing within the time limits pro¬ 
vided, the Commission shall notify such 
carrier or conference timt it no longer 
has the privilege of making rate changes 
by temporary filing as permitted in this 
section and thereafter, until further no¬ 
tice from the Commission, such carrier 
or conference may make tariff amend¬ 
ments only by filing of permanent tariiT 
modifications as set forth in this section 

(d> Rejection of tariff amendments or 
other tariff publications. (1) Any amend¬ 
ment or other tariff publication sub¬ 
mitted for filing which fails in any re¬ 
spect to conform with sections 18 (b) and 
14b when applicable, of the Act or with 
the provisions of this part. Is subject to 
rejection. When an amendment or other 
tariff publication is rejected, the Com¬ 
mission, acting through a designated ad¬ 
ministrative officer, will inform the car¬ 
rier, conferences, or agent tendering such 
amendment or other tariff publication 
for filing, by telegram, cablegram, or let¬ 
ter. of such rejection. 

(i) Upon receipt of notice of a rejec¬ 
tion. the carrier, conference, or agent 
shall immediately remove such rejected 
tariff amendment or Other publication 
from the effective tariff, and shall im¬ 
mediately notify all subscribers to such 
tariff that the rejected amendment or 
other tariff publication is void. 

<U) The number assigned to an amend ¬ 
ment or other tariff publication which 
has been rejected may not again be used 
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The rejected amendment or other tariff 
publication may not be referred to In 
any subsequent amendment or other 
tariff publication in any manner wlrnt- 
soever. except that a notation shall ap¬ 
pear on the new amendment or other 
tariff publication issued to replace that 
which has been rejected, reading sub¬ 
stantially In accordance with the fol¬ 
lowing example: 

Issued in lieu of Sth Revised Page No. 8 
4 Correction No. SO) rejected by the Federal 
Maritime Commission. 

Such notation shall be shown at tho bot¬ 
tom of the new amendment. 

(2) Any amendment or other tariff 
publication submitted for filing contain¬ 
ing more than one change, one or more 
but not all of which falls to conform with 
sections 18(b) or 14b when applicable, of 
the Act or with the provisions of this 
part is subject to partial rejection. When 
an amendment or other tariff publica¬ 
tion is partially rejected, the Commis¬ 
sion. acting through a designated admin¬ 
istrative officer, will inform the carrier, 
conference, or agent tendering such 
amendment or other tariff publication 
for filing, by telegram, cablegram, or let¬ 
ter. of such partial rejection. 

(i) Upon receipt of notice of a partial 
rejection, the carrier, conference, or 
agent shall immediately notify all sub¬ 
scribers to the tariff of the partial rejec¬ 
tion. The carrier, conference or agent 
shall then resubmit a revised amend¬ 
ment or other tariff publication to the 
Commission deleting the partially re¬ 
jected matter or otherwise conforming 
such matter to sections 18(b) and 14b of 
the Act or with the provisions of this 
part. 

(il) The number assigned to an 
amendment or other tariff publication 
which has been rejected In part may not 
be used again. Resubmission of the re¬ 
vised amendment or other tariff publi¬ 
cation shall be accomplished as pre¬ 
scribed In paragraph (d)(1) of this 
section. 

§ 336.7 Supplement 

(a) Supplements to tariffs may be filed 
to accomplish the following: 

(1) To cancel a tariff in whole or In 

part. 

(2) To provide for a general rate de¬ 
crease applicable to all. or substantially 
all, of the commodities listed in a tariff. 

(3) To provide for a general rate in¬ 
crease applicable to all. or substantially 
all. of the commodities listed in a tariff. 

' 4) To Indicate seasonable discontin¬ 
uance or temporary suspension or rein- 
sUtution of service covered by a tariff. 

(5) To provide for change in name of 
carrier or agent 

When supplements are filed as pro¬ 
vided for In paragraphs (a) (2) and 

(3) of this section and the rate Increase 
oi decrease Is not applicable to all com¬ 
modities, a notation shall appear on the 
In ono of the following 


(Here lint tho excepted oommodltlee or com¬

Such general rate decrease or Increase sup¬ 
plements shall bear an expiration date that 
coincides with the date the changes wUl be 
reflected in the rates and charges In the tar¬ 
iff. Such date shall not be more than 00 days 
after the date of receipt of the supplements 
by tho Commission. No more than one such 
supplement may be In effect at any time. 

(b) Additional supplements to other

(c> Application for special permission 
shall be made by cable, telegram or let¬ 
ter. In an emergency situation, special 
permission applications may be made by 
telephone provided that such applica¬ 
tion Is promptly followed by cable, tele¬ 
gram or letter. 

(d) If the authority granted by special 
permission is used, it must be used in Us 
entirety and in the manner set forth in 
such special permission. If It Is not de¬ 
sired to use all of the authority granted 
and less or more extensive or different

(a) Every tariff filed pursuant to tills 
part shall state separately any terminal 
or other charges, privileges, or facilities 
under the control of the carrier or con¬ 
ference which is granted or allowed. 

(b) Wherever a tariff includes charges 
for terminal services, canal tolls or ad¬ 
ditional charges not under the control of 
the carrier or conference, which merely 
acts as a collection agent for the charges, 
and the agency making such charges to 
the carrier increases the charges without 
notice to the carrier or conference, such 
charges may be increased In the carrier 
or conference tariff without being sub¬ 
ject to the 30-day advanced filing re¬ 
quirement of this part whether included 
in the through rate or separately stated 
on the bill of lading.

portation of U.8. Department of Defense 
cargo transported under rates, terms and 
conditions negotiated and approved by 
the MSC. 

(b) The provisions of this special per¬ 
mission shall apply to copies of quota¬ 
tions or tenders made by American-flag 
common carriers by water in the foreign 
commerce of the United States to the 
MSC 

<c) Copies of all quotations or tenders 
by common carriers to which tills spe¬ 
cial permission applies shall be submit¬ 
ted to this Commission on or after the 
effective date of this special permission 
and shall comply with paragraphs (c) 

(1) through (6), inclusive, of this section. 

(1) Copies to be submitted to the Fed¬ 
eral Maritime Commission after approval 
by MSC. Exact copies of the quotation or 


tender shall be filed with this Commis¬ 
sion as soon as possible after the quota¬ 
tion or tender Is approved by MSC 
on not less than one day's filing notice 
prior to the elective date thereof. 

(2) Filing In triplicate required. All 
quotations or tenders shall be filed in tri¬ 
plicate, one copy of which shall be signed 
and maintained at the Washington office 
of this Commission for public inspection. 
The tender shall represent only rates and 
conditions which have been accepted by 
the MSC. 

(3) Filina procedure . Three copies of 
the quotations or tenders shall be filed 
together with a letter of transmittal 
which clearly indicates that they arc 
being filed in accordance with the re¬ 
quirements of section 18(b), Shipping 
Act. 1916. and this section. 

(4) Numbering. The copies of quota¬ 
tions or tenders which are filed with the 
Commission by each carrier or agent 
shall be numbered consecutively in a 
series maintained by such carrier or 
agent beginning with the number "1”. 

(5) Quotation or tender superseding 
prior one . A quotation or tender which 
supersedes a prior quotation or tender 
shall cancel the prior document by 
number. 

(6) Amendments or supplements to 
quotations or tenders . When amend¬ 
ments or supplements are filed to quota¬ 
tions or tenders, they shall have been 
first approved by MSC and shall contain 
appropriate reference to the original 
tender which is being supplemented. 

§536.14 Exemption*. 

<a) Carriage by vessels operated by the 
State of Alaska between Prince Rupert. 
Canada, and ports In southeastern 
Alaska Is exempt from the provisions of 
section 18(b). Shipping Act. 1916, to the 
extent that it meets all the following 
conditions: (1) The carriage of property 
is limited to vehicles; (2) the tolls for 
the veliicles so transported are levied 
solely on the basis of space utilized 
rather than weight or contents of the 
vehicle, and such tolls are the same re¬ 
gardless of whether the vehicle is loaded 
or empty; (3) the operator of the vessel 
does not move the vehicles on or off the 
ship: and <4> the carrier does not par¬ 
ticipate in any Joint rates establishing 
through routes or In any other type of 
agreements with any other carrier. 

<b) Carriage by vessels operated by the 
State of Alaska between Seattle, Wash¬ 
ington, and Prince Rupert. Canada, is 
exempt from the provisions of section 
18(b>, Shipping Act. 1916, with respect 
to the transportation of passengers, 
commercial buses carrying passengers, 
personal vehicles and personal effects; 
provided that such vehicles and personal 
effects are the accompanying personal 
property of the passengers, and arc not 
being transported for the purpose of sale. 

§536.15 Special Rulw governing the 
filing of tariff* containing rate* and 
charge* and/or rale* and regulation# 
for through intrrmoda! transporta¬ 
tion. 


(a) Tariffs filed pursuant to the re¬ 
quirements of section 18(b) of the Act 

and this part which publish rates or 
charges or rules or regulations for the 
intermodal through transportation of 
cargo are subject to these special rules 
and. In addition, to those other rules in 
this part which govern tariff filing 
generally. 

<b> The Title Page of such tariffs shall 
contain: 

(1) A list of the places from and to 
which the rates apply or reference to an 
Interior page where such list may be 
found. The places shall be described by 
the names of cities, states, countries or 
political subdivisions thereof, or other 
definite geographical designations. 

(2) A statement indicating that the 
tariff contains rates or provisions for 
through intermodal services.

(1) The Identity of each carrier join¬ 
ing in an arrangement for through 
transportation when such transportation 
results in a Joint service; together with 
a designation of the mode of transport 
furnished by each carrier. 

(2) A list of the places from and to 
which the rates apply. If not shown on 
the title page, together with the ports 
through which the cargo can move. 

(3) A rule setting forth the liability 
and responsibility of each carrier partici¬ 
pating in the offering of through Inter¬ 
modal services together with a specimen 
of the bill of lading or other contract of 
affreightment covering the through 
movement. 

<d> Statement of rates. <1) Except as 
otherwise provided in this part, tariffs 
naming single factor through Intermodal 
rates shall show the through rate to¬ 
gether with the division, rate or charge 
that is to be collected by water carrier 
subject to the Shipping Act. 1916, for 
its port-to-port portion of the through 
service, which division, rate or charge 
shall be treated as a proportional rate 
subject to the provisions of the Shipping 
Act, 1916. The port-to-port portion may 
be shown in (l) a column adjacent to a 
column containing the through rate or 
(11) directly under the commodity de¬ 
scription or (ill) directly under the 
through rate; provided however, that If 
by an arrangement for through trans¬ 
portation, the through rate is appor¬ 
tioned among the participating carriers 
by a constant percentage, the percent¬ 
age division may be published in the form 
of a rule. 

(2) When the through rate is to be 
constructed by combining the ocean rates 
with Inland rates published in tariffs filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion or with the Civil Aeronautics Board 
the ICC tariff or the CAB tariff must be 
Incorporated into the through intermodal 
rate tariff and filed with the Federal 
Maritime Commission. The tariff format 
. requirements are hereby waived as to 
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that portion of the through intermodal 
tariff which is also an ICC or CAB tariff, 
only. 

(e) Piling of arrangements for 
through Intermodal transportation. A 
memorandum of every arrangement to 
which a carrier or conference of carriers 
subject to the Jurisdiction of the Ship¬ 
ping Act. 1916. is or becomes & party, 
with carriers and persons not subject to 
that Act, for transportation between a 
port or point in the United States and a 
point or port in a foreign country, es¬ 
tablishing any Joint rate or through 
route which is offered In connection with 
any other carrier, shall be Hied with 
the Commission concurrently with the 
filing of the through Intermodal rate 
tariffs.*

failure occurs. The central hydraulic 
system used by Citroen employs a single 
pump to supply power to both front 
brakes and rear brakes. The petitions 
suggested and tile NHTSA tentatively 
agreed that this type of central hydraulic 
system, which offers a limited number of 
stops upon a single failure, provides 
warning and reserve braking capabilities 
equivalent in safety to a split system. 
The petitioners asserted that the danger 
of operating indefinitely on one-half of a 
•pUt system is as great as that of operat¬ 
ing a central hydraulic system beyond 
Its reserve capability. 

The responses to the proposal (includ¬ 
ing approximately 30 endorsements from 
owners of Citroen vehicles which em¬ 
ploy the centra) hydraulic system) gen¬ 
erally supported the amendment to pro¬ 
vide additional design flexibility In meet¬ 
ing Standard No. 105-75. Citroen, which 
intends to Import passenger cars with 
central hydraulic systems, supported the 
proposal with one exception. The com¬ 
pany pointed out that the special warn¬ 
ing system specified in the proposal to 
accompany the central hydraulic sys¬ 
tem was technically unfeasible and con¬ 
flicted with the existing requirements for 
warning systems in vehicles equipped 
with brake power unite <85.3.1 1 . Tho 
same problem was raised by Clayton 
Dewandre Company Limited, a manu¬ 
facturer of brake systems for trucks, 
and Volkswagen of America. Essentially, 
central hydraulic systems are designed 


to operate within a pressure range, with 
intermittent pump operation to restore 
the system accumulators to the higher 
pressure of the ranges as energy is used 
in braking or other hydraulic systems. A 
pressure sensor would be unable to dis¬ 
tinguish the type of pressure drop ex¬ 
perienced in this normal operation from 
that resulting from a rupture or leakage - 
type failure. Only after the pressure 
dropped below the pump M cut-in" pres¬ 
sure could the sensor experience an ab¬ 
normal pressure level signifying system 
failure. 

The proposal, in contrast, would have 
required a warning as soon as any leak¬ 
age or rupture occurs, before the ab¬ 
normal pressure drop would be sensed. 
To revise the requirement in practical 
terms, the NHTSA amends the standard 
to eliminate the conflict between the 
proposed requirement and the existing 
requirement of 85.3.1(a) <4> for a warn¬ 
ing when the supply pressure in a brake 
power unit drops to some level not leas 
than one-half of the normal system 
pressure. 

The amendment Is placed In the same 
section of the standard as other re¬ 
quirements for warning systems <85.3> 
to Improve the coherence of the entire 
■ standard and to clarify that the pres¬ 
sure warning required on central hy¬ 
draulic systems Is not redundant or in 
conflict with the warnings called for in 
S5,3.1<a>. 

For the same reason, the proposed re¬ 
quirement for additional stopping capa¬ 
bility In central hydraulic systems Is 
placed In the same section as the re¬ 
quirement for partial failure system per¬ 
formance of split service brake systems 
(85.1.2). Also, the partial failure test 
procedures for central hydraulic systems 
have been consolidated into the test pro¬ 
cedures for split service brake systems in 
S7.9.1. 

Citroen. Volkswagen, and Clayton 
Dewandre stressed that the delay of 
warning signal necessitates a more fun¬ 
damental modification of the proposed 
requirement for additional stopping ca¬ 
pabilities. The proposal would have speci¬ 
fied that the warning signal be activated 
as soon os the failure occurred, followed 
by a back-up capability of 10 stops from 
60 mnh. Now that the signal has been 
specified as occurring somewhat after 
the failure (when abnormal pressure loss 
can be sensed>. the 10-stop capability 
must be required subsequent to activa¬ 
tion of the signal so that braking capa¬ 
bility is available to the driver for a 
reasonable time after he has been warned 
that a malfunction has occurred. Citroen, 
the only manufacturer that expects to 
manufacture vehicles subject to these 
requirements at this time, states that 
Its system Is entirely capable of provid¬ 
ing 10-stops from 60 mph after the warn¬ 
ing system activates. For this reason, the 
NHTSA considers It appropriate to 
amend the warning system requirement 
•o that the 10-stop capability is available 
following activation of the signal. 

The NHTSA also proposed a clarifica¬ 
tion of the test procedures for brake 
power unit failure (87.10.2(b)). No com- 
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ments addressed this matter, and the 
proposed change, expanded slightly. Is 
made final by this notice. Citroen sug¬ 
gested that a brake fluid level Indicator 
be specified as an additional safety sys¬ 
tem on central hvdraulic systems, noting 
that such an Indicator will become a re- 
oufrement for vehicles with mister cyl¬ 
inder reservoirs (as of September 1. 
1976 >. Wagner Electric Corporation rec¬ 
ommended that a "svstem energy moni¬ 
toring device” be specified so that volume 
as well as pressure would be monitored, 
arguing that a pressure indicator alone 
will not Indicate a failure of the charging 
device In an accumulator. Clayton Dc- 
wandre suggested that if a split service 
brake system Is no longer required, then 
the brake system should be better pro¬ 
tected against failures of non-brake sys¬ 
tems (suspension, po.wer steering) that 
are connected to the brake system. 

The NHTSA considers each of these 
suggestions to have possible merit and 
contemplates a new proposal to treat 
these Issues and provide for full oppor¬ 
tunity for comment by Interested per¬ 
sons. At this time, however, it Is con¬ 
sidered necessary to Implement the 
amendments that will permit production 
of vehicles without split service brake 
systems tmder Standard No. 105-75. 

' Both Wavner Electric and General 
Motors questioned the part of the pre¬ 
amble to the proposal that stated. “The 
[ Citroen 1 response indicates that the 
Citroen system is not responsible for a 
greater percentage of accident* than a 
conventional system/’ Both companies 
felt that the submitted information did 
not form a statistically adequ ate basis 
for that conclusion. The NHTSA agrees. 
The statement in question was only in¬ 
tended to report Citroen’s evaluation of 
the material It submitted in support of 
its petition, and n ot to present a conclu¬ 
sion of the NHT8A.

Fuel System Integrity; Response to Petition 
for Reconsideration 

This notice responds to a petition for 
reconsideration of the notice publish? <1 
August 6, 1975 <40 FR 33036), which 
amended Standard No. 301, Fuel System 
Integrity (49 CFR 571.301), to specify 
new loading conditions and establish a 
30-minute fuel spillage measurement 
period following a barrier crash test. 

American Motors Corporation (AMC» 
has petitioned for reconsideration of the 
amendment to 85.5 of Standard No. 301 
insofar as it establishes an effective date 
of September 1. 197ft. for the 30-minute 
fuel spillage requirement. AMC request* 
that the effective date for the 30-minuie 
fuel spillage measurement time be de¬ 
layed for 180 days from the date of pub¬ 
lication of the rule. 

The NHTSA has determined that 
AMC’s petition has merit. AMC argues 
that the Imposition of an effective date 
25 days after the publication of the rule 
is burdensome because the 30-mlnute

Miscellaneous Amendments 

On August 1. 1975. a notice was pub¬ 
lished requesting comments, recommen¬ 
dations and proposed amendments by 
September 30 with respect to Part 82. 
referred to as Regulation X. under the 
Real Estate Settlement Procedures Act 
of 1974. 12 U.S.C. 2001 (RESPA) which 
was adopted May 22. 1975 <40 FR 
22448). 

As of September 30. 1975, 344 com¬ 
ment letters were received, of which 243 
were received from lenders, 39 were re¬ 
ceived from attorneys. 31 were received 
from realtors, 7 were received irom title 
companies, 6 w*cre received from build¬ 
ers, 4 were received from consumers, and 
14 were received from other members 
of the public. 

Of the 344 comment letters received, 
however, only 118 recommended specific 
changes to Regulation X. The remaining 
228 letters made no reference to possible 


changes to the regulations; 186 of them 
supported repeal of part or all of RESPA. 
Many of the 118 letters discussing reg¬ 
ulation changes also supported repeal of 
part or all of RESPA. 

Based upon the comments received to 
date, as well as other inquiries and com¬ 
ments received from the public, the De¬ 
partment has determined to make the 
following 8 amendments set forth below. 
These amendments are made after con¬ 
sultation with the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion, Comptroller of the Currency, De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, the Federal Reserve 
Board. Department of Justice. Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, and the 
National Credit Union Administration: 

1. Eliminate coverage of assumptions, 
except where a construction loan is con¬ 
verted to a permanent loan. 

2. Limit “loan application’* to written 
applications. 

3. Limit “loan commitment” to written 
commitments. 

4. Provision that certain lines In 
Blocks J. K. and L of Advance Disclosure/ 
Settlement form not needed may be 
deleted from the form. 

5. Expand scope of waiver provision to 
allow reduction of the period between 
advance disclosure and settlement to one 
calendar day. Waiver Is allowed In all 
coses, and without regard to the period 
between loan application and settlement, 

6. Provision that Truth In Lending 
portion of advance disclosure need only 
be provided to borrower not seller. 

7. Provision that Truth in Lending por¬ 
tion of Advance Disclosure/Settlement 
form is not required to be completed as 
port of the settlement statement. 

8. Provision that settlement statement 
shall be mailed as soon as practicable 
after settlement, rather than 3 days 
after settlement. 

These amendments respond to the 
principal comments and recommenda¬ 
tions made regarding Regulation X. 
They have been carefully drafted to en¬ 
sure that compliance with the previous 
regulations will automatically comply 
with the amended regulations, thereby 
avoiding the necessity for a new nation¬ 
wide round of training. 

The Department desires to avoid caus¬ 
ing such a round of training or substan¬ 
tial revision to lenders’ procedures. In 
view of intensive consideration by Con¬ 
gress of possible amendment, suspension 
or repeal of Sections 4 and 6 of RESPA. 

For this reason, the Department has 
deferred further consideration of com¬ 
ments recommending technical changes 
to the instructions for completion of the 
Advance Disclosure/Settlement form, 
changes to the rules regarding timing of 
advance disclosure, changes regarding 
the contents of the informational book¬ 
let, changes regarding the definition of 
mortgages covered by Regulation X. 
changes regarding the giving of advance 
disclosure where two federally-related 
mortgage loans are made to finance a 
transaction, changes regarding the defi¬ 
nition of date of settlement, clarification 
of rules regarding construction loans, 
clarification regarding a variety of situ¬ 


ations involving Installment sale con¬ 
tracts. and revLilons of the definition oi 
sales for resale in the ordinary course oi 
business, exempt farm mortgages and 
other exempt transactions. 

The amendments made are intended to 
facilitate oral communications with lend¬ 
ers, provide broader use of waivers of the 
12-day minimum period between ad¬ 
vance disclosure and settlement, elimi¬ 
nate problems which have been en¬ 
countered In connection with assumptio:; 
approvals, and eliminate unnecessary 
use of the Truth in Lending portion of 
the Advance Disclosure/Scttlement form 

A number of comments noted that 
HUD field offices do not provide informa¬ 
tion regarding RESPA and Regulation 
X. That is correct. HUD field offices arr 
not authorized to do so. Questions and 
comments regarding the Advance Dis¬ 
closure /Settlement form should be sub¬ 
mitted to Office of Policy and Program 
Analysis and Development.

The Federal Aviation Administration 
proposed in NoUce 75-31 (Airworthiness 
Review Notice No. 8: Aircraft, Engine, 
and Propeller Airworthiness, and Proce¬ 
dural Proposals), published in the Fed¬ 
eral Rcci stir on July 11. 1975 (40 FR 
29410), to amend Parts 1. 21. 23. 25. 27. 
29. 31. 33. 35. 43, 45, 91. and 121 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations to update 
and improve the airworthiness standards 
applicable to the type certiflc talon of air¬ 
craft. engines and propellers, related op¬ 
erating rules, and procedural require¬ 
ments. It was indicated in NoUce 75-31 
that comments received on or before 
October 9. 1975. would be considered by 
the Administrator before taking action 
on the proposed rules. 

By letter dated September 29. 1975. 
Aerospace Industries Association of 
America. Inc. (AIA) requested a 90-day 
extension of the tiem provided in NoUce 
75-31 for the submission of comments 
AIA stated that its member companies 
cannot complete their economic Impact 
studies, technical evaluaUons. and legal 
review of NoUce 75-31 and prepare their 


responses by the October 9, 1975 dead¬ 
line. In view of the technical experience 
of the AIA members, some of which are 
aircraft, engine, or propeller manufac¬ 
turers. the FAA behoves that an exten¬ 
sion of comment period should be pro¬ 
vided. However, the FAA believes that 
an extension of 60 days, Instead of the 
90 days requested, is adequate In view of 
Uie extent of public participation In the 
Airworthiness Review Program to date 
and the over 16 months that has passed 
since the general obJecUves of the pro¬ 
posals contained in Notice 75-31 were 
published in a Compilation of Proposals 
(see NoUce 74-5A; 39 FR 18662. May 29,

1. Jurisdiction for considering appeals. 
The Appeals Board for the Department 
of Commerce—constituted under De¬ 
partment Organization Order 20-11 (40 
FR 17771. April 22. 1975) (referred to 
herein as "the Board") Is authorized to 
consider and determine appeals from 
decisions of contracting officers arising 
under contracts which contain provisions 
requiring the determination of appeals 
by the Secretary of Commerce or his duly 
authorized representative or board. In 
addition, the Board has jurisdiction over 
other matters assigned to it by appro¬ 
priate authority. Decisions by the 
Appeals Board are final within the De¬ 
partment of Commerce. 

2. Organization and location of the 
Board, (a) The Board is located in Wash¬ 
ington. D.C., and its mailing address is 
U.S. Department of Commerce. Appeals 
Board. Room 3518. Washington. D.C. 
20230. 

(b) The Appeals Board consists of a 
full-time Chairman and fifteen (15) to 
twenty (20) departmental officials spe¬ 
cially qualified to serve as members and 
designated as such by the Secretary. The 
Chairman is the administrative head of 
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the Board and Is authorized to assign 
each matter on appeal to a panel of three 
(3) Board members. The Chairman may 
serve as a member of each panel, but 
in the event of his absence or unavail¬ 
ability for any other reason he may des¬ 
ignate Another Board member to serve 
in that capacity. In general, the appeals 
are assigned to a panel of three members 
of the Board. The decision of a majority 
of the panel constitutes the decision of 
the Board. Board Members are desig¬ 
nated as Administrative Judges and the 
Chairman is designated as Chief Admin¬ 
istrative Law Judge. 

3. Decisions on Questions of law. When 
an appeal is taken pursuant to a Dis¬ 
putes clause in a contract which limits 
anneals to disputes concerning questions 
of fact, the Board mav, in Its discretion, 
hear, consider, and decide all questions 
of law necessary for the complete adjudi¬ 
cation of the issue. In the consideration 
of an appeal, should it appear that a 
claim Ls Involved which is not cognizable 
under the terms of the contract, the 
Board may make findings of fact with 
respect to such a claim without express¬ 
ing an opinion on the question of 
liability. 

4. Appeals Board procedure, (a) Rules. 
Appeals referred to the Board are han¬ 
dled in accordance with the rules of the 
Board. Though these rules are partic¬ 
ularly applicable to contract appeals 
they will be generally utilized In other 
appeals to the Board except to the ex¬ 
tent that other specific rules apply. 

(b) Administration and interpretation 
of rules. Emphasis Is placed upon the 
sound administration of these rules in 
specific cases, because it is impracticable 
to articulate a rule to fit every possible 
circumstance which may be encountered. 
These rules will be Interpreted so as to 
secure a just and Inexpensive determina¬ 
tion of appeals without unnecessary de¬ 
le) Preliminary procedures. Prelim¬ 
inary procedures are available to en¬ 
courage full disclosure of relevant and 
material facts, and to discourage unwar¬ 
ranted surprise. 

(d> Time, computation, and exten¬ 
sions. (1) All time limitations specified 
for various procedural actions are com¬ 
puted as maximums. and are not to be 
fully exhausted if the action described 
can be accomplished in a lesser period. 
These time limitations arc similarly 
eligible for extension in appropriate cir¬ 
cumstances. on good cause shown. 

(2) Except as otherwise provided by 
law, in computing any period of time 
prescribed by these rules or by order of 
the Board, the day of the event from 
which the designated period of time be¬ 
gins to run shall not be included, but the 
last day of the period shall be Included 
unless it is a Saturday, 8unday, or a legal 
holiday, In which event the period shall 
run to the end of the next business day. 
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<3> Request* for extensions of time 
from either party shall be made In writ¬ 
ing. stating good cause therefor.

Preliminary Procedures 
§ 3.1 Appeals how taken. 

Notice of an appeal must be in writing, 
and the original, together with two cop¬ 
ies may be filed with the contracting 
officer from whose decision the appeal 
is taken. The notice of appeal must be 
mailed or otherwise filed within the time 
specified therefor in the contract or al¬ 
lowed by applicable provision of directive 
or law. 
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g 3.2 Notice of appeal, contents of. 

A notice of appeal should Indicate that 
an appeal Is thereby Intended, and 
should idenUfy the contract by number, 
the department and agency or bureau 
cognizant of the dispute, and the deci¬ 
sion from which the appeal Is taken. The 
notice of appeal should be signed per¬ 
sonally by the contractor making the 
appeal, or by an officer of the appellant 
corporation or member of the appellant 
firm, or by the contractor’s attorney. The 
complaint referred to in Rule 6 may be 
filed with the notice of appeal, or the 
appellant may designate the notice of 
appeal as a complaint. If It otherwise 
fulfills the requirements of a complaint. 


g 3.3 Forwarding of appeal*. 

When a notice of appeal In any form 
has been received by the contracting 
officer, he shall endorse thereon the date 
of mailing, or date of receipt, if other¬ 
wise conveyed, and within 10 days shall 
forward said notice of appeal to the 
Board.

§ 3.11 Submit*ion * itliout n hearing. 

Either party mtiy elect to waive a hear¬ 
ing and to submit his case upon the rec¬ 
ord before the Board, as settled pursuant 
to 5 3.13. Submission of a case without 
hearing does not relieve the parties from 
the necessity of proving the facts sup¬ 
porting their allege tions or defenses. Af¬ 
fidavits. depositions, admissions, answers 
to interrogatories, and stipulations may 
be employed to supplement other docu¬ 
mentary evidence in the Board record. 
The Board may permit such submission 
to be supplemented by oral argument 
(transcribed If requested), and by briefs 
arranged In accordance with $ 3.23. 

§ 3.12 Optional accelerated procedure, 

(a) In appeals involving $25,000 or less, 
either party may elect, in his notice of 
appeal, complaint, answer, or by separate 
correspondence or statement prior to 
commencement of hearing or settlement 
of the record, to have the appeal proc¬ 
essed under a shortened and accelerated 
procedure. For application of this rule 
the amount in controversy will be deter¬ 
mined by the stun of the amounts claimed 
by either party against Uie other in the 
appeal proceeding. If no specific amount 
of claim is stated, a casq will be con¬ 
sidered to fall within this rule if the sura 
of the amounts which each party repre¬ 
sents In wriUng that it could recover as 
a result of a Board decision favorable to 
it does not exceed $25,000. Upon such 
election, a caso shall then be processed 
under this rule unless the other party 
objects and shows good cause why the 


substantive nature of the dispute requires 
processing under the Board's regular pro¬ 
cedures and the Board sustains such ob¬ 
jection. In coses proceeding under this 
section. parties are encouraged, to the ex¬ 
tent possible consistent wiUi adequate 
presentation of their factual and legal 
positions, to waive pleadings, discovery, 
and briefs. 

(b> Written decision by the Board in 
cases proceeding under this rule nor¬ 
mally will be short and contain summary 
findings of fact and conclusions only. The 
Board will endeavor to render such deci¬ 
sions within 30 days after the appeal is 
ready for decision. Such decisions will be 
rendered for the Board by a single Ad¬ 
ministrative Judge with the concurrence 
of the Chairman or a designated mem¬ 
ber; except that in cases Involving $5,000 
or less where there has been a hearing, 
the single Administrative Judge presid¬ 
ing at the hearing may. in his discretion, 
at the conclusion of the hearing and after 
entertaining such oral arguments as he 
deems appropriate, render on the record 
ora! summary findings of fact, conclu¬ 
sions and decision of the appeal. In the 
later Instance, the Board will sub¬ 
sequently furnish the parties a typed 
copy of such oral decision for record and 
payment purposes and to establish the 
date from which the period for filing a 
motion for reconsideration under 9 3.29 
commences.

§ 3.13 Srttling the record. 


<a> The record upon which the Board’s 
decision will be rendered consists of the 
appeal file described in 9 3.4 and. to the 
extent the following items have been 
filed, pleadings, prehearing conference 
memoranda or orders, prehearing briefs, 
depositions or interrogatories received In 
evidence, admissions, stipulations, tran¬ 
scripts of conferences and hearings, 
hearing exhibits, posthearing briefs, and 
documents which the Board has specif¬ 
ically designated be made a part of the 
record. The record will at all reasonable 
times be available for inspection by the 
parties at the office of the Board. 

(b) Except as the Board may other¬ 
wise order in its discretion, no proof shall 
be received in evidence after completion 
of an oral hearing or. in cases submitted 
on the record, after notification by the 
Board that the case Is ready for decision. 

(c) The weight to be attached to any 
evidence of record will rest within the 
sound discretion of the Board. The Board 
may in any case require either party, 
with appropriate notice to the other 
party, to submit additional evidence on 
any matter relevant to the appeal. 

§3.11 DUrmcry—deposition*. 

(ft) General policy and protective 
orders. The parties arc encouraged to en¬ 
gage in voluntary discovery procedures. 
In connection with any deposition or 
other discovery procedure, the Board 
may make any order which justice re¬ 
quires to protect a party or person from 
annoyance, embarrassment, oppression, 
or undue burden or expense, and those 
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orders may Include limitations on the 
scope, method, time and place for dis¬ 
covery, and provisions for protecting the 
secrecy of confidential information or 
documents. 

(b) When depositions permitted . After 
an appeal has been docketed and com¬ 
plaint filed, the parties may mutually 
agree to, or the Board may, upon appli¬ 
cation of either party and for good 
cause shown, order the taking of testi¬ 
mony of any person by deposition upon 
oral examination or written inter¬ 
rogatories before any officer authorized 
to administer oaths at the place of ex¬ 
amination, for use as evidence or for 
purpose of discovery. The application for 
order shall specify whether the purpose 
of the deposition is discovery or for use 
as evidence. 

(c) Orders on depositions . The time, 
place, and manner of taking depositions 
shall bo as mutually agreed by the 
parties, or failing such agreement, gov¬ 
erned by order of the Board. 

<d) Use as evidence. No testimony 
taken by depositions shall be considered 
as part of the evidence in the hearing of 
an appeal unless and until such testi¬ 
mony is offered and received in evidence 
at such hearing. It will not ordinarily be 
received in evidence if the deponent Is 
present and can testify personally at the 
hearing. In such Instances, however, the 
deposition may be used to contradict or 
impeach the testimony of the witness 
given at the hearing. In cases submitted 
on the record, the Board may, in Its dis¬ 
cretion, receive depositions as evidence 
In supplementation of that record. 

(e> Expenses. Each party shall bear its 
own expenses associated with the taking 
of any deposition. 


§ 3.15 Inlcrrogatorie* to partic*. adnii*- 
•ion of facia, and production and 
inspection of document*. 

(a) Interrogatories to parties. After 
an appeal has been filed with the Board, 
a party may serve on the other party 
written interrogatories to be answered 
separately in writing, signed under oath 
and returned within 30 days. Upon 
timely objection by the party, the Board 
will determine the extent to which the 
Interrogatories will be permitted. 

(b) Admission of facts . After an ap¬ 
peal has been filed with the Board, a 
party may serve upon the other party a 
request for the admission of specified 
facts. Within 30 days after service, the 
party served shall answer each requested 
fact or file objections thereto. The 
factual propositions set out In the re¬ 
quest shall be deemed admitted upon the 
failure of a party to respond to the re¬ 
quest for admission. 

(c) Production and inspection of aoc- 
uments. Upon motion of any party show¬ 
ing good cause therefor, and upon notice, 
the Board may order the other party to 
produce and permit the inspection and 
copying or photographing of any desig¬ 
nated documents or objects, not privi¬ 
leged, specifically identified, and their 
relevance and materiality to the cause or 
causes in issue explained, which are rea¬ 
sonably calculated to lead to the dis¬ 
covery of admissible evidence. If the 


parties cannot themselves agree thereon, 
the Board shall specify Just terms and 
conditions in making the Inspection and 
taking the copies and photographs. 

§ 3.16 Smicf of paper*. 

Papers shall be served personally or by 
mailing the same, addressed to the party 
upon whom service is to be made. Copies 
of complaints, answers and simultaneous 
briefs shall be filed directly with the 
Board. The party filing any other paper 
with the Board shall send a copy thereof 
to the opposing party, noting on the 
paper filed with the Board, or on the let¬ 
ter transmitting the same, that a copy 
has been so furnished.

§ 3.17 Where and *h<ro held. 

Hearings will ordinarily be held In the 
Washington. D.C. area, except that upon 
request seasonably made and upon good 
cause shown, the Board may set the hear¬ 
ing at another location. Hearings will be 
scheduled at the discretion of the Board 
with due consideration to the regular 
order of appeals and other pertinent fac¬ 
tors. On request or motion by either party 
and upon good cause shown, the Board 
may. in its discretion, advance a hearing, 

§ 3.18 Notirc of hearing*. 

The parties shall be given at least 15 
days notice of the time and place set 
for hearings. In scheduling hearings, the 
Board will give due regard to the desires 
of the parties and to the requirement for 
Just and inexpensive determination of 
appeals without unnecessary delay. No¬ 
tices of hearing shall be promptly ac¬ 
knowledged by the parties. 

§ 3.19 Unexcuwd abener of a party. 

The unexcused absence of a party at 
the time and place set for hearing will 
not be occasion for delay. In the event of 
such absence, the hearing will proceed 
and the case will be regarded os submit¬ 
ted by the absent party as provided in 
! 3.11. 


§ 3.20 Nature of hearing*. 

Hearings shall be as informal as may 
be reasonable and appropriate under the 
circumstances. Appellant and respondent 
may offer at a hearing on the merits such 
relevant evidence as they deem appro¬ 
priate and as would be admissible under 
the generally accepted rules of evidence 
applied In the courts of the United States 
In nonjury trials, subject, however, to the 
sound discretion of the presiding mem¬ 
ber or examiner In supervising the extent 
and manner of presentation of such evi¬ 
dence. In general, admissibility will hinge 
on relevancy and materiality. Letters or 
copies thereof, affidavits, or other evi¬ 
dence not ordinarily admissible under the 
generally accepted rules of evidence, may 
be admitted in the discretion of the pre¬ 
siding member or examiner. The weight 
to be attached to evidence presented in 
any particular form will be within the 
discretion of the Board, taking into con¬ 
sideration all the circumstances of the 
particular case. Stipulations of fact 
agreed upon by the parties may be re¬ 
garded and used os evidence at the hear¬ 


ing. The parties may stipulate the testi¬ 
mony that would be given by a witness if 
the witness were present. The Board may 
In any case require evidence in addition 
to that offered by the parties. 

§ 3.21 Examination of witne*»c*. 

Witnesses before the Board will be ex¬ 
amined orally under oath or affirmation 
unless the facts are stipulated, or the 
Board member or examiner shall other¬ 
wise order. If the testimony of a wltnc*, 
Is not given under oath, the Board may 
warn the witness that his statements may 
be subject to the provisions of Title 18, 
United States Code, sections 287 and 1001.

Posthearing briefs may be submitted 
upon such terms as may be agreed upon 
by the parties and the presiding member 
or examiner at the conclusion of the 
hearing.

This Notice contains the proposed rules 
of the Council on Wage and Price Stabil¬ 
ity (“Council”) concerning various as¬ 
pects of the Council’s Investigations into 
inflationary and potentially Inflationary 
activities in the public and private sec¬ 
tors of the economy. It will establish 
Part 704 of Chapter Vn in Title 6 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations. 

The Council on Wage and Priqe Stabil¬ 
ity Act, 12 UJB.C. section 1904 note, as 
recently amended by Pub. L. 94-78. pro¬ 
vides authority for the Council to issue 
subpoenas for testimony and documen¬ 
tary evidence and to require the submis¬ 
sion of periodic reports. It also directs 
other agencies to share data or informa¬ 
tion with the Council. 

The publication of these proposed rules 
does not reflect a change in the Council’s 
investigational policy. It is our intention 
to continue our practice of seeking 
voluntary cooperation In data collection 
The rules set forth herein specify the 
Council’s procedures for issuing sub¬ 
poenas or requiring periodic reports In 
the event such cooperation is not forth¬ 
coming. The Council anticipates that 
individuals and firms will continue their 
practice of voluntary cooperation with 
Council investigations and that the com¬ 
pulsory processes discussed in these 
regulations would be infrequently needed. 

Subpart A of Part 704 outlines the 
Council’s investigational policy, its 
policy as to confidentiality of information 
collected, and the method of enforcing 
its subpoenas and its orders requiring 
periodic reports Subpart B states the 
procedures whereby the Council may is¬ 
sue subpoenas. It specifics procedures for 
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objecting to subpoenas and for making 
other requests. This subpart also con¬ 
cerns the Council’s investigational hear¬ 
ings. Subpart C concerns periodic reports 
and is similar to Subpart B. Subpart D 
formalizes the procedures under which 
the Council may request data or in¬ 
formation from other agencies. 

Any person interested In the rules 
proposed herein may participate in this 
proposed rulemaking by submitting writ¬ 
ten data, views, or arguments, addressed 
to the General Counsel.

DRUG MANUFACTURING USE OF NAPH¬ 
THAS, GAS OILS AND OTHER PRODUCTS 

Proposed Rulemaking and Public Hearing 

The Federal Energy Administration 
hereby gives notice of a proposal to 
amend Part 211. Chapter n. Title 10, 
Code of Federal Regulations, to provide 
an allocation level for manufacture of 
ethical drugs and related research for 
naphthas, gas oils, and other products 
subject to allocation pursuant to Sub¬ 
parts J and K of the Mandatory Petro¬ 
leum Allocation Regulations. 

From the beginning of the Mandatory 
Petroleum Allocation Program, the man¬ 
ufacture of ethical drugs and related 
research has been accorded an alloca¬ 
tion level of one hundred percent of cur¬ 
rent requirements subject to on alloca¬ 
tion fraction with respect to middle dis¬ 
tillate and residual fuel oil. These two 
petroleum products, which are primary 
feedstocks In ethical drug manufacture, 
were in short supply at the time the allo¬ 
cation program was developed. Allo¬ 
cating these feedstocks at the level se¬ 
lected by FEA fulfilled the requirement 
of section 4(b)(1)(A) of the Emergency 
Petroleum Allocation Act of 1973 (Pub. 
L. 93-159) that FEA's allocation regula¬ 
tions. “provide for protection of public 
health, safety, and welfare . . and the 
national defense/* To fulfill this objec¬ 
tive, FEA has accorded high priority to 
uses of petroleum products, such as ag¬ 
ricultural production. Department of 
Defense use, emergency services, energy 
production, sanitation services, telecom¬ 
munication services, medical and nurs¬ 
ing buildings and other essential uses 
and services. 

Except for middle distillate and resid¬ 
ual fuel oil. FEA has not provided an al¬ 
location level for petroleum feedstocks 
for drug manufacturing use. including 
naphthas, gas oils and “other products" 
(as defined in 100 CFR 211.202), because 
these products have not been In short 
supply. FEA recognizes that despite ade¬ 
quate supplies of naphthas, gas oils and 
other products, ethical drug manufac¬ 
turers are potentially In a disadvan¬ 
tageous position should shortages of 
these products develop. To continue 
FEA's already established policy with 
respect to feedstocks for ethical drug 
manufacture, the proposed revision 
would rrovide an allocation level of one 
hundred percent of current requirements 
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(reduced by application of an allocation 
fraction in the case of other products al¬ 
located under Subpart K) for manufac¬ 
ture of ethical drugs and related re¬ 
search with respect to naphthas, gas oils 
and other products. The proposed revi¬ 
sion also Includes a definition of the term 
•'manufacture of ethical drugs and re¬ 
lated research.** 

As required by section 7(c)(2) of the 
Federal Energy Administration Act of 
1974, Pub. L. 93-275, a copy of this no¬ 
tice was submitted to the Administrator 
of the Environmental Protection Agency 
for his comments concerning the Impact 
of the proposal on the quality of the en¬ 
vironment. The Administrator had no 
comments on this proposal. 

This proposal has been reviewed in 
accordance with Executive Order 11821, 
issued November 27, 1974 and has been 
determined not to require evaluation of 
its inflationary impact.

The Blue Pike Recovery Team must col¬ 
lect suspect specimens from natural en¬ 
vironments to determine if they are Blue 
pike or walleye/Blue pike Inter grades Re¬ 
cent collections from fishermen have pro¬ 
duced fish with varying color Intensities and 
questionable quality. The determination will 
have to be made through sophisticated lab¬ 
oratory techniques as taxonomists, at pres¬ 
ent, cannot confirm suspects as true Blue 
pike. 

The total number of suspects to be col¬ 
lected over the next three years Is undeter¬ 
mined with a reasonable estimate of 200 
Individuals, If and when the determination 
Is made, up to 400 additional fish may bo 
needed to carry out a program of hatchery 
propagation and adult slocking In selected 
waters for gene pool preservation.

••Abundance and Trends:* 1 Extrapola¬ 
tions from a feasibility study of using 
aerial surveys for estimating the magni¬ 
tude of stocks of dolphins in the eastern 
tropical Pacific resulted In first-order 
approximations of the size of the east¬ 
ern spinner dolphin stock to be between 
0.4 and LI million animals in early 
1974. The preliminary estimated Inci¬ 
dental kill of eastern spinner dolphins 


in the international tuna fishery during 
1974 was between 26,500 and 32,400 ani¬ 
mals, resulting in a first approximation 
of the annual rate of incidental mortal¬ 
ity. to be between 2.4 and 8.1%. Esti¬ 
mated of incidental kill to previous years 
are 65,800 animals in 1971,34,400 animals 
in 1972. and 35.800 animals in 1973.

Proposed Issuance of Amendment to 
Facility Operating License 

The Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(the Commission) is considering the is¬ 
suance of an amendment to Facility Op¬ 
erating License No. DPR-26 issued to 
Consolidated Edison Company of New 
York. Inc. (the licensee) for operation 
of the Indian Point Nuclear Generating 
Unit No. 2 (the facility), a pressurized 
water reactor, located in Westchester 
County, New York and authorized for op¬ 
eration at power levels up to 2758 NW. 

In accordance with the licensee's ap¬ 
plication for a license amendment, dated 
July 23, 1975, the amendment would 
modify the Technical Specifications by 
providing additional conditions for tho 
storage of the spent fuel. The amend¬ 
ment would also permit modification of 
the spent fuel element storage pool in 
order to provide for additional storage 
capacity for spent fuel in accordance 
with the licensee's proposal dated March 
4, 1975, as supplemented on May 9. 
July 23. August 19, September 11, and 
October 1.1975. 

Prior to issuance of the proposed li¬ 
cense amendment and prior to approval 
of the proposed modification, the Com¬ 
mission will have made the findings re¬ 
quired by the Atomic Energy Act of 1954, 
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as amended (the Act>. and the Commis¬ 
sion's rules and regulations. The license 
amendment and the modification to the 
spent fuel element storage pool will not 
be approved until the Commission has 
reviewed the safety aspects and tins con¬ 
cluded that approval of the license 
amendment and the modification will not 
be inimical to the common defense and 
security or to the health and safety of the 
public. 

By November 10,1975, the licensee may 
file a request for a hearing and any per¬ 
son whose interest may be affected by 
this proceeding may file a request for a 
hearing in the form of a petition for 
leave to intervene with respect to Issu¬ 
ance of the amendment to the facility 
operating license and to the approval of 
the modification to the facility spent 
fuel element storage pool. Petitions for 
leave to intervene must be filed under 
oath or affirmation in accordance with 
the provisions of 8cctlon 2.714 of 10 CFR 
Part 2 of the Commission's regulations. 
A petition for leave to Intervene must 
set forth the interest of the petitioner 
in the proceeding, how that interest may 
be affected by the results of the proceed¬ 
ing, and the petitioner's contentions with 
respect to the proposed action. Such peti¬ 
tions must be filed in accordance with 
the provisions of this Federal Register 
notice and Section 2.714, and must be 
filed with the Secretary of the Commis¬ 
sion, U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commis¬ 
sion. Washington. D.C. 20555, AttenUon: 
Docketing and Service Section, by the 
above date. A copy of the petition and/ 
or request for a hearing should be sent 
to the Executive Legal Director, U.S. Nu¬ 
clear Regulatory Commission. Washing¬ 
ton. D.C. 20555. and to Leonard M. Tros- 
ten. Esquire. 1757 N Street NW., Wash¬ 
ington. D.C. 20036, attorney for the 
licensee. 

A petition for leave to Intervene must 
be accompanied by a supporting affidavit 
which identifies the specific aspect or 
aspects of the proceeding as to which 
intervention is desired and specifies with 
particularity the facts on which the peti¬ 
tioner relies as to both his interest and 
his contentions with regard to each 
aspect on which intervention is re¬ 
quested. Petitions stating contentions re¬ 
lating only to matters outside the Com¬ 
mission's Jurisdiction will be denied. 

All petitions will be acted upon by the 
Commission or licensing board, desig¬ 
nated by the Commission or by the 
Chairman of the Atomic Safety and Li¬ 
censing Board Panel. Timely petitions 
will be considered to determine whether 
a hearing should be noticed or another 
appropriate order issued regarding the 
disposition of tlie petitions. 

In the event that a hearing is hel l 
and a person is permitted to intervene, 
he becomes a party to the proceeding 
and has a right to participate fully in 
the conduct of the hearing. For example, 
he may present evidence and examine 
and cross-examine witnesses.

REGULATORY GUIDES 
Issuance and Availability 

The Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
has issued relatively limited revisions to 
three guides in its Regulatory Guide Se¬ 
ries. This series has been developed to 
describe and make available to the pub¬ 
lic methods acceptable to the NRC stall 
of implementing specific parts of the 
Commission's regulations and. in some 
cases, to delineate techniques used by the 
staff In evaluating specific problems or 
postulated accidents and to provide 
guidance to applicants concerning cer¬ 
tain of the information needed by the 
staff in its review of applications for per¬ 
mits and licenses. 

Regulatory Guide 1.8. Revision 1. ‘'Per¬ 
sonnel Selection and Training.- de¬ 
scribes a method acceptable to the NRC 
staff of implementing the Commission's 
regulations with regard to personnel 
qualifications. This guide generally en¬ 
dorses ANSI N18.1—1971, “Selection and 
Training of Nuclear Power Plant Per¬ 
sonnel." Regulatory Guide 8.8, Revision 
1. “Information Relevant to Maintaining 
Occupational Radiation Exposure As Low’ 
As Is Reasonably Achievable (Nuclear 
Power Reactors)outlines the Informa¬ 
tion relevant to maintaining occupa- 
• tlonal doses as low as is reasonably 
achievable needed by the NRC staff In 
license applications and safety analysis 
reports for nuclear power reactors. Reg¬ 
ulatory Guide 8.10. Revision 1. "Oper¬ 
ating Philosophy for Maintaining Occu¬ 
pational Radiation Exposures As Low 
As Is Reasonably Achievable," describes 
to licensees a general operating philoso¬ 
phy acceptable to the NRC staff as a nec¬ 
essary basis for a program of maintain¬ 
ing occupational exposures to radiation 
as low as is reasonably achievable. 

These guides have undergone limited 
revisions to provide consistency with re¬ 
gard to qualifications for Individuals re¬ 


sponsible for conducting radiation pro¬ 
tection programs. Regulatory Guide 8.8 
Is presently undergoing a major revision 
and will be reissued when this revision 
has been completed. 

Comments and suggestions in connec¬ 
tion with (1) items for Inclusion In guides 
currently being developed (listed below) 
or (2) Improvements In all published 
guides are encouraged at any time. Pub¬ 
lic comments on Regulatory Guides 1.8, 
Revision 1; 8.8. Revision 1; and 8.10, 
Revision 1. will, however, be particularly 
useful In evaluating the need for early 
revisions if received by December 8, 1975.

In accordance with section 223 of the 
Trade Act of 1974 the Department of 
Labor herein presents the results of TA¬ 
W-108: Investigation regarding certifi¬ 
cation of eligibility to apply for worker 
adjustment assistance as prescribed in 
section 222 of the Act. 

The Investigation was initiated on Au¬ 
gust 6. 1975 in respouse to a worker peti¬ 
tion received on August 5, 1975 which 
was filed by the International Union of 
Electrical. Radio and Machine Workers 
on behalf of workers formerly producing 
heating and air conditioning components 
for Chrysler cars and trucks and resi¬ 
dential nir conditioners at Dayton. Ohio 
Plants I and II of the Airtemp Division 
of Chrysler Corporation. Highland Park, 
Michigan. 

The notice of investigation was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (40 FR 
34491) on August 15. 1975. No public 
hearing was requested and none was 
held. 

The information upon which the de¬ 
termination was made was obtained 
principally from officials of Chrysler Cor¬ 
poration. its customers, the US. Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce, the U.8. Interna¬ 
tional Trade Commission, industry ana¬ 
lysts. and Department files. 

In order to make an affirmative deter¬ 
mination and issue a certification of eli¬ 


gibility to apply for adjustment assist¬ 
ance each of the group eligibility require¬ 
ments of section 222 of the Trade Act of 
1974 must be met: 

(1) That a significant number or pro¬ 
portion of the workers in such worker 
firm or an appropriate subdivision of the 
firm have become totally or partially 
separated, or are threatened to become 
totally or partially separated. 

(2) That sales or production, or both, 
of such firm or subdivision have de¬ 
creased absolutely, and 

(3) That increases of imports of arti¬ 
cles like or directly competitive with ar¬ 
ticles produced by such workers* firm or 
an appropriate subdivision thereof con¬ 
tributed importantly to such total or par¬ 
tial separation, or threat thereof, and to 
such decline in sales or production. 

For purposes of paragraph (3), the 
term "contributed importantly” means a 
cause which 1s Important but not neces¬ 
sarily more important than any other 
cause. 

Significant total or partial separations 
The average number of hourly workers 
employed at Dayton Plant n declined 23 
percent in the first half of 1975 compar¬ 
ed to the like period in 1974. Average 
weekly hours worked by hourly workers 
declined 10 percent in the first half of 
1975 compared to the like period in 1974. 

Sales or production , or both, have de¬ 
creased absolutely. Sales and production 
of residential air conditioners manufac¬ 
tured at Dayton Plant n respectively de¬ 
clined 34 percent and 45 percent from 
1972 to 1974 and decreased 57 percent 
and 43 percent in the first half of 1975 
compared to the first half of 1974, 
Increased imports contributed impor¬ 
tantly . Imports of residential air con¬ 
ditioners like or directly competitive with 
those produced at Dayton Plant H main¬ 
tained ratios of less than two-thirds of 
one percent of domestic consumption and 
production from 1970 through the first 
four months of 1975. Separations that oc¬ 
curred at Dayton Plant n during 1974 
and the first half of 1975 were largely *.^c 
result of a nationwide decline in demand 
for residential air conditioners due to in¬ 
creased electricity costs and a slump in 
new housing starts. Other factors con¬ 
tributing to the separations were trans¬ 
fers of production from Dayton Plant li 
to other domestic Chrysler Airtemp fa¬ 
cilities and seasonal production declines 
Data was not collected with respect to 
production, sales and employment expe¬ 
rience at the Dayton Plant I. because in 
the course of the Investigation it was de¬ 
termined that Dayton Plant I produc¬ 
tion is wholly captive to the Chrysler 
Corporation. Chrysler Corporation does 
not import, or purchase from suppliers 
who import, any heater or air conditioner 
units like or directly competitive witn 
those produced at Dayton Plant I. w 
use in the autos and trucks it build* 
the United 8tates. All such heater ar.a 
air conditioner units produced by Cnr>s- 
lcr are built for use in Chrysler autos ana 
trucks; none are sold to any other com¬ 
pany. All autos and trucks built inpan¬ 
ada by Chrysler Canada. Ltd., 

owned subsidiary* of Chrysler Corpora 
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Uon, contain heater and/or air condi¬ 
tioner units built by Chrysler at Dayton 

Plant I. 

Conclusion. After careful review of the 
facts obtained in th (^investigation. I con¬ 
clude that increases of Imports like or 
directly competitive with heating and air 
'mentioning components for Chrysler 
cars and trucks and residential air con¬ 
ditioners produced at the Dayton. Ohio 
plants of the Airtemp Division of Chrys¬ 
ler Corporation did not contribute im¬ 
portantly to the total or partial separa¬ 
tions of the workers at such plants.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Interested persons were given until 
July 1. 1975. to submit written data, 
views or arguments with respect to the 
proposed rulemaking. Twenty-one letters 
were received by the Hearing Clerk on 
the proposal. Two tetters were from in¬ 
dividuals. three from State agencies, ten 
from industry, and six from trade asso¬ 
ciations. Some of the commentors from 
industry are members of the trade asso¬ 
ciations who submitted comments. Four 
trade associations expressed favorable 
comments for adoption of the revised 
General Specifications and one individ¬ 
ual expressed favorable comments for 
adoption of the abnormal milk program 
as proposed. Comments wore as follows: 

1. One oommrnior atiggcetcd clarification 
that the General Specifications apply only 
to human rood plants. This intent I# implied 
In the title of the document and lu con¬ 
tent. The high level requirements for plant 
and faculties, sanitation and product qual¬ 
ity are consistent only with a human food 
operation. 

2. One commcntor questioned whether the 
definition of an approved plant was in¬ 
tended to prohibit the use of Imported dairy 
products. USDA Inspection services arc pro¬ 
vided under authority of the Agricultural 
Marketing Act of 1946 The Department In¬ 
terprets this act to apply to domestic prod¬ 
uct* and not imports. 

3 One commcntor suggested an addition 
to the definition of an inspector to Include 
licensed industry employees or consultants. 
Maintaining the integrity of the voluntary 
service requires inspectors who are not bi¬ 
ased by any financial interest, loyalty or re¬ 
sponsibility to applicant? requesting service. 
The service must be provided fairly and uni¬ 
formly on a national basis. It would be dif¬ 
ficult and impractical for industry’ employ¬ 
ees or consultants to meet these criteria. 

4 One oommeutor suggested that the light 
Intensity In the plant processing and pack¬ 
aging areas and the storage rooms be in¬ 
creased. The requirement for at 1ea*t 30 foot 


candles In the processing and packaging 
areas and 5 foot candles In storage areas arc 
minimum requirements. The light also shall 
be ample and well distributed. Experience 
has shown that the requirements are ade¬ 
quate. 

6. Six commentors suggested deleting the 
listed requirements for disposal of dairy 
wastes and instead make requirements con¬ 
sistent with the Environmental Protection 
Agency. Such change eras made. 

6. One commcntor suggested deleting the 
detailed description for general construction 
of equipment and utensil* and substituting 
requirements for compliance with S-A San¬ 
itary Standard* To dale. 3-A Sanitary 
Standard* have not been developed for all 
equipment. Therefore, the detailed require¬ 
ments arc needed. 

T. One commcntor Burgeated that prop¬ 
erly covered facilities with open aides should 
be sufficient for washing and sanitising bulk 
tank truck*. The General Specification* per¬ 
mit Buch covered faculties where adverse cli¬ 
matic condition* are not encountered. How¬ 
ever. plant* located In areas where adverse 
climatic condition* may be encountered shall 
have enclosed facilities at the plant or avail¬ 
able at a central location. 

8. Two oommenta were received suggesting 
stricter requirement* on use of antibiotics 
for treating mastitis Infection In cows. One 
roounentor auggreted additional penal tie* 
for milk containing antibiotics. The other 
suggested more frequent testing for presence 
of antibiotics Jn milk. The proposed regtda- 
Uon* are accopted procedure* for surveillance 
on all grade* of milk. Therefore, the Depart¬ 
ment accept* those procedures. Since States 
are responsible for law* regulating the qual¬ 
ity of milk, on individual State may instltuU 
tighter regulation*. 

0. Four comment* were received concern¬ 
ing ihe propon'd abnormal milk program. 
One comment support* the program: one 
comment suggest* rni-ing the permitted so¬ 
matic ceU count from 1,500.000 to 2.000,000; 
one comment suggest* reducing the regimen 
of testing: and one comment suggest* a pro¬ 
vision to permit each laboratory to set It* 
own level above which confirmatory testing 
using the Wisconsin Mastitis Test to to be 
done Accordingly, a provision was included 
in the specifications for each laboratory to 
establish it* own Wisconsin Mastitis Test 
score above which confirmatory testing Is to 
be done. ThU change msVcu the specifications 
consistent with thoae of the National Mastitis 
Council and the Abnormal Milk Committee 
of the National Conference on Interstate Milk 
Shipment*. The Department's position to that 
abnormal milk should be excluded from all 
grades of milk and supports the effort* of the 
dairy industry and regulatory agencies for 
a strong ar.d uniform program 

10. Two commentors suggested deletion of 
the requirement for the sediment teat on 
producer milk because It to an unnecessary 
teat having no public health significance The 
Department find* that the test does serve 
a useful purpose in the production of all 
grades of milk. The test provides <he pro¬ 
ducer with a vtonal test result which can be 
n«wd In making correction* to assure the 
prodttctlon of clean milk. The deletion of the 
sediment teat requirement would eliminate 
the incentive for a careless producer to give 
proper attention to production of clean milk. 

1 1 Two commcntor* suggested change % in 
the bacterial estimate classification for milk 
from producer*. Both commentors suggested 
reducing the probationary period for under¬ 
grade milk and one questioned the correla¬ 
tion between the Rcsazurlu lest time and 
a 500.000 per ml count. One commcntor** 
additional remark* were relative to Grade A 
and not manufacturing grade milk. The De¬ 
partment feel* the probationary period of 


four week* with required weekly testing to 
practical and restrictive since failure to com¬ 
ply eliminates the producer from any mar¬ 
ket. No correlation between resaxurln test 
and a 500.000 per ml. count to Intended. The 
individual test* are bacterial estimates and 
the rchaxurin teat does serve a useful pur¬ 
pose for quality improvement for manufac¬ 
turing grade milk. 

12 Two comment©!* suggested changi: . 
the requirement for ago of milk when de¬ 
livered to the plant from not more than two 
to not more than three days. With modern 
method* of farm bulk tanks and tranqiort 
tankers milk to held at a constant cold tem¬ 
perature which adequately protect* the qual¬ 
ity. The suggested change was made. 

13. Seven commentors suggested chanrl k 
the bacterial requirement that commlm d 
milk "shall** not exceed three million o 
"should" not exceed three million. The De¬ 
partment's Requirement* for Milk for Man¬ 
ufacturing Purposes Recommended for State 
Adoption include* the requirement that com¬ 
mingled milk shall not exceed three mil!:. 
bacterial count.. Many 8tat*B have adopted 
these requirements a* law* or regulations at d 
arc enforcing them. The Department should 
<lo no less than support this requiren • 
in It* inspection and grading program ofifn* l 
to plant* on a voluntary has to. 

14. 8lx commcntor* suggested that alt 
product definition* be the aome a* thov* 
established by the Food and Drug Admin .a- 
tration (FDA). The FDA identity aland , d. 
are applicable to all product* a* augg**ud 
However, ihe Department has additional re- 
quire menu for products a* may be required 
for alignment of a U8. grade. Theref re 
some product definitions are more restrict * 
However, product* not meeting the more r < * 
sirictlve requirement* may be Inspected i.*i 
certificate* Issued on the bails of buyer’** r >r 
seller** specifications. 

15. One eemmentor suggested that the re¬ 
quirement that high pressure pumps fthaii 
comply with the 3-A Sanitary Standard r r 
Hamogentrera and Pumps of the Plun a 
Type be applicable to new installation# onlv 
Old style high pressure pumps not compl: i 
with the 3 A Standards are difficult to dem¬ 
and are a potential source of bacterial con¬ 
tamination. The Department oontenda that 
sufficient Ume ho* been allowed for repine* 
ment of this equipment and because of it* 
potential for contamination of produc* old 
style high pressure pump* should no Ion r 
te acceptable. 

16 Two commcntor* objected to the cap 
! ty of bulk bin* being limited aa directed ^ 
the Administrator. The specifications were 
changed to reflect the Intent of the ataten - •

17. Four commentors recommended tiie 
oxygen requirement of not more than 
percent for consumer package* of dry whc-ir 
milk bearing USDA official rnuie Identifl 
iton be changed to not more than 3.0 percent 
The reduction of oxygen content by replace¬ 
ment with an inert gas help* prevent dere - 
coment of oxidlred flavor In the mil* ’•• ' •* 
extending shelf life Available Inform*;

18. One commcntor recommended delev; a

10 Four commentors objected to the . 
quirement* that the nonfat dry milk ux* J 
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making cottage cheese meet the require¬ 
ments for U.8. Extra Grade, the UJ9. Low 
Heat Classification, the direct microscopic 
count not exceeding 75 million per gram, and 
be not more than 8 months old when used. 
The pc requirements were moved to the ap¬ 
plicable section tor product packaged with 
USDA official identification and appropriate 
requirements Inserted In Section 58 510(b). 
Nonfat dry milk meeting the U.8. Low Heat 
Classification is retained as a "should" re¬ 
quirement since It contributes to a moro 
desirable quality cottage cheese 

20. Two commentors objected to listing 
physical requirements for cottage cheese 
packaged with USDA official identification. It 
U the usual practice to use U.8. grade stand¬ 
ard! m a basts far requirements for products 
packaged with USDA official Identification. 
Since there are no U.S. grade standards estab¬ 
lished for cottage cheese It was necessary to 
establish requirements for the product. 

21. One commentor objected to tho re¬ 
quirement for a temperature recording de¬ 
vice on process cheese cookers since the 
temperatures used are In excess of those re¬ 
quired for pasteurization. The name of the 
product "Pasteurized Process Cheese." Indi¬ 
cates pasteurization. To assure pasteurization 
tn any food product a record of the pasteur¬ 
ization time and temperature Is essential. 
Therefore, the requirement Is retained 

22. Six commentors recommended deletion 
of lactose from coverage by the proposed re¬ 
vision of the General Specifications because 
they contend It Is a carbohydrate and not a 
dairy product. The Department recognizes the 
uniqueness of lactoee in that It Is derived 
from whey, a by-product of cheese making, 
and that It should be treated as other nutri¬ 
tive sweeteners. This recommendation has 
been accepted recognizing lactose to be a 
food product, and provision has been made 
for processing and handling in accordance 
with good manufacturing practices required 
for similar products. It is necessary to cover 
lactose in these regulations since Its proo¬ 
fing and handling are an Integral part of 
dairy plant operations in certain plants that 
u*e the voluntary Inspection services pro¬ 
vided by the Department. 

23 Four commentors recommended dele¬ 
tion of the medium acid cHuudflcatlon for 
cry whey and one commentor favored reten¬ 
tion of the classification suggesting the term 
*eml-sweet whey" for this product. The ma- 
K» tJr of comn ** * * ntors contend that the et- 
ttibtuhment of a name for the third category 
for dry whey Is unnecessary and would create 
2®*“^ marketing.

prevented product quality deterioration. No 
data was provided to assure the some health 
and quality protection with the lower total 
solids. Therefore, tho Department has no 
basis for change. 

25. Eight commentors suggested various 
changes in the supplement covering whey, 
whey products and lactose. The comments 
concerned product definitions, equipment 
and utensils, and operating procedures. Tho 
Department considered these comments In 
rewriting the supplement. The revision em¬ 
bodies sound dairy manufacturing principles 
for tho production of whey and whey prod¬ 
ucts but allows processing flexibility where 
necessary for technological reasons. 

28. Five commentors recommended the In¬ 
clusion of lactose as a permissible sugar In 
sweetened condensed milk. The Department 
accepts this recommendation based on the 
Food and Drug Administration identity 
standards for sweetened condensed milk, 
which provide for the use of suitable nutri¬ 
tive sweeteners. 

27. One commentor questioned the Depart¬ 
ment’s intent of defining and Including 
ultra-pasteurized products In the supple¬ 
ment covering evaporated, condensed or ul- 
tro-pasteurized products. Ultra-pasteurized 
is defined as a specific process and Is not In¬ 
tended as a classification for dairy products. 
Fluid milk products have been deleted from 
these General Specifications and the term 
dairy products as used herein is defined un¬ 
der definitions. 

28. One commentor recommended the In¬ 
clusion of a test for added water as a require¬ 
ment for quality and wholeaomeness of milk. 
The General Specifications specify that the 
Federal Food. Drug and Cosmetic Act shall 
be complied with. Milk with added water Is 
considered adulterated. Since each State has 
the regulatory responsibility for assuring 
that only legal milk Is marketed, the Deport¬ 
ment feels the problem Is adequately regu¬ 
lated. 

2d. A number of commentors suggested 
editorial changes to Improve the clarity or 
Intent of the General Specifications. Also, 
they questioned the use of certain examples 
and descriptive detail. Deletions were sug¬ 
gested where other government agencies have 
regulatory responsibility. Many of these sug- 
gestions were helpful to improve clarity or 
Intent of the General Specifications A num¬ 
ber of other suggestions for minor changes 
which updated references, technological Im¬ 
provements or established practices were ac¬ 
ceptable to the Department and changes 
were made accordingly. 

30. One commentor objected to the pro¬ 
vision in the definition of dry whey that no 
Ingredients may be added for the purpose of 
altering the natural acidity. Because of the 
shortage of rennet, microbial enzymes have 
been substituted In tho manufacture of cer¬ 
tain cheeses. The commentor contends that 
higher heat treatment Is required to Inac¬ 
tivate microbial enzymes than rennet unless 
the acidity Is lowered by the addition of an 
acceptable alkali. In addition, the commentor 
claimed that an active enzyme In dry whey 
would be objectionable In some uses and the 
higher heat treatment would tend to dena¬ 
ture some of the protein In the product. The 
Department finds that the problem Is limited 
to enzymes mode from specific microbial 
strains. Other microbial enzymes which sro 
widely accepted and do not have the spe¬ 
cific limitation are readily available. There¬ 
fore, the Department cannot Justify the sug¬ 
gested change. 

After consideration of the written 
comments filed with respect to the notice 
of proposed rule making and other infor¬ 
mation available, 7 CFR Part 58. Sub- 
part B is revised as set forth below:

Only dairy products 
manufactured, processed and packaged 
in an approved plant may be graded or 
inspected and identified with official 
identification. The specifications estab¬ 
lished herein provide the basis for a 
quality maintenance program which may 
be effectively carried forward thrown 
official Inspection, grading, and quality 
control service. 

(b) USDA Inspection and grading serv¬ 
ice is provided to dairy product manu¬ 
facturing plants on a voluntary basis. 
The operator of any dairy plant desiring 
to have such a plant qualified as an ap¬ 
proved plant under USDA inspection and 
grading service may request surveys of 
such plant, premises, equipment, facili¬ 
ties, methods of operation, and raw ma¬ 
terial to determine whether they are ade¬ 
quate to permit Inspection and grading 
service. The cost of this survey shall be 
borne by the applicant.

§ 58.123 Survey and approval. 

Prior to the approval of a plant, a

<c> Floors. The floors of all rooms In 
which milk, or dairy products are 
processed, manufactured, packaged or 
stored or In which utensils are washed 
shall be constructed of tile properly laid 
with impervious Joint material, concrete, 
or other equally impervious material. The 
floors shall be smooth, kept in good re¬ 
pair, graded so that there will be no 
pools of standing water or milk products 
after flushing, and all openings to the 
drains shall be equipped with traps 
properly constructed and kept in good 
repair. On new construction, bell and 
standpipe type traps shall not be used. 
The plumbing sliall be so Installed as to 
prevent the back-up of sewage into the 
drain lines and to the floor of the plant. 
Cold storage rooms used for storage of 
product and starter rooms need not be 
provided with floor drains if the floor is 
sloped to drain to an exit. 

Sound, smooth, wood floors which pan 
be kept clean, may be used in rooms 
where new containers and supplies and 
certain packaged finished products are 
stored. 

(d) Lighting and ventilation . <li Light 
shall be ample, natural or artificial, or 
both, of good quality and well dis¬ 
tributed. All rooms in which dairy 
products are manufactured or packaged 
or where utensils are washed shall have 
at least 30 foot-candles of light Intensity 
on all working surfaces. Rooms where 
dairy products are graded or examined 
for condition and quality' shall have at 
least 50 foot-candles of light intensity on 
the working surface. Restrooms and 
locker rooms should have at least 30 
foot-candles of light Intensity. In all 
other rooms there shall be provided at 
least 5 foot-candlcs of light intensity 
when measured at a distance of 30 inches 
from the floor. Where contamination of 
product by broken glass is possible, light 
bulbs and fluorescent tubes shall be pro¬ 
tected against breakage. 

(2) There shall be adequate heating, 
ventilation or air conditioning for all 
rooms and compartments to permit 
maintenance of sanitary conditions. 
Exhaust or inlet fans, vents, hoods or 
temperature and humidity control 
equipment shall be provided where and 
when needed, to minimize or control 
room temperatures, eliminate objection¬ 
able odors, and aid In prevention of 
moisture condensation and mold. Inlet 
fans should be provided with an adequate 
air filtering device to eliminate dirt and 
dust from the incoming air. Ventilation 
systems shall be cleaned periodically as 
needed and maintained in good repair. 
Exhaust outlets shall be screened or pro¬ 
vided with self closing louvers to prevent 
the entrance of insects when not In use. 

(e) Rooms and compartments. Rooms 
and compartments In which any raw 
material, packaging, ingredient supplies 
or dairy products are handled, manu¬ 
factured. packaged or stored shall be so 
designed, constructed and maintained 
as to assure desirable room temperatures 
and clean and orderly operating condi¬ 
tions free from objectionable odors and 


vapors. Enclosed bulk milk receiving 
rooms, when present, sliall be separated 
from the processing rooms by a wall. 
Rooms for receiving can milk shall be 
separated from the processing rooms by 
a partition or by suitable arrangement 
of equipment. Processing rooms shall be 
kept free from equipment and materials 
not regularly used. 

(1) Coolers and freezers . Coolers and 
freezers where dairy products are stored 
shall be clean, reasonably dry and main¬ 
tained at the proper uniform tempera¬ 
ture and humidity to adequately protect 
the product, and minimize the growth of 
mold. Adequate circulation of air shall 
be maintained at all times. They shall be 
free from rodents, insects, and pests 
Shelves shall be kept clean and dry. 
Refrigeration units shall have provisions 
for collecting and disposing of con¬ 
densate. 

'2) Supply room. The supply rooms or 
areas used for the storing of packaging 
material*: containers, and miscellaneous 
ingredients shall be kept clean, dry, or¬ 
derly. free from insects, rodents, and 
mold, and maintained In good repair. 
Such items stored therein sliall be ade¬ 
quately protected from dust, dirt, or 
other extraneous material and so ar¬ 
ranged on racks, shelves or pallets to 
permit access to the supplies and clean¬ 
ing and inspection of the room. Insecti¬ 
cides. rodcnticides. cleaning compounds 
and other nonfood products shall be 
properly labeled and segregated, and 
stored in a separate room or cabinet 
away from miik. dairy products, ingredi¬ 
ents or packaging supplies. 

t3) Boiler rooms . shop rooms and shop 
areas. The boiler, and shop rooms shall 
be separated from other rooms where 
milk, and dairy products are processed, 
manufactured, packaged, handled or 
stored. Shop rooms or areas should be 
kept orderly and reasonably free from 
dust and dirt. 

(4) Toilet and dressing rooms . Ade¬ 
quate toilet and dressing room facilities 
shall be conveniently located.—(a) Toilet 
rooms sliall not open directly into any 
room in which milk or dairy products are 
processed, manufactured, packaged or 
stored; doors shall be self closing; ven¬ 
tilation shall be provided by mechanical 
means to the outer air; fixtures shall be 
kept clean and in good repair, (b) All 
employees shall be furnished with a 
locker or other suitable facility and the 
lockers and dressing rooms shall be kept 
clean and orderly. Adequate hand- 
washing facilities shall be provided, 
legible signs shall be posted conspic¬ 
uously in each toilet or dressing room 
directing employees to wash their hands 
before returning to work. 

<5> Laboratory . <i) Consistent with the 
jdze and type of plant and the volume of 
dairy products manufactured, an ade¬ 
quately equipped laboratory shall be 
maintained and properly staffed with 
qualified and trained personnel for qual¬ 
ity control and analytical testing. The 
laboratory should be located reasonably 
clo«>e to the processing activity and be of 
sufficient size to perform tests necessary 
in evaluating the quality of raw and fin¬ 
ished products. 
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<ii> Approved laboratories shall be 
supervised by the USDA resident Inspec¬ 
tor In all aspects of official testing and 
reporting results. Plant laboratory per¬ 
sonnel In such plants may be licensed by 
the USDA to perform official duties. 

(ill) An approved central control 
laboratory serving more than one plant 
may be acceptable, If conveniently lo¬ 
cated to the dairy plants, and If samples 
and results can be transmitted without 
undue delay. 

<6> Starter facilities. Adequate facil¬ 
ities shall be provided for the handling 
of starter cultures. The facilities shall 
not be located near areas where contam¬ 
ination is likely to occur. 

(7) Grading and inspection room. 
When grading or inspection of product 
is performed the plants shall furnish a 
room or designated area specifically for 
this purpose. The room or area shall be 
suitably located, sufficient in size, well 
lighted (see 58.126d>, ventilated and the 
temperature shall be not less than 60* P. 
It shall be kept clean and dry. free from 
foreign odors ond reasonably free from 
disturbing elements which would inter¬ 
fere with proper concentration by the 
grader or inspector. The grading or in¬ 
spection room or area shall be equipped 
with a table or desk and convenient facil¬ 
ities for washing hands. 

<8> Resident inspector's facilities. In 
resident plants, an office or space shall be 
provided for official purposes. The room 
or space should be conveniently located 
in or near the approved laboratory, ade¬ 
quate in size, and equipped with desk 
and' a lockable storage supply cabinet, 
and clothes locker. It shall be well 
lighted, ventilated or air conditioned, and 
heated. Custodial .service shall be fur¬ 
nished on a regular basis. 

<9> Lunch rooms and eating areas. 
When these areas are provided, they (a) 
shall be kept clean and orderly. <b) 
should not open directly into any room 
in which milk or dairy products arc proc¬ 
essed. manufactured or packaged, and 
(c) signs shall be posted directing em¬ 
ployees to wash their hands before re¬ 
turning to work. 

§ 38.127 Facilities 

(a) Water supply. There shall be an 
ample supply of both hot and cold water 
of safe and sanitary quality, with ade¬ 
quate facilities for its proper distribu¬ 
tion throughout the plant, and protected 
against contamination. Water from 
other facilities. w r hen officially approved, 
may be used for boiler feed water and 
condenser water provided that such 
water lines are completely separated 
from the water lines carrying the 
sanitary w^ater supply, and the equip¬ 
ment is so constructed and controlled 
as to preclude contamination of product 
contact surfaces. There shall be no cross 
connection between potable water lines 
and non-potable w’ater lines or between 
public and private water supplies. Bac¬ 
teriological examinations shall be made 
of the plant’s sanitary water supply 
taken at the plant at least twice a year, 
or as often as necessary to determine 
safety and suitability as related to prod¬ 
uct keeping quality for use in manufac - 


ucts keeping quality for use In manu- 
be made by a USDA or State agency 
laboratory except for supplies that are 
regularly tested for purity and bac¬ 
teriological quality, and approved by the 
local health officer. The results of all 
water tests shall be kept on file at the 
plant for which the test was performed. 

The location, construction, and opera¬ 
tion of any well shall comply with regu¬ 
lations of the appropriate agency. 

(b) Drinking-water facilities. Drink¬ 
ing-water facilities of a sanitary type 
shall be provided in the plant and should 
be conveniently located. 

(o) Hand-washing facilities. Conven¬ 
ient hand-wasliing facilities shall be pro¬ 
vided. including hot and cold running 
water, soap or other detergents, and 
sanitary single service towels or air 
driers. Such accommodations shall be 
located in or adjacent to toilet and 
dressing rooms and also at such other 
places In the plant os may be essential 
to the cleanliness of al. personnel han¬ 
dling products. Vats for washing equip¬ 
ment or utensils shall not be used as 
hand-washing facilities. Containers shall 
be provided for used towels and other 
wastes. The containers may be metal or 
plastic, disposable or reuseable and 
should have self-closing covers. 

cd> Steam. Steam shall be supplied in 
sufficient volume and pressure for satis¬ 
factory operation of each applicable 
piece of equipment. Culinary steam used 
in direct contact with milk or dairy prod¬ 
ucts shall be free from harmful sub¬ 
stances or extraneous material and only 
those boiler water additives which meet 
the requirements of 21 CFR 121.1088 
shall be used, or a secondary steam gen¬ 
erator shall be used in which soft water 
Is converted to steam and no boiler com¬ 
pounds are used. Steam traps, strainers 
and condensate traps shall be used wher¬ 
ever applicable to insure a satisfactory 
and safe steam supply. Culinary steam 
shall comply with the recommended 
practices for "Producing Culinary Steam 
for Processing Milk and Milk Products’* 
as published by the National Association 
of Food and Dairy Equipment Manufac¬ 
turers, Washington, D.C., April 1963 or 
latest revision thereof. 

(e) Air under pressure. The method 
for supplying air under pressure, which 
comes in contact with milk or dairy 
products or any product contact surface 
shall comply with the 3-A Accepted 
Practices for Supplying Air Under Pres¬ 
sure, 

(f) Disposal of wastes. Dairy wastes 
shall be properly disposed of from the 
plant and premises consistent with re¬ 
quirements Imposed by the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Act. The sewer system 
shall have sufficient slope and capacity 
to readily remove all waste from the var¬ 
ious processing operations. Where a pub¬ 
lic sewer is not available, all wastes shall 
be properly disposed of so as not to con¬ 
taminate milk equipment or to create a 
nuisance or public health hazard. Con¬ 
tainers used for the collection and hold¬ 
ing of wastes shall be constructed of 
metal, plastic, or other equally imper¬ 
vious material and kept covered with 


tight fitting lids. Waste shall be stored in 
an area or room In a manner to protect 
it from flies and vermin. Solid wastes 
shall be disposed of regularly and the 
containers cleaned before re-use. Accu¬ 
mulation of dry waste paper and card¬ 
board shall be kept to a minimum and 
disposed of in a manner that la environ¬ 
mentally acceptable. 


§ 38.128 Equipment and ulrn»ik 

(a) General construction, repair and 
installation. — The equipment and uten¬ 
sils used for the processing of milk and 
manufacture of dairy products shall be 
constructed to be readily demountable 
where necessary for cleaning and sani¬ 
tizing. The product contact surfaces o( 
all utensils and equipment such as hold¬ 
ing tanks, pasteurizers, coolers, vats, agi¬ 
tators, pumps, sanitary piping and fit¬ 
tings or any specialized equipment shall 
be constructed of stainless steel, or other 
materials which under conditions of in¬ 
tended use are as equally corrosion re¬ 
sistant. Non-metalllc parts other than 
glass having product contact surface* 
shall comply with 3-A Sanitary Stand¬ 
ards for Plastic or Rubber and Rubber- 
Like Materials. Equipment and utensils 
used for cleaning shall be In an accept¬ 
able condition, such as not rusty, pitted 
or corroded. All equipment and piping 
shall be designed and installed so as to 
be easily accessible for cleaning, and 
shall be kept in good repair, free from 
cracks and corroded surfaces. New or re¬ 
arranged equipment, shall be set away 
from any wall or spaced In such a man¬ 
ner as to facilitate proper cleaning and 
to maintain good housekeeping. All parts 
or interior surfaces of equipment, pipes 
(except certain piping cleaned-ln-placo 
or flttlngs, including valves and connec¬ 
tions shall be accessible for Inspection 
Milk and dairy product pumps shall be 
of a sanitary type and easily dismantled 
for cleaning or shall be of specially ap¬ 
proved construction to allow effective 
cleaning In place. 

All CXP. systems shall comply with 
the 3-A Accepted Practices for Per¬ 
manently Installed Sanitary Product. 
Pipelines and Cleaning Systems. 

(b) Weigh cans and receiving tanks. 
Weigh cans and receiving tanks shall 
comply with the 3-A Sanitary Standards 
for Weigh Cans and Receiving Tanks for 
Raw Milk and shall be easily accessible 
for cleaning both Inside and outside and 
shall be elevated above the floor and pro¬ 
tected sufficiently with the necessary 
covers or baffles to prevent contamina¬ 
tion from splash, condensate and drip- 
page. Where necessary to provide easy 
access for cleaning of floors and 

wall areas, the receiving tank shall be 
equipped with wheels or casters to allow 
easy removal. ... 

(c) Can washers. Can washers shall 
have sufficient capacity and ability to 
discliarge a clean dry can and cover ana 
shall be kept properly timed in accord¬ 
ance with the instructions of the 
facturer. They should be equipped witn 
proper temperature controls on the wasn 
and rinse tanks and the following odd * 
tional devices: prerinse Jet. wash tan* 
solution feeder, can sanitizing attacn- 
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ment, forced air vapor exhaust, and re¬ 
movable air filter on drying chamber. 
The water and steam lines supplying the 
v usher shall maintain a reasonably uni¬ 
form pressure and if necessary be 
equipped with pressure regulating valves. 
The steam pressure to the can washer 
.should be not less than 80 pounds, and 
the temperature of the wash and final 
rinse solution should be automatically 
controlled and not exceed 140' F. 

<d> Product storage tanks or vats. 
Storage tanks or vats shall be fully en¬ 
closed or tightly covered and well in¬ 
sulated The entire interior surface, 
agitator and all appurtenances shall be 
accessible for thorough cleaning and in¬ 
spection. Any opening at the top of the 
Link or vat including the entrance of the 
shaft shall be suitably protected against 
the entrance of dust, moisture. Insects, 
oil or grease. The sight glasses, if used, 
shall be sound, clear, and in good repair. 
Vats which have hinged covers sha’l be 
easily cleaned and shall be so designed 
that moisture, or dust on the surface 
cannot enter the vat when the covers arc 
raised If the storage tanks or vats are 
equipped with air agitation, the system 
shall be of an approved type and properly 
installed in accordance with the 3-A 
Accepted Practices for Supplying Air 
Under Pressure. Storage tanks or vats 
intended to hold product for longer than 
ap proximately 8 hours shall be equipped 
with adequate refrigeration and/or have 
adequate insulation. New or replacement 
storage tanks or vats shall comply with 
the appropriate 3-A Sanitary Standards 
for Storage Tanks for Milk and MUk 
Product* or Sanitary Standards for SUo- 
Type Storage Tanks for Milk and Milk 
Products and shall be equipped with 
th nnometera in good operating order. 

<c Separators . All product contact 
surfaces of separators shall be free from 
rust and pits and Insofar as practicable 
shall be of stainless steel or other equally 
noncorrosive metals. 

<f> Coil or dome type batch pasteuri¬ 
zers. Coil or dome type batch pasteuri¬ 
zers shall be stainless steel lined and If 
the coil is not stainless steel or other 
equally noncorrosive metal it shall be 
properly tinned over the entire surface. 
Sanitary seal assemblies at the shaft 
ends of coll vats shall be of the removable 
type, except that existing equipment not 
provided with this type gland will be 
acceptable if the packing glands are 
maintained and operated without ad¬ 
verse effects. New or replacement units 
shall be provided with removable pack¬ 
ing glands. Dome type pasteurizer agita¬ 
tors shall be stainless steel except that 
any non-metallic parts shall comply with 
3-ASanttary Standards for Plastic or 
Kuhter and Rubberlike Materials, as ap¬ 
plicable. Each pasteurizer used for heat- 
Product at a temperature of 6* F. 
or more above the minimum pnsteuriza- 
tKH'. temperature need not have the air¬ 
space heater. It shall be equipped with 
an airspace thermometer to insure a 
temperature at least 5* F. above that re¬ 
quired for pasteurization of the product. 
There shall be adequate means of con¬ 
trolling the temperature of the heating 


medium. Batch pasteurizers shall have 
temperature indicating and recording 
devices. 

<g) Short time pasteurizing systems. 
When pasteurization Is Intended or re¬ 
quired. an approved timing pump or 
device, recorder-controller, automatic 
flow diversion valve and holding tube or 
its equivalent, If not a part of the exist¬ 
ing equipment, shall be installed on all 
such equipment used for paste ur‘zatcn. 
to assure complete pasteurization. The 
entire facility shall comply with the 
3-A Accepted Practices for the Sanitary 
Construction, Installation. Testing and 
Opcrutlon of High Temperature Short 
Time Pasteurizers. After the unit has 
been tested according to the 3-A Ac¬ 
cepted Practices, the timing pump or 
device and the recorder controller shall 
be sealed at the correct setting to as¬ 
sure pasteurization. The system should 
be rechecked semi-annually to assure 
continued compliance with the 3-A Ac¬ 
cepted Practices. Sealing and rechecking 
of the unit shall be performed by the 
control authority having jurisdiction. 
When direct steam pasteurizers are used, 
the steam, prior to entering the 
product, shall be conducted through a 
steam strainer and a steam purifier 
equipped with a steam trap and only 
steam meeting the requirements for culi¬ 
nary steam shall be used. 

<h> Thermometers and recorders. (1) 
Indicating thermometers. <i) Long stem 
Indicating thermometers which ore ac¬ 
curate within 0.5* F., plus or minus, for 
the applicable temperature range, shall 
be provided for checking the tempera¬ 
ture of pasteurization and cooling of 
products In vats and checking the ac¬ 
curacy of recording thermometers. 

(ii> Short stem indicating thermom¬ 
eters, which are accurate within 0.5* F.. 
plus or minus, for the applicable tem¬ 
perature range, shall be installed in the 
proper stationary position in all 
pasteurizers. Storage tanks where tem¬ 
perature readings are required shall have 
thermometers which are accurate within 
2.0 s F. f plus or minus. 

(iii) Air space indicating thermom¬ 
eters, where applicable, which are ac¬ 
curate within 1.0* F. # plus or minus, for 
the proper temperature range shall also 
be installed above the surface of the 
products pasteurized in vats, to make 
certain that the temperature of the foam 
and/or air above the products pasteur¬ 
ized also received the required minimum 
temperature treatment. 

(2) Recording thermometers, (i) Re¬ 
cording thermometers that are accurate 
within 1* F., plus or minus, for the 
applicable temperature range, shall be 
used on each heat treating, pasteurizing 
or thermal processing unit to record the 
heating process. 

<il> Additional use of recording 
thermometers accurate within 2* F.. plus 
or minus may be required where a record 
of temperature or time of cooling and 
holding Is of significant importance. 

(iii) Recorder charts shall be marked 
to show date and plant Identification, 
reading of the indicating thermometer 
at a particular referenced rending point 


on the recording chart, amount and 
name of product, product temperature at 
which the "cut-in” and "cut-out” func¬ 
tion. record of the period in which flow 
diversion valve is in forward-flow posi¬ 
tion, signature or initials of operator. 

<i) Surface coolers. Surface coolers 
shall be equipped with hinged or re¬ 
movable covers for the protection of the 
product. The edges of the fins shall be so 
designed as to divert condensate on non¬ 
product contact surfaces away from 
product contact surfaces. All gaskets or 
swivel connections shall be leak proof. 

0) Plate type heat exchangers. Plate 
type heat exchanger shall comply with 
the 3-A Sanitary Standards Plate Type 
Heat Exchangers for Milk and Milk 
Products. All gaskets shall be tight and 
kept in good operating order. Plates 
shall be opened for inspection by the op¬ 
erator at sufficiently frequent Intervals to 
determine if the equipment is clean and 
in satisfactory* condition. A cleaning 
regimen should be posted to Insure 
proper cleaning procedures between In¬ 
spection periods. 

<k> Internal return tubular heat ex¬ 
changers. Internal return tubular heat 
exchangers shall comply with the 3-A 
Sanitary Standards for Internal Return 
Tubular Heat Exchangers for Use with 
Milk and Milk Products. 

<1> Pumps. Pumps used for milk, and 
dairy products shall be of the sanitary 
type and constructed to comply with 3-A 
Sanitary Standards for Pumps for Milk 
and Milk Products. Unless pumps are 
specifically designed for effective clean- 
ing-in-place they shall be disassembled 
and thoroughly cleaned after use. 

<m) Scales. All scales shall comply 
with National Bureau of Standards 
Handbook 44. (Latest revision). 

(1) Small capacity scales shall be 
capable of the following accuracy, and 
shall be graduated In no higher than 
one ounce graduations. (This table 
taken from the presently effective 1973 
revision.)

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Compliance shall be determined by the 
appropriate regulatory authority. 

<n> Homogenizers. Homogenizers and 
high pressure pumps of the plunger type 
shall comply with the 3-A Sanitary 
Standards for Homogenizers and Pumps 
of the Plunger Type and shall be disas¬ 
sembled and thoroughly cleaned after 
use. 

<o) New cQUipment and replacements. 
New equipment and replacements, in¬ 
cluding ail plastic parts and rubber and 
rubberlike materials for parts and 
gaskets having product contact surfaces, 
shall comply with the then current 3-A 
Sanitary Standards. If 3-A Sanitary 
Standards are not available, such equip¬ 
ment and replacements shall meet the 
general requirements of this section. Only 
material that is sanitary, readily clean- 
able and non-toxic shall be used for 
product contact surfaces, parts and 
gaskets. 

(p) Vacuumizing equipment. The vac¬ 
uum chamber, as used for flavor con¬ 
trol, shall be made of stainless steel or 
other equally corrosion resistant metal. 
The unit shall be constructed to facilitate 
cleaning and all product contact sur¬ 
faces shall be accessible for inspection. 
Vacuum chambers located on the 
pasteurized side of the unit sh&U be 
Isolated by means of a vacuum breaker 
and a positive activated check valve on 
the product inlet side and a vacuum 
breaker and a positive activated check 
valve on the discharge side. If direct 
steam is used, it should also be equipped 
with a ratio controller to regulate the 
composition when applicable to the fin¬ 
ished product. Only steam which meets 
the requirements for culinary steam 
shall be used. The incoming steam sup¬ 
ply shall be regulated by an automatic 
solenoid valve which will cut ofT the 
steam supply in the event the flow diver¬ 
sion valve of the pasteurizer is not in the 
forward flow position. Condensers when 
used shall be equipped with a water level 
control and an automatic safety shutoff 
valve. 

Personnel, Cleanliness and Health 
§ 38.129 (If«nlinc«9, 

All employees shall wash their hands 
before beginning work and upon return- 
eating. smoking or otherw ise soiling their 
ing to work after using toilet facilities, 
hands. They shall keep their hands clean 
and follow good hygienic practices while 
on duty. Expectorating or use of tobacco 
in any form shall be prohibited in each 
room and compartment where any milk, 
dairy products, or supplies are prepared, 
stored or otherwise handled. Clean white 
or light-colored washable or disposable 
outer garments and caps (paper caps, 
hard hats, or hair nets acceptable) shall 
be worn to adequately protect the hair 
and beards when grown by ail persons 
engaged in receiving, testing, processing 
milk, manufacturing, packaging or han¬ 
dling dairy products. 

SS8.I30 Health. 

No person afflicted with a communi¬ 
cable disease shall be permitted in any 
room or compartment where milk and 
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dairy products are prepared, manufac¬ 
tured or otherwise handled. No person 
who has a discharging or Infected wound, 
sore or lesion on hands, arms or other 
exposed portion of the body shall work 
in any dairy processing rooms or in any 
capacity resulting In contact with milk, 
or dairy products. Each employee whose 
work brings him in contact with the 
processing or handling of dairy products, 
containers or equipment should have a 
medical and physical examination by a 
registered physician or by the local de¬ 
partment of health at the time of em¬ 
ployment. An employee returning to work 
follow'ing illness from a communicable 
disease shall have a certificate from the 
attending physician to establish proof of 
complete recovery. 

Protection and Transport or Raw 
Milk and Cream 

§ 38.131 Equipment and 

(a). ( 1 ) Milk cans. Cans used In trans¬ 
porting milk from dairy farm to plant 
shall be of such construction (preferably 
seamless with umbrella lids) as to be 
easily cleaned, and shall be inspected, 
repaired, and replaced as necessary to ex¬ 
clude substantially the use of cans and 
lids with open seams, cracks, rust, milk- 
stone. or any unsanitary condition. Ade¬ 
quate provisions should be made so that 
milk in cans will be cooled Immediately 
after milking to 50* P. or lower unless 
delivered to the plant within two hours 
after milking. 

(2) Farm bulk tanks. Farm bulk tanks 
shall comply with 3-A Sanitary Farm 
Cooling and Holding Tanks or 3-A Sani¬ 
tary Standards for Farm Cooling and 
Holding Tanks or 3-A Sanitary Stand¬ 
ards for Farm Milk Storage Tanks as 
applicable. They shall be installed in a 
milk house in accordance with the re¬ 
quirements of the regulatory agency in 
jurisdiction. The bulk cooling tanks shall 
be designed and equipped with refrigera¬ 
tion to permit the cooling of the milk to 
40’ F. or lower within two hours after 
milking, and maintain it at 45* F. or 
below until picked up. 

<b) (1) Receiving stations. Receiving 
stations shall comply with the applicable 
sections of this subpart covering premises, 
buildings, facilities, equipment, utensils, 
personnel, cleanliness and health. 

(2) Transfer stations. Transfer sta¬ 
tions shall comply with the applicable 
sections of this subpart covering 
premises, floors, lighting, water supply, 
hand-washing facilities, disposal of 
wastes, general construction, repair and 
installation of equipment, piping and 
utensils and personnel—cleanliness and 
health. As climatic and operating condi¬ 
tions require the transfer station shall 
comply with the applicable sections for 
walls ceilings, doors and windows. 

(3> Cream stations . Cream stations 
shall provide adequate protection And 
facilities for the handling, transferring 
and cooling of farm separated cream. 
The area shall be large enough to avoid 
undue crowding with a normal volume of 
business and shall be separated from 
other areas and the outside by self clos¬ 
ing. tight fitting doors. AU openings shall 


be screened during fly season. The floor, 
walls and celling shall be of satisfactory 
construction, in good repair and kept 
clean- Lighting and ventilation shall 
meet the requirements of section 58.12G 
(d>. Cooling facilities shall be provided 
to cool the cream to 50* F. or lower un¬ 
less shipped within 8 hours after receipt. 
Facilities shall be provided to wash, 
sanitize and store cans and equipment 
used in the operation. The cream should 
not be more than four days old when 
picked up for delivery to the processing 
plant 

(cMl) Transporting milk or cream 
Vehicles used for the transportation of 
can milk or cream shall be of the enclose d 
type, constructed and operated to protect 
the product from extreme temperature, 
dust, or other adverse conditions and they 
shall be kept clean. Decking boards or 
rocks shall be provided where more than 
one tier of cans is carried. Cans or vehi¬ 
cles used for the transportation of milk 
from the farm to the plant shah not be 
used for transporting skim milk, butter¬ 
milk, or w hey to producers. 

(2) Transport tanks. The exterior shell 
shall be clean and free from open seams 
or cracks which would permit liquid to 
enter the Jacket The interior shell shall 
be stainless steel and so constructed that 
it will not buckle, sag or prevent eomplete 
drainage. All product contact surfaces 
shall be smooth, easily cleaned and main¬ 
tained in good repair. The pump and hose 
cabinet shall be fully enclosed with tight 
fitting doors and the inlet and outlet 
shall be provided with dust covers to give 
adequate protection from road dust Tank 
manholes should be equipped with an 
adequate filtering system during loading 
and unloading. New and replacement 
transport tanks shall comply with 3-A 
Sanitary Standards for Stainless Steel 
Automotive Milk and Milk Products 
Transportation Tanks for Bulk Delivery 
and/or Farm Pick-up Service. 

(3) Facilities for cleaning and sani¬ 
tizing. Enclosed or covered facilities (as 
climatic conditions require) shall be 
available for washing and sanitizing of 
transport tanks, piping, and accessories, 
at central locations or at all plants that 
receive or ship milk or milk products in 
transport tanks. 

(d) Transfer of mWc to transport tank. 
Milk shall be transferred under sanitary 
conditions from farm bulk tanks through 
stainless steel piping or approved tubing. 
The sanitary piping and tubing shall be 
capped w’hcn not in use. 

Quality Specifications roa Raw Milk 
§ 38,132 Ila»i* for rlawifinition. 

Raw milk for manufacturing purpose*, 
from all individual producers, shall be 
based on the following: organoleptic ex¬ 
amination (appearance and odor>, qual¬ 
ity control tests for sediment content, 
and bacterial estimate. In addition, milk 
from cows treated with antibiotics shall 
be excluded for such period of time as is 
necessary to have the milk free from 
antibiotics. All milk received from pro¬ 
ducers shall not exceed Federal Food and 
Drug Administration's established lim¬ 
its for pesticide residues. Producers shall 
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be promptly notified of any shipment or 
iK>rtlon thereof of their milk that fails 
to meet any of these quality specifica¬ 
tions.

For testing 
bulk milk, a mixed one-pint sample shall 
be tested. Sediment content shall be 
based on comparison with applicable 
charts of Sediment Standards described 
in Subpart T 58.2728 through 58.2731 of 
this part.

A sample 
shall be taken from each farm bulk tank. 

<d) Acceptance or rejection of milk.

If the sediment disc Is classified 
No. 4 the milk shall be rejected: Provided 
that it the shipment of milk is com¬ 
mingled with other milk in a transport

(c) Frequency of tests. At least once 
each month, at irregular intervals, a 
mixed sample of each producer's milk 
shall be tested. 

(d» Acceptance of milk. It the sample 
of milk is classified as No. 1 or No. 2 the 
producer's milk may be accepted without 
qualification. If the sample Is classified 
as “Undergrade" (probational* the pro¬ 
ducer's milk may be accepted for a tem¬ 
porary period of four weeks. The pro¬ 
ducer of "Undergrade" milk shall be 
notified immediately. 

<e> Retests. Additional samples shall 
be tested and classified at least weekly 
and the producer notified immediately 
of the results.

Thereafter, the milk shall 
be tested in accordance with the pro¬ 
cedure established for regular shippers.

Accurate records, listing the results 
of quality tests of each producer, shall 
be kept on file at the receiving plant 
where performed and shall be available 
for examination by the inspector.

A representative of the plant should 
arrange to promptly visit each producer 
shipping milk which docs not meet the 
requirements for acceptable milk, for 
the purpose of inspecting the equipment, 
utensils and facilities at the farm and 
to offer constructive assistance tor im¬ 
provement in the quality of the milk. A 
representative of the plant should visit 
each producer as often as practicable to 
assLst in and encourage the production 
of high quality milk. 

§38.141 Allrmatr quality ronlrol pro* 
grant* 

When a plant has in operation an ac¬ 
ceptable quality program, at the pro¬ 
ducer level, which Is approved by the 
Administrator as being effective in ob¬ 
taining results comparable to or higher 
than the quality program as outlined 
above for milk or cream, then such a 
program may be accepted In lieu of the 
program herein prescribed. 

Operations and Operating Procedures 
§ 58.1 12 Prwlurt qunlit* anti Muhillty. 

The receiving, holding and processing 
of milk and cream and the manufactur¬ 
ing. handling, packaging, storing and 
delivery of dairy products shall be in ac¬ 
cordance with clean and sanitary 
methods, consistent with good com¬ 
mercial practices to promote the produc¬ 
tion of the highest quality of finished 
product and improve product stability. 
Milk should not be more than three 
days old when picked up from the 
producer and delivered to the plant, re¬ 
ceiving station or transfer station. 


§38.113 Raw product Murage. 

All milk shall be held and processed 
under conditions and at temperatures 
that will avoid contamination and rapid 
deterioration. Drip milk from can wash¬ 
ers and any other source shall not be 
used for the manufacture of dairy prod¬ 
ucts. Bulk milk in storage tanks within 
the dairy plant shall be handled in such 
a manner as to minimize bacterial in¬ 
crease and shall be maintained at 45’ F. 
or lower until processing begins. This 
docs not preclude holding milk at higher 
temperatures for a period of time, where 
applicable to particular manufacturing 
or processing practices. 

The bacteriological quality of com¬ 
mingled milk in storage tanks shall not 
exceed 3,000.000/ml. 

§ 38.1 Ft PiiMrurl/At!on or ul(ra*pi»v 
leu fixation. 

When pasteurization or ultra-pas¬ 
teurization is intended or required, or 
when a product is designated “pas¬ 
teurized” or “ultra-pasteurized” every 
particle of the product shall be subjected 
to such temperatures and holding 
periods in approved systems as will as¬ 
sure proper pasteurization or ultra-pas¬ 
teurization of the product. The heat 
treatment by either process shall be suf¬ 
ficient to Insure public health safety and 
to assure adequate keeping quality, yet 
retaining the most desirable flavor and 
body characteristics of the finished prod¬ 
uct. 

§38.113 Composition ami *l»oln»4mic- 

nrns 

All necessary precautions shall be 
taken to prevent contamination or 
adulteration of the milk or dairy prod¬ 
ucts during manufacturing. All sub¬ 
stances and ingredients used in the 
processing or manufacturing of any dairy 
product shall be subject to inspection 
and shall be wholesome and practically 
free from impurities. The finished prod¬ 
ucts shall comply with the requirements 
of the Federal Food. Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act as to their composition and whole¬ 
someness. 

§ 38.1 16 Cleaning and sanitizing treat¬ 
ment. 

<a» Equipment and utensils. The 
equipment, sanitary piping and utensils 
used in receiving and processing of the 
milk, and manufacturing and handling 
of the product shall be maintained in a 
sanitary condition. Sanitary seal assem¬ 
blies shall be removable on all agitators, 
pumps, and vats and shall be inspected 
at regular intervals and kept clean. Un¬ 
less other provisions are recommended 
in the following supplement sections, all 
equipment not designed for C. I. P. clean¬ 
ing or mechanical cleaning shall be dis¬ 
assembled after each day's use for 
thorough cleaning. Dairy cleaners, deter¬ 
gents, wetting agents or sanitizing 
agents, or other similar materials which 
will not contaminate or adversely affect 
the products may be used. Steel wool or 
metal sponges shall not be used in the 
cleaning of any dairy equipment or 
utensils. 


Product contact surfaces shall be sub¬ 
jected to an effective sanitizing treat¬ 
ment prior to use, except where dry 
cleaning is permitted. Utensils and port¬ 
able equipment used in processing and 
manufacturing operations shall be stored 
above the floor in clean, dry locations 
and in a self draining position on racks 
constructed of impervious corrosion- 
resistant material. 

C JJP. cleaning or mechanical cleaning 
systems shall be used only on equipment 
and pipeline systems which have been 
designed, engineered and installed for 
that purpose. When such cleaning is used, 
careful attention shall be given to the 
proper procedures to assure satisfactory 
cleaning. All C.LP. installations and 
cleaning procedures shall be in accord¬ 
ance with 3-A Suggested Method for the 
Installation and Cleaning of Cleaned-In- 
Place Sanitary Milk Pipelines for Milk 
and Milk Products Plants. Because of the 
possibilities of corrosion, the recommen¬ 
dations of the cleaning compound manu¬ 
facturer should be followed with respect 
to time, temperature and concentration 
of specific acid or alkaline solutions and 
bactericides. Such cleaning operation 
should be preceded by a thorough rinse at 
approximately 110-115* F. continuously 
discarding the water. Following the cir¬ 
culation of the cleaning solution the 
equipment and lines shall be thoroughly 
rinsed with lukewarm water and checks 
should be made for effectiveness of clean¬ 
ing. All caps, plugs, special fittings, valve 
seats, cross ends, pumps, and tee ends 
shall be opened or removed and brushed 
clean. All non-pasteurized product con¬ 
tact surfaces should be sanitized Imme¬ 
diately prior to starting the product flow, 
the pasteurized product contact surfaces 
shall be given sanitizing treatment. 

(b) Milk cans and can washers. Milk 
cans and lids shall be cleaned, sanitized 
and dried before returning to producer 
Inspection, repair or replacement of cans 
and lids shall be adequate to substan¬ 
tially exclude from use cans and lids 
showing open seams, cracks, rust condi¬ 
tion, milkston© or any unsanitary* 
condition. 

Washers shall be maintained in a clean 
and satisfactory operating condition and 
kept free from accumulation of scale or 
debris which will adversely affect the 
efficiency of the washer. Only washing 
compounds which are compatible with 
the water for effective cleaning, should 
be used. The can washer should be 
checked regularly during the run for 
proper operation. At the end of the day. 
the wash and rinse tanks should be 
drained and cleaned. Jets and strainers 
cleaned, air filters checked and changed 
or cleaned if needed, and checks should 
be made for proper adjustment and con¬ 
dition of mechanical parts. 

(c) Milk transport tanks. A covered or 
enclosed wash dock and cleaning and 
sanitizing facilities shall be available to 
all plants that receive or ship milk in 
tanks. Milk transport tanks, sanitary 
piping, fittings, and pumps shall be 
cleaned and sanitized at least once each 
day after use: provided that, if they are 
not to be used immediately after empty-

ing a load of milk, they shall be washed 
promptly after use and Riven bactericidal 
treatment immediately before use. After 
being washed and sanitized, each tank

of washing and sanitizing, and name of 
person who washed and name of person 
who sanitized the tank.

Adequate plant records shall be main¬ 
tained of all required tests and analyses 
performed in the laboratory or through¬ 
out the plant during storage, processing 
and manufacturing, on all raw milk re¬ 
ceipts and dairy products.

The size, style, and type of packaging 
used for dairy' products shall be com¬ 
mercially acceptable containers and 
packaging materials which will satisfac¬ 
torily cover and protect the quality of the 
contents during storage and regular 
channels of trade and under normal con¬ 
ditions of handling. 

Packaging materials for dairy prod¬ 
ucts shall be selected which will provide 
sufficiently low permeability to air and 
vapor to prevent the formation of mold 
growth and surface oxidation. In addi¬ 
tion. the wrapper should be resistant to 
puncturing, tearing, cracking or breaking 
under normal conditions of handling, 
shipping and storage. When special type 
packaging is used, the instructions of 
the manufacturer shall be followed close¬ 
ly as to its application and methods of 
closure. 

§ «>8. la I Pat'luijrinjc and rrpackaging. 

Packaging dairy products or cutting 
and repackaging all styles of dairy prod¬ 
ucts shall be conducted under rigid sani¬ 
tary conditions. The atmosphere of the 
packaging rooms, the equipment and 
packaging materials shall be practically 
free from mold and bacterial contamina¬ 
tion. Methods for checking the level of 
contamination shall be as prescribed by 
the latest edition of Standard Methods 
or by other satisfactory methods ap¬ 
proved by the Administrator. 

When officially graded bulk dairy prod¬ 
ucts are to be repackaged into consumer 
type packages with official grade labels 
or other official identification, a super¬ 
visor of packaging shall be required, see 
Subpart A of this part. (Title 7, Ch. I, 
Pt.

If the packaging 
or repackaging is done in a plant other

All commercial bulk packages or con¬ 
sumer packaged product containing dairy 
products manufactured iinder the provi¬ 
sions of this subpart shall comply with 
the applicable regulation of the Fbod and 
Drug Administration. 


Storage of Finished Product 
§ 38.133 Dry ntoragr. 

The product should be stored at least 
18 inches from the wail in aisles, rows, 
or sections and lots, in such a manner as 
to be orderly and easily accessible for 
inspection. Rooms should be cleaned 
regularly. It is recommended that dun¬ 
nage or pallets be used when practical 
Care shall be taken In the storage of 
any other product foreign to dairy prod¬ 
ucts in the same room, in order to pre¬ 
vent impairment or damage to the dairy 
product from mold, absorbed odors, or 
vermin or insect infestation. Control of 
humidity and temperature shall be main¬ 
tained at all times, consistent with good 
commercial practices, to prevent condi¬ 
tions detrimental to the product and 
container. 

§ 38.131 Refrigerated »|urage. 

Finished product in containers subject 
to such conditions that win affect its 
usability shall be placed on shelves, 
dunnage or pnllets and properly identi¬ 
fied. It shall be stored under tempera¬ 
tures that will best maintain the initial 
quality. The product shall not be exposed 
to anything from which it might absorb 
any foreign odors or be contaminated by 
drippage or condensation. 

Inspection. Grading and Officiai Identi¬ 
fication 

§ 38.133 (»radini:. 

Daily products which have been proc¬ 
essed or manufactured in accordance 
with the provisions of tills subpart may 
be graded by the grader in accordance 
with the U.S. Standards for Grades, 
laboratory analyses, when required in 
determining the final grade shall be con¬ 
ducted in an approved laboratory. 

§38.136 Inspection. 

Dairy products, which have been proc¬ 
essed or manufactured In an approved 
plant, and for which there are no official 
U.S. Standards for Grades, shall be in¬ 
spected for quality by the Inspector in 
accordance with contract requirements 
or product specifications established by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture or 
other Federal agency or buyer and seller. 
Laboratory analysis when required shall 
be conducted in an approved laboratory. 

§33.137 Inspection or grading rertifi- 
rafte*. 

All dairy products which have been 
processed or manufactured, packaged 
and inspected or graded in accordance 
with the provision of this part may be 
covered by an Inspection or grading cer¬ 
tificate issued by the inspector or grader. 

§ 38.138 Official identification. 

(a) Application for authority to apply 
official identification to packaging mate¬ 
rial or containers shall be made In ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of Subpart 
A of this part. (Title 7. Ch. I. Pt. 58. secs. 
58.48-58.57 of the Code of Federal Regu¬ 
lations )

(b) Only dairy products received, proc¬ 
essed. or manufactured In accordance 
with the specifications contained in this 
subpart and inspected and/or graded In 
accordance with the provisions of this 
part may be Identified with official iden¬ 
tification. 

EXPLANATION OP TEAMS 
§ 58.159 Term*. 

<a> Fresh and sweet. Free from “old 
milk” flavor of developed acidity or other 
oil-flavors. 

(b) Normal feed. Regional feed flavors, 
such as alfalfa, clover, silage, or similar 
feeds or grasses (weed flavors, such as 
peppergrass, French weed, onion, garlic, 
or other obnoxious weeds, excluded). 

<C) Off •flavors. Tastes or odors, such 
as utensil, bitter, barny. or other associ¬ 
ated defects when present to a degree 
readily detectable. 

(d) Developed acidity. An apparent 
Increase from the normal acidity of the 
milk to a degree of taste and odor which 
is detectable. 

(e) Extraneous matter. Foreign sub¬ 
stances, such as filth, hair, insects and 
fragments thereof, and rodents, and ma¬ 
terials. such as metal, fiber, wood and 
glass. 

(f) Sediment. Fine particles of mate¬ 
rial other than the foreign substances 
and materials defined in paragraph <e> 
of this section. 

(g) CJJP . The abbreviation of an ap¬ 
proved system of cleaning pipelines 
called “Clean ed-in-Place.“ 

(h) Mechanical cleaning. Denotes 
cleaning solely by circulation and/or 
flowing chemical detergent solution and 
water rinses onto and over the surfaces 
to be cleaned, by mechanical means. 

Supplemental Specifications for Plants 
Manufacturing. Processing and Pack¬ 
aging Nonfat Dry Milk, Instant Non¬ 
fat Dry Milk, Dry Whole Milk, and 
Dry Buttermilk 

Definitions 

§ 58.205 Mranins of won 1 *. 

For the purpose of the regulations In 
this subpart, words in the singular form 
shall be deemed to impart the plural and 
vice versa, as the case may demand. Un¬ 
less the context otherwise requires, the 
following terms shall have the following 
meaning: 

<a> Nonfat dry milk . The pasteurized 
product resulting from the removal of fat 
and water from milk, and contains the 
lactose, milk proteins, and milk minerals 
in the same relative proportions as in the 
fresh milk from which made. It shall not 
contain buttermilk, or any added pre¬ 
servative. neutralizing agent or other 
chemical. 

(b) Instant nonfat dry milk. Nonfat 
dry milk which has been produced in such 
a manner as to substantially improve its 
dispersing and rellquiflcation character¬ 
istics over that produced by the conven¬ 
tional process. 

(c) Dry whole milk. The pasteurized 
product resulting from the removal of 
water from milk and contains the lactose, 
milk proteins, milk fat, and milk minerals 


in the same relative proportions as in the 
fresh milk from which made. The milk 
may be standardized but shall not con¬ 
tain buttermilk, or any added preserva¬ 
tive. neutralizing agent or other chem¬ 
icals. 

(d) Dry buttermilk. The product re¬ 
sulting from drying liquid buttermilk, 
derived from the manufacture of sweet 
cream butter, which has been pasteur¬ 
ized either before or during the process 
of manufacture, with or without the ad¬ 
dition of lactic culture and to which no 
alkali or other chemical preservatives 
has been added. 

Rooms and Compartments 
§ 58.210 Dry MornRo of product. 

Storage rooms for the dry storage of 
product shall be adequate in size, kept 
clean, orderly, free from rodents, insects, 
and mold, and maintained in good re¬ 
pair. They shall be adequately lighted 
and ventilated. The ceilings, walls, beams 
and floors should be free from structural 
defects and inaccessible false areas 
which may harbor iasects. 

g 58.211 Packaging room for bulk 
product*. 

A separate room or area shall be pro¬ 
vided for filling bulk containers, and 
shall be constructed in accordance with 
section 58.126. The number of control 
panels and switch boxes In this area 
should be kept to a minimum. Control 
panels shall be mounted a sufficient dis¬ 
tance from the wails to facilitate clean¬ 
ing or satisfactorily sealed to the wall, or 
shall be mounted in the wall and pro¬ 
vided with tight fitting removable doors 
to facilitate cleaning. An adequate ex¬ 
haust system shall be provided to mini¬ 
mize the accumulation of product dust 
within the packaging room and where 
needed, a dust collector shall be pro¬ 
vided and properly maintained to keep 
roofs and outside areas free of dry prod¬ 
uct. Only packaging materials that are 
used within a day’s operation may bo 
kept in the packaging area. These ma¬ 
terials shall be kept on metal racks or 
tables at least six inches off the floor. 
Unnecessary fixtures, equipment, or 
false areas which may collect dust and 
harbor insects, should not be allowed in 
the packaging room. 

§ 58.212 Hoppor or clump room. 

A separate room shall be provided for 
the transfer of bulk dry dairy products 
to the hoppers and conveyors which lead 
to the fillers. This room shall meet the 
same requirements for construction and 
facilities as the bulk packaging opera¬ 
tion. Areas and facilities provided for 
the transfer of dry dairy products from 
portable bulk bins will be accepted if 
gasketed surfaces or direct connections 
are used that appreciably eliminate the 
escape of product into the area. 

§58.213 Krpnrknging room. 

A separate room shall be provided for 
the filling of small packages and shall 
meet the same requirements for con¬ 
struction and facilities as the bulk 
packaging operation. 


Equipment and Utensils 

§ 58.21 l Ccnrml construction, repair 
and installation. 

All equipment and utensils necessary 
to the manufacture of dry milk prod¬ 
ucts. including pasteurizer, timing-pump 
or device, flow diversion valve and re¬ 
corder controller, shall meet the same 
general requirements as outlined in sec¬ 
tion 58.128 of this Subpart. In addition, 
for certain other equipment the follow¬ 
ing requirements shall be met. 

§58.215 Prc-hcatrr*. 

Tlie pre-heaters shall be of stainless 
steel or other equally corrosion resistant 
material, cleanable. accessible for in¬ 
spection and shall be equipped with 
suitable automatic temperature controls. 

§ 58.216 Hot well*. 

The hotweUs shall be enclosed or cov¬ 
ered and should be equipped with Indi¬ 
cating thermometers either in the hot- 
well or in the hot milk inlet line to the 
hotwcll. If used for holding high heat 
products, they should also have record¬ 
ers. 

§ 58.217 Evaporator* and/or vacuum 
pan*. 

Evaporators or vacuum pans or both, 
with open type condensers shall be 
equipped with an automatic con¬ 
denser water level control, barometric 
leg. or so constructed so as to 
prevent water from entering the product. 
New or replacement units shall comply 
with the 3-A Sanitary Standard? lor 
Milk and Milk Products Evaporators and 
Vacuum Pans. When enclosed type con¬ 
densers are used, no special controls are 
needed to prevent water from entering 
the product. Water collected from the 
condensing of product (cow water* in 
tills equipment may be utilized for pre¬ 
rinsing and cleaning solution make-up: 
provided It is equipped with proper con¬ 
trols that will automatically divert 
water with entrained solids to the waste 
water system. * 4 C ow water” shall not be 
used for acidified or final equipment 
rinse. 

§ 58.218 Surge tank*. 

If surge tanks are used for hot milk, 
and temperatures of product including 
foam being held in the surge tank dur¬ 
ing processing, is not maintained at a 
minimum of 150* F. then two or more 
surge tanks shall be installed with cross 
connections to permit flushing and 
cleaning during operation. Covers easily 
removable for cleaning shall be provided 
and used at all times. 

§ 58.219 High procure pump* ami line*. 

High pressure lines may be deaned-in- 
place and shall be of such construction 
that dead ends, valves and the high pres¬ 
sure pumps can be disassembled for hand 
cleaning. The high pressure pump snail 
comply with the 3-A Sanitary Standard 
for Homogenize rs and Pumps of tne 
Plunger Type. 

§ 58.220 Drying SyMent*. 

(a) Spray dryers. Spray dryers shall 
be of a continuous discharge type anu 
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ail product contact surfaces shall be of 
'tainleas steel or other equally corrosion 
re&lstA&l material. All joints and seams 
in the product contact surfaces shall be 
welded and ground smooth. All dryers 
shall be constructed so as to facilitate 
ease In cleaning and inspection. Sight 
glosses or ports of sufficient size shall be 
located at strategic positions. Dryers 
.sri&ll be equipped with suitable air intake 
filters. The filter system shall comply 
w ith the applicable requirements of the 
3-A Accepted Practices for Milk and 
Milk Products Spray Drying Systems. 
The filtering system shall be cleaned or 
comjxkncnt parts replacec as often as 
necessary to maintain a clean and ade¬ 
quate air supply. Ia gas fired dryers, pre¬ 
cautions should be taken to assure com¬ 
plete combustion. Air shall be drawn into 
the dryer from sources free from objec¬ 
tionable odors and smoke, dust or dirt 
New systems, replacement systems, or 
portions of systems replaced shall com¬ 
ply with the requirements of the 3-A Ac¬ 
cepted Practices for Milk and Milk 
Products Spray Drying Systems. 

<b> Rotter dryers, (1) The drums of a 
roller dryer shall be smooth, readily 
cksmable and free of pits and rust. The 
knives shall be maintained in such condi¬ 
tion so as not to cause scoring of the 
drums. 

(2) The end boards shall have an im¬ 
pervious surface and be readily clean- 
able They shall be provided with a means 
of adjustment to prevent leakage and 
accumulation of milk solids. The stack, 
hood, the drip pan inside of the hood and 
related shields shall be constructed of 
stainless steel and be readily cleanable. 
The lower edge of the hood shall be con¬ 
structed so as to prevent condensate from 
entering the product zone. The hood shall 
be properly located and the stack of ade¬ 
quate capacity to remove the vapors. The 
stack shall be closed when the dryer is 
not in operation. The augers shall be 
stainless steel or properly plated, and 
readily cleanable. The auger troughs and 
related shields shall be of stainless steel 
and be readily cleanable. All air enter¬ 
ing the dryer room shall be filtered to 
eliminate dust and dirt. The filter sys¬ 
tem shall consist of filtering media or de¬ 
vice that will effectively, and In accord- 
Mice with good commercial practices, 
prevent the entrance of foreign sub¬ 
stances into the drying room. The filter- 
in? system shall be cleaned or compo¬ 
nent parts replaced as often as necessary 
to maintain a clean and adequate air 
supply. All dryer adjustments shall be 
made and the dryer operating normally 
before food grade product is collected 
from the dryer. 

(c) Other drying systems. These sys¬ 
tems shall be constructed following the 
applicable principles of the 3-A Accepted 
Practices for Milk and Milk Products 
Spray Drying Systems.

Collectors shall be made of stainless 
steel or equally noncorrosive material 
and should be constructed to facilitate 
cleaning and Inspection Filter sack col- 
'eeiors, if used, shall be In good condition 
ftn< * the system shall be of such construc¬ 


tion that all parts are accessible for 
cleaning and inspection. Conveyors shall 
be of stainless steel or equally corrosion 
resistant material and should be con¬ 
structed to facilitate thorough cleaning 
and Inspection. 

6 ->82222 Dry dairy product moling 
equipment. 

Coding equipment shall be provided 
with sufficient capacity to cool the prod¬ 
uct as specified in 58.240. A suitable dry 
air supply with an effective filtering sys¬ 
tem meeting the requirements of 58.- 
220^a) shall be provided where air cool¬ 
ing and conveying is used. 

§ 58.223 Special treatment rt|uiptm'tit. 

Any special equipment (instantizers, 
hammer mills, etc.) used to treat dry 
milk products shall be of sanitary con¬ 
struction and an parts shall be accessible 
for cleaning and inspection. New or 
replacement instantizlng systems shall 
comply with the 3-A Accepted Practices 
for Imtantizing Systems for Dry Milk 
and Dry Milk Products. 

§ 58.224 Stf&cnu 

All newly installed sifters used for dry 
milk and dry milk products shaU com¬ 
ply with the 3-A Sanitary Standards for 
Sifters for Dry Milk and Dry Milk Prod¬ 
ucts. All other sifters shall be constructed 
of stainless steel or other equally non- 
corrosive material and shall b** of sani¬ 
tary construction and accessible for 
cleaning and Inspection. The mesh si 2 c 
of sifter screen used for various dry 
dairy products shall be those recom¬ 
mended In the appendix of the 3-A 
Standard for sifters. 

§ 582225 Qothxnjc and »laoc rover*. 

Clean clothing and shoe covens shall 
be provided exclusively for the purpose 
of cleaning the interior of the dryer 
when it is necessary to enter the dryer 
to perform the cleaning operation. 

§ 58.226 Portable and Malionarv bulk 
bins# 

Bulk bins shall be constructed of stain¬ 
less steel, aluminum or other equally 
corrosion resistant materials, free from 
cracks, seams and must have an interior 
surface that is relatively smooth and 
easily cleanable. All product contact sur¬ 
faces shall be easily accessible for clean¬ 
ing. The capacity of each portable and 
bulk bln shall be limited to permit proper 
operating procedures such as sampling 
and daily removal of all product to pre¬ 
clude commingling of different days pro¬ 
duction. 

§ 58.227 Sampling dnirr. 

If automatic sampling devices are used, 
they shaU be constructed In such a man¬ 
ner as to prevent contamination of the 
product, and all parts must be readily 
accessible for cleaning. The type of 
sampler and the sampling procedure 
shall be as approved by the Adminis¬ 
trator. 

§ 58*228 Dump hopprr*. •rnm*. nth* 
m and conveyor*. 

The product contact surfaces of dump 
hoppers, screens, mixers and conveyors 


which are used in the process of trans¬ 
ferring dry products from bulk contain¬ 
ers to fillers for small packages or con¬ 
tainers. shall be of stainless or equally 
corrosion resistant material and designed 
to prevent contamination. All parts 
should be accessible for cleaning. The 
dump hoppers shall be of such height 
above floor level as to prevent foreign 
material or spilled product from enter¬ 
ing the hopper. 

§ 58.22*) Filler and packaging equip¬ 
ment. 

All filling and packaging equipment 
shall be of sanitary construction and all 
parte. Including valves and filler heads 
accessible for cleaning. New or replace¬ 
ment equipment should comply with the 
3A Sanitary Standards for equipment 
for Packaging Dry Milk and Dry Milk 
Products. 

§ 58.234) Heavy duty vacuum cleaner*. 

Each plant handling dry milk products 
shall be equipped with a heavy duty in¬ 
dustrial vacuum cleaner. The vacuum 
cleaner shall be of a type that has a 
collector or disposable bag which will not 
necontAminate the atmosphere of the 
processing and packaging areas. Regular 
scheduling shaU be established for Its 
use in vacuuming applicable areas. 

Quality Specifications for Raw 
Materials 

§ 58.231 General. 

All raw materials received at the dry¬ 
ing plant shaU meet the following quality 
specifications. 

§ 582232 Milk. 

Raw’ mUk shall meet the requirements 
as outlined in section 58.132 thru 58.138 
and. unless processed within two hours 
after being received. It shaU be cooled 
to and held at a temperature of 45 c F. or 
lower until processed. 

S 58.233 Skim milk. 

The skim milk shall be separated from 
whole milk meeting the requirements as 
outlined in section 58.132 thru 58.138, and 
unless processed Immediately. It shall be 
cooled to and maintained at a tempera¬ 
ture of 45* F. or lower from the time of 
separating until the time of processing. 

§ 58.23 1 Butlrrmilk. 

Buttermilk for drying shall be fresh, 
sweet, and from the churning of sweet 
cream butter, with or without the addi¬ 
tion of harmless lactic culture. No neu- 
traUzing agent or chemical preservative 
may be added. Fluid buttermilk, unless 
cultured, shall be held at 45* F. or lower 
unless processed within 2 hours. 

§ 58.235 Modified dry milk product*. 

Dry milk products to which approved 
neutralizing agents or chemicals have 
been added or constituents removed to 
alter their original characteristics for 
processing or usage shall come from 
products meeting the requirements of 
58.232. 58.233, or 58.234. These products 
shall meet the applicable labeling re¬ 
quirements. 
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Operations and Operating Procedures 

§ 58.236 P«»truru!alion and lirot treat¬ 
ment. 

All milk and buttermilk used In the 
manufacture of dry milk products and 
modified dry milk products shall be 
pasteurized at the plant where dried, 
except that acidified buttermilk con¬ 
taining 40 percent or more solids may be 
transported to another plant for drying 
without repasteurization. Provided the 
condensed product is handled according 
to sanitary conditions approved by the 
Administrator. 

(a) Pasteurization. (1) Ail milk or 
skim milk to be used in 4hc manufacture 
of nonfat dry milk shall be pasteurized 
prior to condensing at a minimum tem¬ 
perature of 161° P. for at least 15 seconds 
or Us equivalent in bacterial destruction. 
Condensed milk products made from 
pasteurized milk may be transported to a 
drying plant, provided that it shall be 
effectively repasteurized at the drying 
plant, prior to drying, at no less than 
166* F. for 15 seconds or its equivalent In 
bacterial destruction. 

(2) Ail buttermilk shall be pasteurized 
prior to condensing at a temperature of 
161 • P. for 15 seconds or its equivalent in 
bacterial destruction. 

<b> Heat treatment. 

(1) High-heat. The finished product 
shall not exceed 1.5 mg. undenatured 
whey protein nitrogen per gram of non¬ 
fat dry milk as classified In the Ui3. 
Standards for Grades of Nonfat Dry 
Milk <Spray Process). 

(2) Medium-heat. The finished prod¬ 
uct shall show undenatured whey pro¬ 
tein nitrogen between the levels of “high- 
heat” and •'low-heat’* (1.51 to 5.99 mg.>. 

(3) Low-heat. The finished product 
shall show not less than 6.0 undenatured 
whey protein nitrogen per gram of non¬ 
fat dry milk as classified in the U.S. 
Standards for Grades of Nonfat Dry Milk 
(Spray Process). 

§ 58.237 Condrmecl -urge supply. 

Surge tanks or balance tanks if used 
between the evaporators and dryer shall 
be used to hold only the minimum 
amount of condensed product necessary 
for a uniform flow to the dryers. Such 
tanks holding product at temperatures 
below 150' F. shall be completely emptied 
and washed after each 4 hours of opera¬ 
tion or less. Alternate tanks shall be pro¬ 
vided to permit continuous operation 
during washing of tanks. 

§ 58.238 Condrnucd Morngc lank*. 

Excess production of condensed prod¬ 
uct over that which the dryer will take 
continuously from the pans should be 
bypassed through a cooler Into a storage 
tank at 50" P. or lower and held at this 
temperature until used. 

Product cut-off points shall be made 
at least every 24 hours and the tank 
completely emptied, washed, and sani¬ 
tized before reuse. 

§ 58.239 Doing. 

Each dryer should be operated to 
produce the highest quality dry product 
consistent with the most efficient opera¬ 


tion. The dry products shall be removed 
from the drying chamber continuously 
during the drying process. 

g 58.210 Cooling dry product*. 

Prior to packaging and immediately 
following removal from toe drying cham¬ 
ber the dry product shall be cooled to 
a temperature not exceeding 110* F, 
however, if the product Is to be held in 
a bulk bin the temperature should be 
reduced to approximately 90* P but shall 
be not more than 110* F. 

§58.211 Parkaging, repackaging and 
storage. 

(a) Containers. Packages or containers 
used for the packaging of nonfat dry 
milk or other dry milk products shall be 
any clean, sound commercially accepted 
container or packaging material which 
will satisfactorily protect the contents 
through the regular channels of trade, 
without significant Impairment of quality 
with respect to flavor, w’holesomeness or 
moisture content under tlie normal con¬ 
ditions of handling. In no Instance will 
containers which have previously been 
used for nonfood items, or food items 
which would be deleterious to the dairy 
product be allowed to be used for the bulk 
handling of dairy products. 

<b> Filling. Empty containers shall be 
protected at all times from possible con¬ 
tamination and containers which are to 
be lined shall not be prepared more than 
one hour in advance of filling. Every pre¬ 
caution shall be taken during the filling 
operation to minimize product dust and 
spillage. When necessary a mechanical 
shaker shall be provided; the tapping or 
pounding of containers should be pro¬ 
hibited. The containers shall be closed 
Immediately after filling and the exte¬ 
riors shall be vacuumed or brushed when 
necessary to render them practically free 
of residual product before being trans¬ 
ferred from the filling room to the pallet¬ 
ing or dry storage areas. 

<c) Repackaging. The entire repack¬ 
aging operation shall be conducted In a 
sanitary manner with all precautions 
taken to prevent contamination and to 
minimize dust. All exterior surfaces of 
individual containers shall be practically 
free of product before overwrapping or 
packing In shipping containers. The room 
shall be kept free of dust accumulation. 
w f aste. cartons, liners, or other refuse. 
Conveyors, packaging and carton making 
equipment shall be vacuumed frequent¬ 
ly during the operating day to prevent 
the accumulation of dust. No bottles or 
glass materials of any kind shall be per¬ 
mitted In the repackaging or hopper 
room. The inlet openings of all hoppers 
and bins shall be of minimum size, 
screened and placed well above the floor 
level. The room and all packaging equip¬ 
ment shall be cleaned as often as neces¬ 
sary to maintain a sanitary operation. 
Close attention shall be given to clean¬ 
ing equipment where residues of the 
dry product may accumulate. A thorough 
clean-up including window's, doors, 
walls, light fixtures and ledges, should 
be performed as frequently as Is neces¬ 
sary to maintain a high standard of 
cleanliness and sanitation. All waste dry 


dairy products including dribble product 
at the fillers, shall be properly identified 
and disposed of as animal feed. 

(d) Storage. (1) Product. The pack¬ 
aged dry milk product shall be stored 
or so arranged In aisles, rows, or sections 
and lots at least 18 inches from any wall 
and in such a manner as to be orderly, 
easily accessible for Inspection or for 
cleaning of the room. All bogs and small 
containers of products shall be placed 
on pallets elevated from the floor. Prod¬ 
uct in small containers may be stored by 
methods preventing direct contact with 
the floor when the condition of the con¬ 
tainer is satisfactorily maintained. The 
storage room shall be kept clean and dry 
and all openings protected against en¬ 
trance of insects and rodents. 

(2) Supplies. All supplies shall be 
placed on dunnage or pallets and ar¬ 
ranged in an orderly manner for acces¬ 
sibility and cleaning of the room. It is 
preferable that supplies be stored In an 
area separate from that used for storing 
the dry products. Supplies shall be kept 
enclosed In their original wrapping ma¬ 
terial until used. After removal of sup¬ 
plies from their original containers, t hey 
shall be kept in an enclosed metal 
cabinet, bins or on shelving and if not 
enclosed shall be protected from powder, 
and dust or other contamination. The 
room should be vacuumed as often as 
necessary and kept clean and orderly. 

§ 58.242 Product adulteration. 

All necessary precautions shall be 
taken throughout the entire operation to 
prevent the adulteration of one product 
with another. The commingling of one 
type of liquid or dry product with another 
shall be considered as an adulteration of 
that product. This does not prohibit the 
normal standardization of like products 
In accordance with good commercird 
practices or the production of specific 
products for special uses, provided appli- 
able labeling requirements are met. 

§ 5fid! 13 Checking quality. 

All milk, milk products and dry milk 
products shall be subject to inspection 
and analysis by the dairy plant for qual¬ 
ity and condition throughout each pro¬ 
cessing operation. Periodically samples of 
product and environmental material 
shall be tested for salmonella. Test re¬ 
sults shall be negative when samples are 
tested for salmonella. Line samples 
should be taken periodically as an aid to 
quality control in addition to the regular 
routine analysis made on the finished 
products. 

§ 58.211 Number of nainplr*. 

As many samples shall be taken from 
each dryer production lot as U necessary 
to assure proper composition and quality 
control. A sufficient number of repre¬ 
sentative samples from the lot shall be 
taken to assure compliance with tno 
stated net weight on the container. 

§ 58.213 Mrlhtxl of official sample 
yafcu 

Samples shall be tested according to 
the applicable methods of laboratory 
analysis contained in DA Instruction

§ 38.246 Cleaning of drym, collectors, 
conveyors, ducts, sifters ond storage 
bins. 

This equipment shall be cleaned as 
often as is necessary to maintain such 
equipment in a clean and sanitary con¬ 
dition. The kind of cleaning procedure 
either wet or dry and the frequency of 
cleaning shall be based upon observa¬ 
tion of actual operating results and 
conditions. 

§ .*>3.247 In*cct and rodent control pro¬ 
gram. 

In addition to any commercial pest 
control service, if one is utilised, a spe¬ 
cially designated employee should be 
made responsible for the performance of 
a regularly scheduled insect and rodent 
control program as jutllned in University 
of Wisconsin Extension Bulletin A2518 
or ubsequent revisions thereof, or one 
equivalent thereto. 

ReccL jhemknts for Finished Products 

Blaring USDA Official Identifica¬ 
tion 

§ .>8.2 18 Nonfat dry milk. 

Nonfat dry milk in commercial bulk 
containers bearing an official Identifica¬ 
tion shall meet the requirements of U.8. 
Extra Grade or U.S. Standard Grade. 

Regular nonfat dry milk In consumer 
size packages which bears on official 
identification shall meet the require¬ 
ments of XJJS. Extra Grade. In addition, 
the nonfat dry milk shall be sampled and 
tested in accordance with ft 58.244 and 
58-245. 

§ 38.2-19 Instant nonfat dry milk. 

(a) Only Instant nonfat dry milk 
manufactured and packaged in accord¬ 
ance with the requirements of this part 
and with the applicable requirements in 
Subpart A of this part which has been 
officially inspected in process and found 
to be in compliance with these require¬ 
ments may be Identified with the official 
USDA U.8. Extra Grade, processed and 
Packed inspection shield. 

<b) Instant nonfat dry milk shall meet 
the applicable standard for U.8. Extra 
Grade. 

§ 38.230 Dry wliolr milk. 

Dry whole milk in commercial bulk 
containers which bears an official identi¬ 
fication shall meet the requirements for 
the UB. Standards for Grades of Dry 
whole Milk. Quality requirements for 
dry whole milk In consumer packages 
shall be for U.S. Extra Grade and shall 
be gas packed with an oxygen content 
of not more than 2.0 percent. 

§ *>8.251 Dry bulUrinllk. 

The quality requirements for all dry 
buttermilk bearing official Identification 
shall be in accordance with U.S. Stand¬ 
ards for Grades of Dry Buttermilk. Dry 
cultured buttermilk shall meet the same 
requirements as listed above except that 


allowances shall be made for increased 
acidity due to the culture process. 

Supplemental Specifications for Plants 

Manufacturing, Processing and Pack¬ 
aging Butter and Related Products 

Definitions 

g 50.305 Mrnrting of word*. 

For the purpose of the regulations in 
this subpart, words in the singular form 
shall be deemed to impart the plural and 
vice versa, as the case may demand. Un¬ 
less the context otherwise requires, the 
following terms shall have the following 
meaning. 

(a) Buffer. The food product usually 
known as butter, and which is made ex¬ 
clusively from milk or cream, or both, 
with or without common salt, with or 
without additional coloring matter, and 
containing not less than 80 percent by 
weight of mlikfat, all tolerances having 
been allowed for. 

(b> ButterolL The food product result¬ 
ing from the removal of practically all 
of the moisture and solids-not-fat from 
butter. It contains not less than 99.6 per¬ 
cent fat, and not more than 0.3 percent 
moisture; and not more than 0.1 percent 
other butter constituents, of which the 
salt shall be not more than 0.05 percent. 

(c) Anhydrous milkfat. The food prod¬ 
uct resulting from the removal of prac¬ 
tically all of the moisture and the solids- 
not-fat from pasteurized cream. It con¬ 
tains not less than 99.8 percent fat, and 
not more than 0.15 percent moisture. 

(d) Frozen cream. Sweet cream which 
has been pasteurized and frozen. It con¬ 
tains approximately 40 percent milkfat, 

(e) Plastic cream. Sweet cream which 
has been pasteurized and contains ap¬ 
proximately 80 percent milkfat. 

(f) Whipped butter. Butter which has 
been stirred or whipped to incorporate 
air or inert gas, until Us volume has been 
Increased up to a range of from 50 to 
100 percent. It contains not less than 
80.0 percent fat by weight. 

Rooms and Compartments 

g 58.311 Cooler* and frrrrer*. 

The coolers and freezers shall be 
equipped with facilities for maintaining 
proper temperature and humidity condi¬ 
tions. consistent with good commercial 
practices for the applicable product, to 
protect the quality and condition of the 
products during storage or during tem¬ 
pering prior to further processing. Cool¬ 
ers and freezers shall be kept clean, 
orderly, free from insects, rodents, and 
mold, and maintained in good repair. 
They shall be adequately lighted and 
proper circulation of air shall be main¬ 
tained at all times. The iloors, walls, and 
ceilings shall be of such construction as 
to permit thorough cleaning. 

g 58.312 Churn room*. 

Chum rooms in addition to proper con¬ 
struction and sanitation shall be so 
equipped that the air is kept free from 
objectionable odors and vapors and ex¬ 
treme temperatures by means of ade¬ 
quate ventilation and exhaust systems 
or air conditioning and heating facilities. 


g 58.313 Print and lmlk parkaging 
room*. 

Rooms used for packaging print or bulk 
butter and related products should, in 
addition to proper construction and sani¬ 
tation. provide an atmosphere relatively 
free from mold (not more than 15 colo¬ 
nies per plate during a 15 min. exposure), 
dust, or other air-borne contamination 
and maintain a reasonable room tem¬ 
perature in accordance with good com¬ 
mercial practices. 

Equipment and Utensils 

§ 58*311 General construction, repair 
and inutallntion. 

All equipment and utensils necessary 
to the manufacture of butter and related 
products shall meet the same general re¬ 
quirements as outlined in section 58.128. 
In addition for certain other equipment, 
the following requirements shall be met. 

§ 58.315 Continuous churn*. 

All product contact surfaces of the 
churn and related equipment shall be of 
noncorrosive material. All non-metallic 
product contact surfaces shall comply 
with 3-A Standards for Plastic, Rubber, 
and Rubber-Like Materials. All product 
contact surfaces of the chum and related 
equipment shall be readily accessible for 
cleaning and Inspection. Construction 
shall follow the applicable principles of 
the 3-A Sanitary Standards. 

g 58.316 Conventional churn*. 

Chums shall be constructed of alumi¬ 
num. stainless steel or equally corrosion 
resistant metal, free from cracks, and in 
good repair. All gasket material shall be 
fat resistant, nontoxic and reasonably 
durable. 8cals around the doors shall be 
tight 

g 58.317 Bulk Uuttcr truck*, boat*, 
trxturhcn, and packer*. 

Bulk butter trucks, boats, texturizers, 
and packers shall be constructed of alu¬ 
minum, stainless steel, or equally corro¬ 
sion resistant metal free from cracks, 
seams and must have a surface that is 
relatively smooth and easily deanable. 
All non-metal lie product surfaces shall 
comply with 3-A Standards for Plastic, 
Rubber, and Rubber-Like Material. 

g 58.318 Butter, frozen or plnsti'* crcnni 
melting machine*. 

Shavers, shredders or melting ma¬ 
chines used for rapid melting of butter, 
frozen or plastic cream shall be of stain¬ 
less steel or equally corrosion resistant 
metal, free from cracks and of sanitary 
construction, and readily cleanable. 

§58.319 Printing equipment. 

Ail printing equipment shall be de¬ 
signed so as to adequately protect the 
product and be readily demountable for 
cleaning of product contact surfaces. All 
product contact surfaces shall be alumi¬ 
num. stainless steel or equally corrosion 
resistant metal, or plastic, rubber and 
rubber like material w r hich comply with 
3-A standards, except that conveyors 
may be constructed of material which 
can be properly cleaned and maintained 
in a satisfactory manner. 
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§ 58.320 Brine tanks. 

Brine tanks used for the treating of 
parchment liners shall be constructed of 
noncorrosive material and have an ade¬ 
quate and sale means of heating the salt 
solution for the treatment of the liners. 
The tank should also be provided with a 
satisfactory drainage outlet. 

| 58.321 Oram •toriagc tanks. 

Cream storage tanks shall meet the 
requirements of section 58.128(d). Cream 
storage tanks for continuous chums 
should be equipped with effective tem¬ 
perature controls and recording devices. 

Quality Specifications for Raw 
Material 

§ 58.322 Oram. 

Cream separated at an approved plant 
and used for the manufacture of butter 
shall have been derived from raw mate¬ 
rial meeting the requirements as listed 
under $$ 58.132 thru 58.138 of this sub¬ 
part. 

The Inspection of farm-separated 
cream to be used for manufacturing or 
processing into dairy products under this 
pari shall be based cm organoleptic ex¬ 
amination and quality control tests to 
determine suitability of cream at the 
time of delh r ery thereof at the receiving 
plant or substation. 

(a,* Organoleptic examination. Cream 
received at an approved receiving plant, 
or substation shall be identified as to 
the producer, seller, or shipper from 
whom received. Each can of cream In 
each shipment shall be examined for 
physical characteristics, off-taste and 
odors Including those associated with 
developed acidity. The condition of the 
cream shall be wholesome and charac¬ 
teristic of normal cream. The organo¬ 
leptic examination and segregation of 
the cream which is used in the manufac¬ 
turing or processing Into butter, shall be 
consistent with the applicable flavor 
classification of butter set forth In the 
U.8. Standards for Grades of Butter. Any 
cream having pronounced or offensive 
off-taste or odors, or which Is in an ab¬ 
normal condition < including, but not 
being limited to surface mold, foamy, 
yeasty, fruity, or containing extraneous 
matter!. or which is otherwise unwhole¬ 
some. shall be rejected to the producer, 
seller, or shipper and shall not be used 
in the processing or manufacturing of 
dairy' products. 

<b> Sediment content classification . 
(1) For the purpose of quality control 
and establishing a rejection level of 
cream to the producer, seller, or shipper, 
the following classifications of cream 
for sediment shall be applicable using 
USDA Sediment Chart (7 CFR 58.2726) 
as the basis for classification. 

(1) Sediment (off-the-bottom meth¬ 
od): 

No. I—USDA Sediment Standard (not to 
exceed) 0 50 nig. 

No. 2—USDA Sediment Standard (not to 
exceed) 1.00 mg. 

No. 3—USDA Sediment Standard (not to 
exceed) 2.50 mg. 
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(li) Sediment (mixed-can method): 

No. 1—USDA Sediment Standard (not to 
exceed) 0.20 mg. 

No. 2—USDA Sediment Standard (not to 
exceed) 0.30 mg. 

No. 3—USDA 6ed oent Standard (not to 
exceed) 1.00 mg. 

(2) At least twice each month one can 
of cream from each producer, seller, or 
shipper of farm separated cream shall 
be selected at random and tested by using 
the “off-the-bottom” method or the 
“mixed-can” method in accordance with 
acceptable and approved procedures. 

(3> As a supplement to the regular 
sediment testing procedure It is recom¬ 
mended that whole-can filtering facili¬ 
ties be utilized for each can of each ship¬ 
ment of cream from the producer for 
coarse sediment or extraneous matter 
and rejections be made in accordance 
with State or Federal Food and Drug Ad • 
ministration practices. 

(c> Acceptable cream. Cream accepta¬ 
ble pursuant to the requirements of para¬ 
graph la) of this section for organoleptic 
examination and complying with No. 1 
or No. 2 for sediment content may be used 
in the processing or manufacturing of 
dairy products. 

<d) Probaticmal cream. Cream accepta¬ 
ble pursuant to the requirements of para¬ 
graph (a) of tills section for organoleptic 
examination but classified No. 3 for sedi¬ 
ment content may be accepted for proc¬ 
essing in an approved plant for three 
successive deliveries. Thereafter each 
successive delivery shall be tested for 
sediment content prior to acceptance. 
If the sediment content is in excess of 
No. 2 such cream shall be rejected to the 
producer, seller, or shipper, and succes¬ 
sive deliveries shall continue to be re¬ 
jected until the sediment content is No. 
2. or better. As soon as any shipment of 
cream is classified as probationary a rep¬ 
resentative of the plant, receiving plant, 
or substation should contact the pro¬ 
ducer, seller, or shipper involved in the 
production of probational cream and If 
necessary arrange to inspect the equip¬ 
ment. utensils, and facilities at the farm, 
receiving plant or substation and to offer 
constructive assistance for improvement 
in the quality of the cream. 

(e) Rejected cream. (1) The cream 
from a producer, seller or shipper who 
has failed to improve the quality of his 
cream during the probationary period 
so as to meet the requirements of No. 2, 
or better, for sediment shall be rejected 
cream. Any further acceptance of cream 
from such a producer, seller, or shipper 
shall be on the basis of testing each 
shipment for sediment content, prior to 
acceptance to determine if the cream is 
No. 2. or better. If all cans of cream of 
the subsequent shipment meet No. 2, or 
better, such cream shall be classified as 
probational cream. When three succes¬ 
sive shipments indicate cream of No. 2, 
or better, the cream may again be ac¬ 
cepted. subject to regular periodic test¬ 
ing and quality control measures. 

(2) If the Initial new shipment fails to 
meet the requirements of No. 2 cream, 
or better, the plant shall not accept such 


cream until a representative of the plant 
again contacts the producer, seller, or 
shipper for the purpose of offering con¬ 
structive assistance in correcting the un¬ 
satisfactory condition. 

<f> Field service. A representative of 
the plant should arrange to promptly 
contact each producer, seller, or shipj*: 
Involved In the production of probation*] 
or reject cream for the purpose of offer¬ 
ing constructive assistance for the Im¬ 
provement in the quality of the cream, if 
necessary, he should arrange to inspect 
the equipment, utensils, and facilities st 
the farm, receiving plant, or substation. 
A representative of the plant should visit 
each producer, seller, or shipper as often 
as is practicable to assist in and encour¬ 
age the production of high quality cream 

<g> Records. Accurate plant records 
listing the results of quality tests made 
on raw cream shall be maintained on 
cream from each producer, seller, or ship¬ 
per. Each producer, seller, or shipper, 
shipping probational or rejected cream, 
all all be informed immediately of the re¬ 
sults of such quality tests. Producer, 
sellers, or shippers, shipping No. l and 
No. 2 cream should receive such informa¬ 
tion at the time of regular remittance: 
Such records shall be available for ex¬ 
amination by the Inspector and kept on 
file for at least one year. 

(h> Alternate Quality program. When 
a processor has in operation an accepta¬ 
ble quality program, at the producer level, 
which Is approved by the Administrator 
as being effective in obtaining results 
comparable to or higher than the quail ty 
program as outlined above for cream, 
then such a program may be accepted in 
lieu of the program herein prescribed. 

§ 58.323 Whipped butter. 

Whipped butter to be eligible for official 
certification with a UB. Grade shield 
shall be graded prior to whipping and 
shall have originated from an approved 
plant. If made from cream in a continu¬ 
ous churning and whipping process, the 
quality of the cream used shall meet the 
requirements of cream for butter of com¬ 
parable U.S. Grade. 

§ 58.321 Bnttrroll. 

To produce butteroll eligible for official 
certification, the butter used shall con¬ 
form to the flavor requirements of U S. 
Grade AA, UB. Grade A. or U.8. Grade 
B, and shall have been manufactured In 
an approved plant. 

§ 58.325 Atih% drotu milt fat. 

Made by a continuous separation proc¬ 
ess directly from milk or cream. To pro¬ 
duce anhydrous mllkfat eligible for offi¬ 
cial certification, the cream used shall be 
comparable to the flavor quality specified 
above for UB. Grade AA or UB. Grade A 
butter. Appearance should be fairly 
smooth and uniform in consistency. The 
cream shall be pasteurized in accordant 
with the procedure for cream for butter 
making <i 58.334a). 

g 58.326 Plastic cream. 

To produce plastic cream eligible for 
official certification, the quality of the 
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cream used shall meet the requirements 
of cream acceptable for the manufacture 
of U.S. Grade AA or U.8. Grade A butter. 

§ 53.327 Froxrn cream. 

To produce frozen cream eligible for 
official certification, the quality of the 
cream used shall meet the requirements 
of cream acceptable for the manufacture 
of UiJ. Grade AA or U.6. Grade A butter. 

§ 53.328 Salt* 

The salt shall be free-flowing, white 
refined sodium chloride and shall meet 
the requirements of The Pood Chemical 

Codex. 

§ 58.329 Color. 

Coloring, when used shall be Annatto 
or any color which is approved by the 
US Pood and Drug Administration. 

§ 58.330 Butter Martcr culture*. 

Harmless bacterial cultures when used 
In the development of flavor components 
In butter and related products shall have 
a pleasing and desirable flavor and shall 
have the ability to transmit these quali¬ 
ties to the finished product. 

§ 58.331 Starter distillate. 

The refined flavor components when 
used to flavor butter and related prod¬ 
ucts. It shall be of food grade quality, 
free of extraneous material and prepared 
in accordance with good commercial 
practice. 

Operations and Operating Procedures 
§ '>8.332 Segregation of ran material. 

The milk and cream received at the 
dairy plant shall meet the quality speci¬ 
fications as Indicated under section 
58.322. The milk and cream should be 
segregated by quality and processed sep¬ 
arately in such a manner that the fin¬ 
ished product will fully meet the require¬ 
ments of a particular U.8. Grade or other 
specification, whichever is applicable. 

§ 58.331 I'uMrurixntion. 

The milk or cream shall be pasteurised 
at the plant ivhere the milk or cream 
Is processed Into the finished product or 
by procedures as set forth by the Admin¬ 
istrator. 

•a) Cream for butter making. The 
cream for butter making shall be pas¬ 
teurized at a temperature of not less than 
1G5* F. and held continuously in a vat at 
such temperature for not less than 30 
minutes; or pasteurized by HTST method 
at a minimum temperature of not less 
than 185* F. for not less than 15 seconds; 
or it shall be pasteurized by any other 
equivalent temperature and holding time 
^hlch will assure adequate pasteuriza¬ 
tion. Additional heat treatment above 
r ie minimum pasteurization require¬ 
ment is advisable to insure improved 
keeping-quality characteristics. 

Adequate pasteurization control shall 
oe used and the diversion valve shall be 
set to divert at no less than 185’ 7. with 
a l j second holding time or Its equivalent 
! n time and temperature to assure pas¬ 
teurization. If the vat or holding method 
P^teurization Is used, vat covers 
nail be closed prior to holding period 
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to assure temperature of air space reach¬ 
ing 5* F. higher than the minimum 
temperature during the holding time. 
Covers shall also be kept dosed during 
the holding and cooling period. 

(b) Cream for plastic or frozen cream . 
The pasteurization of cream for plastic 
or frozen cream shall be accomplished in 
the same manner as in (a) above, ex¬ 
cept. that the temperature for the vat 
method shall be not less than 170* F. for 
not less than 30 minutes, or not less than 
190 f F. for not less than 15 seconds or 
by any other temperature and holding 
time which will assure adequate pas¬ 
teurization and comparable keeping- 
quality characteristics. 

§ 58.333 Quality control tc*u. 

All milk, cream and related products 
are subject to inspection for quality and 
condition throughout each processing 
operation. Quality control tests shall be 
made on flow samples as often as neces¬ 
sary to check the effectiveness of proc¬ 
essing and manufacturing and as an aid 
in correcting deficiencies in processing 
and manufacturing. Routine analysts 
shall be made on raw materials and 
finished products to assure adequate mi¬ 
crobiological, composition and chemical 
control. 

§ 58.336 Firquonrr of sampling for 
quality control of cream, butler and 
related product*. 

fa) Microbiological. Samples shall be 
taken from churnings or batches and 
should be taken as often as is necessary 
to insure microbiological control. 

(b) Composition. Sampling and test¬ 
ing for product composition shall be 
made on chums or batches as often as Is 
necessary to insure adequate composition 
control. For In-plant control, the Koh- 
mnn or modified Kohman test may be 
used. 

fc) Chemical. <1) Acid degree value. 
This test should be made on churnings 
or batches from samples taken from the 
cream as often as is necessary to aid in 
the control of lipase activity. 

(2) Free fatty acid. This test should 
be made on churnings or batches from 
samples taken from the butter as often 
as Is necessary to aid In the coutrol of 
lipase activity. 

<d> Other analysis. Other chemical 
analysis or physical measurements shall 
be performed as often as is necessary to 
insure meeting grade standards and con¬ 
tract specifications. 

(e) Weight or volume control Repre¬ 
sentative samples of the packaged prod¬ 
uct should be checked using procedures 
prescribed by the Administrator during 
the packaging operation to assure com¬ 
pliance with the stated net weight or 
volume on the container. 

<f> Keeping quality and stability. 
Samples from churnings shall be sub¬ 
jected to a seven day keeping quality test 
at a temperature of 72" F. to establish 
and maintain a satisfactory keeping 
quality history. Optionally 98 F. for 48 
hours may be used, however. In case of a 
dispute, the results of the seven days at 
72* F. will prevail. 
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§ 58.337 Official tent method*. 

(a) Chemical. Chemical analyses ex¬ 
cept where otherwise prescribed herein, 
shall be made in accordance with the 
methods described In the latest edition 
of Official Methods of Analysis of the 
Association of Official Analytical Chem¬ 
ists. published by the Association of Offi¬ 
cial Analytical Chemists, The Official 
and Tentative Methods of the American 
Oil Chemists Society or any other meth¬ 
ods giving equivalent results. 

<b> Microbiological. Microbiological 
determinations shall be made in accord¬ 
ance with the methods described or sug¬ 
gested in the latest edition of Standard 
Methods for the Examination of Dairy 
Products, published by the American 
Public Health Association. 

$ 58.338 Composition nn<l *!io1c%onir- 
nm. 

All ingredients used in the manufac¬ 
ture of butter and related products shall 
be subject to inspection and shall be 
wholesome and practically free from im¬ 
purities. Chlorinating facilities shall be 
provided for butter wash water If needed 
and all other necessary precautions shall 
be taken to prevent contamination of 
products. All finished products shall com¬ 
ply with the requirements of the Federal 
Food. Drug and Cosmetic Act. as to com¬ 
position and wholesomeness. 

§ 58.339 Container*. 

(a) Containers used for the packaging 
of butter and related products shall be 
commercially acceptable containers or 
packaging material that will satisfac¬ 
torily protect the quality of the contents 
in regular channels of trade. Caps or 
covers which extend over the lip of the 
container shall be used on all cups or 
tubs containing two pounds or less, to 
protect the product from contamination 
during subsequent handling. 

<b) Liners and wrappers. Supplies of 
parchment liners, wrappers and other 
packaging material shall be protected 
against dust, mold and other possible 
contamination. 

Prior to use, parchment liners for bulk 
butter packages shall be completely im¬ 
mersed in a boiling salt solution in a 
suitable container constructed of stain¬ 
less steel or other equally non-corrosive 
material. The liners shall be maintained 
in the solution for not less than 30 min¬ 
utes. Tho liners shall be effectively 
treated with a solution consisting of at 
least 15 pounds of salt for every 85 
pounds of water and shall be strength¬ 
ened or changed as frequently as neces¬ 
sary to keep the solution full strength 
and In good condition. 

Other liners such as polyethylene shall 
be treated or handled in such a manner 
as to prevent contamination of the liner 
prior to filling. 

(C> Filling bulk butter containers. The 
lined butter containers shall be protected 
from possible contamination prior to fill¬ 
ing. Use of parchment liners may be ac¬ 
complished by alternately Inverting one 
container over the other or stacking the 
lined boxes on their sides in a rack, until 
ready for use. When using polyethylene 
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liners the boxes should be lined Immedi¬ 
ately prior to use. When packing butter 
Into the bulk containers, care shall be 
taken to fill the corners leaving as few 
holes or openings as possible. The sur¬ 
face of the butter as well as the cover¬ 
ing liner shall be smoothed evenly over 
the top surface before closing and seal¬ 
ing the container. Containers should be 
stacked only as high as the firmness of 
the product will support weight, so as 
not to crush or distort tho container. 

§ 58*3 10 Printing and packaging. 

Printing and packaging of consumer 
size containers of butter shall be con¬ 
ducted under sanitary conditions. Sepa¬ 
rate rooms equipped with automatic Ail¬ 
ing and packaging equipment should be 
provided. The outside cartons should be 
removed from bulk butter In a room out¬ 
side of the printing operation but the 
parchment removal and cutting of the 
butter may be done in the print room. 

§58.311 Hr packaging. 

When officially graded or Inspected 
bulk product Is to be repackaged into 
consumer type packages for official grade 
labeling or other official identiAcation, a 
supervisor of packaging shall be re¬ 
quired and the plant, equipment, facili¬ 
ties and personnel shall meet the same 
speciAcations as outlined in this part, in¬ 
cluding such markings or IdentiAcation 
as may be required.

Un¬ 
less the context otherwise requires, the 
following terms shall have the following 
meaning: 
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(a) Cheese. The fresh or matured prod¬ 
uct obtained by draining after coagula¬ 
tion of milk, cream, skimmed or partly 
skimmed milk or a combination of some 
or all of these products and Including 
any cheese that conforms to the provi¬ 
sions of 21 CFR 19.500 up to 19.750, “Defi¬ 
nitions and Standards of Identity for 
Cheese and Cheese Products,*' Food and 
Drug Administration.

Automatic Curd Maker. The auto¬ 
matic curd making system shall be con¬ 
structed of stainless steel or of material 
approved in the 3-A Sanitary Standards 
for Plastic, and Rubber and Rubber-Like 
Material. All areas shall be free from 
cracks and rough surfaces and con¬ 
structed so that they can be easily 
cleaned.

Un¬ 
less the context otherwise requires, the 
following terms shall have the following 
meaning: 

(a) Condensed skim. Skim milk which 
has been condensed to approximately 
one-third the original volume in accord¬ 
ance with standard commercial practice. 

(b) Cottaoe cheese. (I) Cottage cheese 
dry curd . The soft uncured cheese meet¬ 
ing the requirements of 21 CFR 19.525 
Food and Drug Administration. 

(2) Cottage cheese. The soft uncured 
cheese meeting the requirements of 21 
CFR 19.530. Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion. 

<3) Low fat Cottage cheese. The soft 
uncured cheese meeting the requirements 
of 21 CFR 19.531. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration. 

<c) Direct acidification. The produc¬ 
tion of cottage cheese, without the use 
of bacterial starter cultures, through the 
use of approved food grade acids. This 
product shall be labeled according to the 
requirements of 21 CFR 19.530(d). Food 
and Drug Administration. 

<d> Cottage cheese with fruits , nuts , 
chives , or other vegetables. Shall con¬ 
sist of cottage cheese to which has been 
added fruits, nuts, chives or other vege¬ 
tables. The finished cheese shall comply 
with? 58.505(b). 

<e> Cream. The mllkfat portion of milk 
which rises to the surface of milk on 
standing or is separated from it by cen¬ 
trifugal force and contains not less than 
18.0 percent of mllkfat. 

(t) Creaming mixture. The creaming 
mixture consists of cream or a mixture 
of cream with milk or skim milk or both. 
To adjust the solids content, nonfat dry 
milk or concentrated skim milk may be 
added but not to exceed 3.0 percent by 
weight of the creaming mixture. It may 
or may not contain a culture of harm¬ 
less lactic acid and flavor producing bac¬ 
teria. food grade acid. salt, and stabiliz¬ 
ers with or without carriers. The cream¬ 
ing mixture in its final form may or may 
not be homogenized and shall conform 
to the provisions of 21 CFR 19330(b), 
Food and Drug Administration. 

Rooms and Compartments 
§ 58.510 Room* and compartment*. 

(a) Processing operations with open 
cheese vats should be separated from 
other rooms or areas. Excessive person¬ 
nel traffic or other possible contaminat¬ 


ing conditions should be avoided. Rooms, 
compartments, coolers, and dry storage 
space in which any raw material, pack¬ 
aging or ingredients supplies or finished 
products are handled, processed, pack¬ 
aged or stored shall be designed and con¬ 
structed to assure clean and orderly 
operations. 

<b) Ventilation. Processing and pack¬ 
aging rooms or compartments shall be 
ventilated to maintain sanitary condi¬ 
tions. preclude the growth of mold and 
air borne bacterial contaminants, prevent 
undue condensation of w^ater vapor and 
minimize or eliminate objectionable 
odors. To minimize air borne contamina¬ 
tion in processing and packagirg rooms a 
filtered air supply meeting the require¬ 
ments of § 58.510(c) shall be pro¬ 
vided. The incoming air shall exert an 
outward pressure so that the movement 
of air will be outward and prevent the 
movement of unflltered air inward. 

(c) Starter facility. A separate starter 
room or properly designed starter tanks 
and satisfactory air movement tech¬ 
niques shall be provided for the propaga¬ 
tion and handling of starter cultures. All 
necessary precautions shall be taken to 
prevent contamination of the room, 
equipment and the air therein. A filtered 
air supply with a minimum average effi¬ 
ciency of 90% when tested in accordance 
with the ASHRAE Synthetic Dust Arrcst- 
ance Test should be provided so as to ob¬ 
tain an outward movement of air from 
the room to minimize contamination. 

(d) Coolers. Coolers shall be equipped 
with facilities for maintaining proper 
temperature and humidity conditions, 
consistent with good commercial prac¬ 
tices for the applicable product, to pro¬ 
tect the quality and condition of the 
products. Coolers shall be kept clean, or¬ 
derly and free from mold, and main¬ 
tained In good repair. They shall be ade¬ 
quately lighted and proper circulation of 
air shall be maintained at all times. The 
floors, walls, and ceilings shall be of such 
construction as to permit thorough 
cleaning. 

Equipment and Utensils 

§58.511 Genera! construction, repair 
and installation. 

The equipment and utensils used for 
the manufacture and handling of cot¬ 
tage cheese shall be as specified in sec¬ 
tion 58.128. In addition for certain other 
equipment the following requirements 
shall be met. 

§ 58.512 Qicr#f vats ur tanks. 

Cheese vats or tanks shall meet the 
requirements of f 58.416. When di¬ 
rect steam injection is used for heat¬ 
ing the milk, the vat or tank may be of 
single shell construction. The steam 
shall be culinary steam. 

Vats shall be equipped with valves to 
control the heating and cooling medium 
and a suitable sanitary outlet valve. 
Vats used for creaming curd should bo 
equipped with a refrigerated cooling 
medium. A circulating pump for the 
lieating and cooling medium is recom¬ 
mended. 
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§ 58.513 Agit<ito». 

Mechanical agitators shall meet the 
requirements of l 58.417. 

§58.511 Conl<iincr fillew, 

Shall comply with the 3-A Sanitary 
Standards for Equipment for Packaging 
Frozen Desserts and Cottage Cheese. 

§ 58.515 Mixer*. 

Only mixers shall be used which will 
mix the cheese carefully and keep shat¬ 
tering of the curd particles to a mini¬ 
mum. They shall be constructed in such 
a manner as to be readily clcanable. If 
shafts extend through the wall of the 
tank below the level of product, they 
shall be equipped with proper seals 
which are readily removable for clean¬ 
ing and sanitizing. The mixer shall be 
enclosed or equipped with tight fitting 
covers. 

§58.516 Starter v«l§. 

Bulk starter vats shall meet the re* 
qulrements of $ 58.415. 

Quality Specifications for Raw 
Material 

$58,517 General. 

Raw materials used for manufacturing 
cottage cheese shall meet the following 
quality specifications. 

6 58.518 Milk. 

The selection of raw milk for cottage 
cheese shall be in accordance with 
M 58.132 thru 58.138. 

§58.519 Dairy product a. 

(a) Rato skim milk. All raw skim milk 
obtained from a secondary source shall 
be separated from milk meeting the same 
quality requirements for milk as outlined 
in section 58.518 above. Skim milk after 
being pasteurized and separated shall be 
cooled to 45*F or lower unless the skim 
milk is to be set for cheese within two 
hours after pasteurizing. The skim milk 
should not be more than 48 hours old 
from the time the milk was received at 
the plant and the skim milk is set for 
cheese. 

(b) Nonfat dry milk. Nonfat dry milk, 
when used, shall be obtained from milk 
meeting the same quality requirements 
as outlined in 5 58.518 above. It shall 
be processed according to the require¬ 
ments of this Subpart, and should meet 
the requirements of I 58.236(b) (3). 

(c) Condensed skim milk . Condensed 
skim milk, if used, shall be prepared from 
raw milk or skim milk that meets the 
same quality requirements outlined above 
for raw milk or skim milk. It shall be 
cooled promptly after drawing from the 
vacuum pan or evaporator and shall have 
been pasteurized before concentrating or 
during the manufacture. The standard 
plate count of the concentrated milk 
shall not exceed 30.000 per ml. at time 
of use. 

(d> Cream. Any cream used for pre¬ 
paring the dressing for "reamed cottage 
cheese shall be separated from milk 
meeting at least the same quality re¬ 
quirements as the skim milk used for 
making the curd. The flavor of the cream 


shall be fresh and sweet. Cream obtained 
from a secondary source shall meet the 
same requirements. The creaming mix¬ 
ture prepared from this cream, after 
pasteurization, shall have a standard 
plate count of no more than 30.000 per 
ml. 

§ 58.520 Nondairy ingredient*. 

(a) Calcium chloride . Calcium chlo¬ 
ride. when used, shall be of food grade 
quality and free from extraneous mate¬ 
rial. 

<b> Salt . Salt shall be free flowing, 
white refined sodium chloride and shall 
meet the requirements of The Food 
Chemical Codex. 

(c) Other ingredients . Other ingredi¬ 
ents such as fruits, nuts, chives or other 
vegetables used or blended with cottage 
cheese shall be reasonably free of bac¬ 
teria so as not to appreciably Increase 
the bacterial count of the finished prod¬ 
uct. The various ingredients in kind shall 
be consistent in size and color so as to 
produce the desired appearance and ap¬ 
peal of the finished product. The flavor 
of the ingredients used shall be natural 
and represent the intended flavor and 
intensity desired in the finished product. 
Such ingredients shall be clean, whole¬ 
some, of uniformly good quality, free 
from mold, rancid or decomposed parti¬ 
cles. Vegetables used in cottage cheese 
may first be soaked for 15 to 20 minutes 
in a cold 25 to 50 ppm chlorine solution 
to appreciably reduce the bacterial pop¬ 
ulation. After soaking, the vegetables 
shall be drained and used soon there¬ 
after. 

Operations and Operating Procedures 

§ 58.521 PnMruriulion am! product 
flow. 

(a) The skim milk used for the manu¬ 
facture of cottage cheese shall be pas¬ 
teurized not more than 24 hours prior 
to the time of setting by heating every 
particle of skim milk to a temperature 
of 161' F. for not less than 15 seconds 
or by any other combination of tem¬ 
perature and time giving equivalent 
results. All skim milk must be cooled 
promptly to setting temperature. If held 
more than two hours between pasteuriza¬ 
tion and time of setting, the skim milk 
shall be cooled and held at 45* F. or 
lower until set. 

(b) Cream or cheese dressing shall 
be pasteurized at not less than 150° F. 
for not less than 30 minutes or at not 
less than 166° F. for not less than 15 
seconds or by any other combination of 
temperature and time treatment giving 
equivalent results. Cream and cheese 
dressing shall be cooled promptly to 40’ 
F. or lower after pasteurization to aid 
in further cooling of cottage cheese 
curd for improved keeping quality. 

(c) Reconstituted nonfat dry milk for 
cottage cheese manufacture need not 
be re-pasteurized provided it is recon¬ 
stituted within two hours prior to the 
time of setting using water which Is free 
from viable pathogenic or otherwise 
harmful microorganisms as well as 
microorganisms which may cause spoil¬ 
age of cottage cheese. Skim milk sep¬ 


arated from pasteurized whole milk 
need not be re-pasteurized provided it is 
separated in equipment from which all 
traces of raw milk from previous opera¬ 
tions have been removed by proper dean- 
lng and sanitizing.

Nonfat dry milk shall be reconstituted 
In a sanitary manner. 

§ 58.523 Laboratory and quality control 
testa* 

(a) Quality control tests shall be 
made on samples as often as necessary 
to determine the shelf-life and stability 
of the finished product. Routine analyses 
shall be made on raw material and 
finished product to assure satisfactory 
composition, shelf-life and stability. 

(b) Frequency of sampling. (1) Micro- 
biological. Samples of raw milk for test¬ 
ing shall be taken as prescribed in sec¬ 
tion 58.135. Representative samples shall 
be taken of finished cottage cheese and 
from each lot or batch of product used 
as an ingredient. For keeping quality 
tests representative samples shall be 
taken of finished cottage cheese: 

(2) Chemical . (1) Milkfat and Mois- 
ture. Representative samples shall be 
taken of cottage cheese; dry cottage 
cheese shall be tested for moisture only. 

Representative samples shall 
be taken of finished cottage cheese 

(c) Test methods. (1) MkrMologiccl 
Microbiological determinations shall be 
made for coilform, psychrotrophie :.nd 
yeasts and molds. These tests shall be 
mode in accordance with the metnods 
described in the latest edition of Stand¬ 
ard Methods for the Examination of 
Dairy Products, published by the Ameri¬ 
can Public Health Association. 

(2) Chemical. Chemical analysis shall 
be made in accordance with the methods 
described in the latest edition of Official 
Methods of Analysis of the Association 
of Official Analytical Chemists, published 
by the Association of Official Analytical 
Chemists, the latest edition of Standard 
Methods for the Examination of Dairy 
Products, or by other methods giving 
equivalent results. 

§ 58.521 Packaging and general identi¬ 
fication* 

(a) Containers. Containers used for 
packaging cottage cheese shall be any 
commercially acceptable multiple use or 
single service container or packaging ma¬ 
terial which will satisfactorily protect 
the contents through the regular chan¬ 
nels of trade without significant impair¬ 
ment of quality with respect to flavor, or 
contamination under normal conditions 
of handling. Caps or covers which ex¬ 
tend over the lip of the container snau 
be used on all cup6 or tubs containing 
tw o pounds or less, to protect the product 
from contamination during subsequent 
handling. . , 

«b> Packaging. The cheese shall 1* 
packaged In a sanitary manner ana 
automatic filling and capping equipment 
shall be used on all small sizes, tm 
containers shall be checked weighed dur¬ 
ing the filling operation to assure tney 
are filled uniformly to not less than the 
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stated net weight on the container. Also 
care shall be taken that the cottage 
cheese be of uniform consistency at the 
time of packaging to assure legal com¬ 
position in all packages. 

(c) General identification. Bulk pack¬ 
ages containing cottage cheese shall be 
adequately and legibly marked with the 
name of the product, net weight, name 
and address of the manufacturer, lot 
number, code or date of packaging and 
any other identification as may be re¬ 
quired. Consumer size packaged products 
shall meet the applicable regulations of 
the Food and Drug Administration. 

§ 38.523 Storage* of fitmlird product. 

Cottage cheese after packaging shall 
be promptly stored at a temperature of 
45* F. or lower to maintain quality and 
condition until loaded for distribution. 
During distribution and storage prior to 
sale the product should be maintained at 
a temperature of 45" F. or lower. The 
product shall not be exposed to foreign 
odors or conditions such as drippage or 
condensation that might cause package 
or product damage. Packaged cottage 
cheese shall not be placed directly on 
floors.

§ 58.526 Official identification. 

(a) Only cottage cheese manufactured 
and packaged In accordance with the 
requirements of this part and with the 
applicable requirements In Subpart A of 
this part which has been officially in¬ 
spected in process and found to be in 
compliance with these requirements may 
be identified with the official USDA 
Quality Approved Inspection Shield. 

fl» Nonfat dry milk. Nonfat dry milk, 
when used in cottage cheese bearing of¬ 
ficial identification, shall meet the re¬ 
quirements for U.S. Extra Grade (Spray 
Process), at time of use. and should be 
of U.S. Low Heat Classification (not less 
than 6.0 mg. undenatured whey protein 
nitrogen per gram of nonfat dry milk). 
In addition, the nonfat dry milk shall 
have a direct microscopic count not ex¬ 
ceeding 75 million per gram. The age of 
the nonfat dry milk shall be covered by 
a USDA grading certificate, evidencing 
compliance with quality requirements, 
dated not more than 6 months prior to 
use of the dry milk. In the interim be¬ 
tween manufacture and use. the nonfat 
dry milk shall be stored in a clean, dry. 
vermin-free space. In any case, if the 
nonfat dry milk is more than 120 days 
old. at time of use, It shall be examined 
for flavor to make certain that it meets 
the requirements for UB.

§ lliriiral require menu. 

<a) Flavor. The cottage cheese shall 
possess a mild pleasing flavor, similar to 
fresh whole milk or light cream and may 
Possess the delicate flavor and aroma of 
a good lactic starter. The product may 
possess to a slight degree a feed, acid, 

°f salty flavor but shall be free from 
cnalky, bitter, utensil, fruity, yeasty, or 
other objectionable flavors. 


(b) Body and texture . The curd par¬ 
ticles shall have a meaty texture, but 
sufficiently tender to permit proper ab¬ 
sorption of cream or cheese dressing. 
The texture shall be smooth and vel¬ 
vety and shall not be mealy, crumbly, 
pasty, sticky, mushy, watery*, rubbery 
or slimy or possess any other objec¬ 
tionable characteristics of body and 
texture. Small curd style (cut with y 4 
inch knives) should have curd particles 
approximately *4 inch or less in size.

(d> Sherbet. The product conforming 
to the requirements of section 20.4 “Def¬ 
initions and Standards of Identity for 
Frozen Desserts,” US. Food and Drug 
Administration (21 CFR 20.4). 

<©) Mellorine. The product conform¬ 
ing to the requirements of section 20.8 
“Definitions and Standards of Identity 
for Frozen Desserts.” U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (21 CFR 20.8). 

(f> Overrun . The trade expression 
used to reference the increase in volume 
of the frozen product over the volume of 
the mix. This increase in volume is due 
to air being whipped into the product 
during the freezing process. It is ex¬ 
pressed as percent of the volume of the 
mix. 

(g) Mix. The trade name for the com¬ 
bined and processed ingredients which 
after freezing become a frozen dessert. 

Rooms and Compartments 
§ 58.619 Mix prorcMing room. 

The rooms used for combining mix in¬ 
gredients and processing the mix shall 
meet the applicable requirements for 
rooms specified in section 58.126. The 
room shall be ventilated to remove mois¬ 
ture and prevent condensation from 
forming on walls and ceiling. The room 
shall be well lighted. 

§ 58.620 Freezing and purknging room*. 

The rooms used for freezing and pack¬ 
aging frozen desserts shall be adequate 
in size to permit satisfactory air circu¬ 
lation and maintained in a clean and 
sanitary condition. The rooms shall be 
constructed in the same manner as pre¬ 
scribed above for mix rooms. 

§58.621 Frfnins liinnrL. 

Freezing tunnels for quick freezing at 
extremely low temperatures shall be de¬ 
signed and constructed as to insure ease 
in cleaning and satisfactory conditions 
of operation. 

§ 58.622 Hardening and storage room*. 

Hardening and storage rooms for 
frozen desserts shall be constructed of 
satisfactory material for this purpose 
The rooms shall be maintained in a clean 
and orderly manner. Adequate shelves, 
bins, or pallets shall be provided to keep 
the packages of finished products off the 
floor and to prevent damage to the con¬ 
tainers. Sufficient refrigeration should be 
provided to insure adequate storage 
temperature (-10* or lower*. Air shall be 
circulated to maintain uniform temper¬ 
ature throughout the rooms. A vestibule 
or double entry way should be provided 
to minimize heat shock of the frozen 
products.

Homogcnlzer shall comply with 3-A 
Sanitary Standards. 
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§ 58.62 4 Frcrzcr*. 

Product contact surfaces of freezers 
used to lower the temperature of the liq¬ 
uid mix to a semi-frozen mass by a stir¬ 
ring action shall be constructed of a 
stainless steel or equally corrosion resist¬ 
ant metal and all parts easily accessible 
for cleaning and sanitizing. Batch and 
continuous freezers should comply with 
the applicable 3~A Standards. 

§ 58.625 Fruit or *yrup fmlm. 

Fruit or syrup feeders Inject flavoring 
material into the semi-frozen product. 
Product contact surfaces shall be con¬ 
structed of stainless steel or equally 
corrosion resistant metal and all pumps 
shall be in accordance to 3-A Sanitary 
Standards for dairy equipment. The 
feeder shall be constructed to enable 
complete disassembly for cleaning and 
sanitizing.

The destruction of living organisms

(a) Chemical. Chemical analysis, ex¬ 
cept where otherwise prescribed herein, 
shall be made In accordance with the 
methods described In the latest edition 
of Official Methods of Analysis of the 
AOAC or by the latest edition of Stand¬ 
ard Methods for the Examination of 
Dairy Products. 

(b) Microbiological Microbiological 
determinations shall be made in accord¬ 
ance with the methods described in the 
latest edition of Standard Methods for 
the Examination of Dairy Products.

PART 101-41—AUDIT OF 
TRANSPORTATION PAYMENTS 

• 1. Purpose. This regulation establishes 
In 41 CFR Chapter 101—Federal Property 
Management Regulations, those policies 
and procedures formerly set forth In 4 
CFR Subchapter O—Transportation, gov¬ 
erning the cud it of payments for domestic 
and foreign freight and passenger trans¬ 
portation services furnished for the ac¬ 
count of the United States. • 


2. Effective date. This regulation is 
effective on October 12.1975. 

3. Expiration date. This regulation ex¬ 
pires September 30.* 1976. unless sooner 
revised or superseded. Prior to the ex¬ 
piration date, tills regulation will be codi¬ 
fied In the permanent regulations of the 
General Services Administration iGSA) 
appearing in Title 41 CFR. Public Con¬ 
tracts and Property Management. 

4. Applicability. The provisions of this 
regulation apply to all agencies as de¬ 
fined in S 101-41.002 of attachment A. 

5. Background, a. Prior to the enact¬ 
ment of the General Accounting Office 
Act Of 1974 (Pub. L, 93-604; 86 SUt 
1959), the Comptroller General of the 
United States was responsible for 
promulgating regulations governing the 
auditing and adjusting of payments for 
transportation sendees furnished for the 
account of the United States. That au¬ 
thority was vested in the Comptroller 
General by the Transportation Act of 
1940, as amended (49 U.S.C. 66>. How¬ 
ever. Pub. L. 93-604 further amended the 
Transportation Act transferring author¬ 
ity for the audit of transportation pay- 
menu from the Comptroller General to 
the Administrator of General Services, 
or his designee. 

b. Pursuant to certain provisions of 
Pub. L. 93-604. a detailed plan was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register on Au¬ 
gust 12, 1975 (40 FR 33867) for the 
transfer of personnel and related re¬ 
sources from the General Accounting 
Office to GSA. such transfer to be effec¬ 
tive on October 12.1975. 

c. This regulation, promulgated by the 
Administrator of General Services, pro¬ 
vides for the continuity of legal rela¬ 
tionships between Government agencies 
and those commercial activities which 
provide transportation services thereto 
for the account of the United States by 
transferring and restructuring the appli¬ 
cable policies and procedures from Title 

4 CFR Subchapter D—Transportation, 
and Title 5 of the GAO Policy and Proce¬ 
dures Manual for Guidance of Federal 
Agencies to Title 41 CFR—Public Con¬ 
tracts and Property Management. Like¬ 
wise, the Comptroller General of the 
United States will promulgate appropri¬ 
ate amendments to Title 4 CFR and Title 

5 of the GAO Manual. 
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7. Policy . The attachment A to this 
regulation is hereby made a par t of the 
regulations of GSA os 41 CFR 101-41 
subject to the intent to codify such 
regulations as set forth in paragraph 3. 

8. Assistance. Agencies may request 
the assistance of GSA in complying with 
the provisions of this regulation by con¬ 
tacting the General Services Administra¬ 
tion cFZAPP). Chester A. Arthur Build¬ 
ing, Washington. D.C. 20406. 

9. Distribution, a. This regulation wlH 
be distributed to <1) Government activi¬ 
ties that have submitted a GSA Form 
2053, Agency Consolidated Requirements 
for GSA Regulations and External Is¬ 
suances. and <2) Government and non- 
Govcrnment activities identified on a 
GAO-furnished list as having previously 
established requirements to receive 
changes to Title 5 of the GAO Policy 
and Procedures Manual for Guidance of 
Federal Agencies. 

b. Government activities should verify 
their continuing requirements for GSA 
regulations pertaining to the audit of 
transportation payments iFPMR 101— 
41). In the event a Government activity 
receives a duplicate distribution of this 
regulation, or receives distribution from 
only the GAO furnished list, the publica¬ 
tions liaison officer of the involved activ¬ 
ity should be advised to submit an up¬ 
dated GSA Form 2053 to the General 
Services Administration tFFP). Wash¬ 
ington. DC. 20406. reflecting the re¬ 
quired bulk quantity of FPMR Sub- 
c hap ter G Issuances. Procedures for sub¬ 
mission of GSA Form 2053 are in FPMR 
101-1.104-2. 

c. Non-Government activities identi¬ 
fied on the GAO-furnished list men¬ 
tioned in a. above, will continue to receive 
GSA regulations pertaining to the audit 
of transportation payments. Changes to 
requirements on this list should be sent 
to the address shown In paragraph 10 
until further notice. 

10. Agency comments. Agency com¬ 
ments with regard to clarification of the 
policies and procedures in attachment A 
mav be sent to the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration tFFY), Washington, DC 
20406. no later than January 31, 1976. 
for possible incorporation Into the per¬ 
manent regulation. 

11. Effect on other issuances. Where 
the provisions of other regulations and 
related issuances are in conflict with the 
provisions of attachment A to this regu¬ 
lation. the provisions of the latter shall 
prevail.

Building. Washington. DC 20406. 

(b) Government corporations may 
adopt all or port of the provisions of this 
Part 101-41 provided advance notice of 
the extent thereof and the effective date 
of adoption is sent to the address shown 
in paragraph (a) of this section.

g 101—11.101 Examination of payment*, 
settlement of claim*, and review of 
requirement*. 

Section 322 of the Transportation Act 
of 1940. as amended (49 U.S.C. 66). re¬ 
quires payment of carrier bills, in gen¬ 
eral. upon presentation and prior to 
audit by the General Services Adminis¬ 
tration. Further, provisions of the act 
approved June 1, 1942 * 31 UB.C. 82 g), 
relieve certifying and disbursing officers 
for overpayments made for transporta¬ 
tion furnished on UB. Government bills 
of lading and transportation requests 
when such overpayments are due to the 
use of Improper transportation rates or 
classifications or to the failure to deduct 
proper amounts under agreements. 

(a) The authority transferred from 
the Comptroller General of the United 
States to the Administrator of General 
Services, or his designee, by Pub. L. 93- 
604 enables the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration to: 

(1) Examine, settle, and adjust ac¬ 
counts Involving payments for trans¬ 
portation and related services for the 
account of the United States; 

(2) Adjudicate and settle transporta¬ 
tion claims by and against the United 
States; and 

<3) Deduct the amount of any over¬ 
charge by any carrier or forwarder from 
any amount subsequently found to be due 
such carrier or forwarder < 49 U.S.C. 66). 

(b) The Administrator of General 
8ci*viccs, or his designee, will exercise 
such authority subject to: 

(1) The direction of the President; 


(2) Fiscal and policy control oi the 
Office of Management and Budget; and 

(3) Decisions of the Comptroller Gen¬ 
eral of the United States resulting from 
Federal agency or common and contract 
carrier appeals involving disputed claims 
by and against the United States or is¬ 
sued under the authority vested in the 
Comptroller General by the Budget and 
Accounting Act of 1921, as amended (31 
UB.C. 41) and the Accounting and Audit¬ 
ing Act of 1950. as amended *31 U.8.C. 
65).

<8) Furnish information on rates, 
fares, routes, and related technical data 
to agencies upon request; and 

(9) Inform agencies of irregular ship¬ 
ping and routing practices. Inadequate 
commodity descriptions, excessive trans¬ 
portation cost authorizations, and un¬ 
sound principles affected In traffic and 
transportation management. 

ib) The General Services Administra¬ 
tion also makes technical examinations

documents for centralized audits 

<c> Federal agencies are continuously 
attempting to improve Government 
transportation practices and procedure 
In this regard, the General Service* Ad¬ 
ministration. independently or in coop¬ 
eration with other agencies, will confer 
with individual carriers or carrier group* 
and associations representing all mod*-, 
of transportation to resolve mutual prob¬ 
lems concerning technical and account¬ 
ing matters and to acquaint them with 
the requirements of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment.

the claimant.

Notice is hereby given that pursuant 
to the provisions of 5 U.8.C. 652, there is 
hereby published a proposed revision of 
Office of Management and Budget Cir¬ 
cular No. A-95. This Circular revision will 
supersede Circular No. A-95 (Revised, 
dated November 13,1973, Part n. Federal 
Register. VoL 38. No. 228, pp. 32874- 
32881, November 28.1973). 

It is anticipated that this proposed re¬ 
vision shall be promulgated In final form 
on or about November 15. 1975, and will 
become effective on or about January 5. 
1976. 

Interested persons may submit written 
comments, suggestions, or objections con¬ 
cerning the revision of Circular No. A-95 
to the Intergovernmental Relations and 
Regional Operations Division. Office of 
Management and Budget. Washington. 
D.C. 20503, on or before November 3. 
1975. All written comments received from 
the public through that date will be con¬ 
sidered by the Office in formulating its 
revised Circular. The comments received 
will be available for public Inspection at 
the above address between the hours of 
9 ajn. and 4 p.m.

This revision was. in part, generated by 
an evaluation of Parts I and II of the 
current Circular by the General Account¬ 
ing Office. GAO recommendations took 
three main lines: 

(1) Expansion of coverage to encom¬ 
pass all Federal domestic programs pro¬ 
viding financial assistance which can im¬ 
pact on area or oommunlty development: 

<2) Intensification of implementation 
effort; and 

(3) Clarification of certain elements 
of the Circular and of agency imple¬ 
mentation procedures. 

With respect to expansion of program 
coverage, the revision Is very selective, 
adding only programs having area or 
community Impact or where there is 
probability of overlap and duplication 
and, where appropriate, programs nomi¬ 
nated for coverage by Federal agencies. 
The main changes in the revision are 
aimed at clarification of A-95 procedures 
and agency regulations. 

Tills last point will be of particular 
Interest to Federal agencies. Paragraph 
7 of the main body of the Circular re¬ 
quires that agencies publish Interim im¬ 
plementing regulations in the Federal 
Register by January 5, 1976, and final 
regulations by March 1,1976.

The Circular promulgates reg¬ 
ulations (Attachment A) which provide, 
in part, for: 

a. Encouraging the establishment of a 
project notification and review system 
to facilitate coordinated planning on an 
intergovernmental basis for certain Fed¬ 
eral assistance programs in furtherance 
of section 204 of the Demonstration 
Cities and Metropolitan Development 
Act of 1966 and Title IV of the Inter¬ 
governmental Cooperation Act of 1908 
(Attachment B). 

b. Coordination of direct Federal de¬ 
velopment programs and projects with 
State, areawlde, and local planning and 
programs pursuant to Title IV of the 
Intergovernmental Cooperation Act of 
1968.

b. Under Part n. to all direct Federal 
development activities, including the 
acquisition, use. and disposal of Federal 
real property; in addition, agencies re¬ 
sponsible for granting licenses and per¬ 
mits for developments or activities sig¬ 
nificantly affecting area and community 
development or the physical environment 
art urged to consult with clearinghouses 
on applications for such licenses or per¬ 
mits.

6. Federal Regional Councils . Federal 
Regional Councils are responsible for co¬ 
ordinating the implementation of the re¬ 
quirements of this Circular at the Fed¬ 
eral regional level.

REGULATIONS UNDER SECTION 204 
OF THE DEMONSTRATION CITIES 
AND METROPOLITAN DEVELOP¬ 
MENT ACT OF 1966, TITLE IV OF 
THE INTERGOVERNMENTAL CO¬ 
OPERATION ACT OF 1968. AND SEC¬ 
TION 102(2) (C) OF THE NATIONAL 
ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY ACT OF 
1969 

Part I: Project notification and review 
system 

1. Purpose. The purpose of this Part is 
to: 

a. Further the policies and directives 
of Title IV of the Intergovernmental Co¬ 
operation Act of 1968 by encouraging the 
establishment of a network of State and 
arcawide planning and development 
clearinghouses which will aid in the co¬ 
ordination of Federal or federally as¬ 
sisted projects and programs with State, 
arcawide. and local planning for orderly 
growth and development. 

b. Implement the requirements of sec¬ 
tion 204 of the Demonstration Cities and 
Metropolitan Development Act of 1966 
for metropolitan areas within that net¬ 
work. 

c. Implement, in part, requirements of 
section 102(2) (C) of the National Envi¬ 
ronmental Policy Act of 1969. which re¬ 
quire that State, areawide, and local 
agencies which arc authorized to develop 
and enforce environmental standards be 
given an opportunity to comment on the 
environmental impact of Federal or 
federally assisted projects. 

d. Provide public agencies charged 
with enforcing or furthering the objec¬ 
tives of State and local civil rights laws 
with opportunity to participate in the 
review process established under this 
Part. 

e. Encourage, by means of early con¬ 
tact between applicants for Federal as¬ 
sistance and State and local governments 
and agencies, an expeditious process of 
intergovernmental coordination and 
review of proposed projects. 

2. Notification of Intent, a. Any agen¬ 
cy of State or local government or any 
organization or individual undertaking 
to apply for assistance to a project or 
major substantive modification thereto 
under a Federal program covered by this 
Pan will be required to notify both the 
Slate and arcawide planning and de¬ 
velopment clearinghouse in the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of which the project is to be located, 
of Its intent to apply for assistance at 
such time as It determines it will develop 
an application. 

In the case of applications for projects 
involving land or water use and develop¬ 
ment or construction in the National 
Capital Region (as defined in section 
l<b) of the National Capitol Planning 
Act of 1952. as amended) a copy of the 
notification will be sent to the National 
Capital Planning Commission (NCPC) In 
addition to the area wide clearinghouse 


and the appropriate State clearinghouse. 
NCPC In the official planning agency for 
the Federal Government in the National 
Capital Region. 

In the case of an application in any 
State for an activity that is Statewide 
or broader in nature (such as for various 
types of research) and does not have 
specific applicability to nor affects area¬ 
wide or local planning and programs, the 
notification need be sent only to the State 
clearinghouse. Involvement of arcawide 
clearinghouses in the review in such cases 
will be at the initiative of the State clear¬ 
inghouse. 

Notifications will include a summary 
description of the project for which as¬ 
sistance will be sought The summary 
description will contain the following in¬ 
formation. as appropriate and to the ex¬ 
tent available: 

(1) Identity of the applicant agency, 
organization, or individual. 

(2) The geographic location of the 
project to be assisted. A map should be 
provided, if appropriate. 

(3> A brief description of the proposed 
project by type, purpose, general size or 
scale, estimated cost, beneficiaries, or 
other characteristics which will enable 
the clearinghouses to Identify agencies of 
State or local government having plans, 
programs, or projects that might be 
affected by the proposed projects. 

(4) A statement as to whether or not 
the applicant has been advised by the 
funding agency from which assistance 
is being sought that he will be required 
to submit environmental impact infor¬ 
mation in connection with the proposed 
project. 

(5> The Federal program title and 
number and agency under which assist¬ 
ance will be sought as indicated in At¬ 
tachment D or the latest Catalog of Fed¬ 
eral Domestic Assistance. (The Catalog is 
issued annually In the spring and Is up¬ 
dated during the year.) In the case of 
programs not listed therein, programs 
will be identified by Public Law Number 
or U S. Code citation. 

<fl> The estimated date the applicant 
expects to formally file an application. 

Many clearinghouses have developed 
notification forms and instructions. Ap¬ 
plicants ore urged to contact their clear¬ 
inghouses for such information in order 
to expedite clearinghouse review. 

b. In order to assure maximum time 
for effective coordination and so os not 
to delay the timely submission of the 
completed application to the funding 
agency, notifications containing the pre¬ 
liminary Information indicated above 
should be sent at the earliest feasible 
time. 

c. Applications from federally recog¬ 
nized Indian tribes are not subject to 
the requirements of this Part. However, 
Indian tribes may voluntarily partici¬ 
pate in the Project Notification and Re¬ 
view System and are encouraged to do 
so. Federal agencies will notify the ap¬ 
propriate State and urea wide clearing¬ 
houses of any applications from fed¬ 
erally recognized Indian tribes upon 
their receipt. Where a federally recog¬ 
nized Tribal Government has established 
a mechanism for coordinating the ac- 
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tlvities of Tribal department*, divisions, 
enterprises, and entitles. Federal agen¬ 
cies will, upon request of such Tribal 
Government transmitted through the 
Office of Management and Budget, re¬ 
quire that applications for assistance 
under programs covered by this Part 
from such Tribal departments, divisions, 
enterprises, and entitles be subject to 
review by such Tribal coordinating 
mechanism as though it were a State or 
area wide clearinghouse. 

3. Clearinghouse functions. Clearing¬ 
house functions include: 

a. Evaluating the significance of pro¬ 
posed Federal or federally assisted proj¬ 
ects to State, areawide, or local plans 
and programs, as appropriate. 

b. Receiving and disseminating project 
notification* to appropriate State agen¬ 
cies in the case of the State clearing¬ 
house and to appropriate local govern¬ 
ments and agencies and regional organi¬ 
sations in the case of area wide clearing¬ 
house*: and providing liaison, as may be 
necessary, between such agencies or 
bodies and the applicant. In the case 
of units of general local government, 
notifications of all projects affecting his 
Jurisdiction will, if requested, be sent to 
the chief executive of such unit by the 
areawido clearinghouse or to such cen¬ 
tral agency a* he may designate for 
review and reference to appropriate 
agencies of such unit. 

c. In the case of projects under pro¬ 
grams covered by this Part located in 
the coastal zone, as defined in the Coastal 
Zone Management Act of 1972, assuring 
that the State agency, if other than the 
State clearinghouse, responsible for ad¬ 
ministration of the approved program 
for the management of the coastal zone, 
is given opportunity to review the project 
for its relationship to such program and 
Its consistency therewith. 

d. Assuring, pursuant to section 102 
(2HC) of the National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969. that appropriate 
State, multistate, area wide, or local 
agencies which are authorized to develop 
and enforce environmental standards 
are informed of and arc given oppor¬ 
tunity to review and comment on the 
environmental significance of proposed 
projects for which Federal assistance 
is sought. 

e. Providing public agencies charged 
with enforcing or furthering the objec¬ 
tives of State and local civil rights law's 
with opportunity to review' and comment 
on the civil rights aspects of the project 
for which assistance is sought. 

f. Providing, pursuant to Part II of 
these regulations, liaison between Fed¬ 
eral agencies contemplating direct Fed¬ 
eral development projects and the 8tate 
or arcawide agencies or local govern¬ 
ments having plans or programs that 
might be affected by the proposed 
project. 

g. In the case of a project for which 
Federal assistance is sought by a special 
purpose unit of local government, clear¬ 
inghouses will assure that any unit of 
general local government having Juris¬ 
diction over the area in which the proj¬ 
ect is to be located has opportunity to 


confer, consult, and comment upon the 
project and the application. 

h. Where areawide clearinghouse ju¬ 
risdictions are continguous, coordlnative 
arrangements should be established be¬ 
tween the clearinghouses in such area* 
to assure that projects in one area which 
may have an impact on the development 
of a contiguous area are jointly studied. 
Any comments and recommendations 
made by or through a clearinghouse in 
one area on a project in a contiguous 
area will accompany the application for 
assistance to that project. 

4. Consultation and review, a. State 
and arcawide clearinghouses may have 
a period of 30 days after receipt of a 
project notification In which to inform 
State and multistate agencies and local 
or regional governments or agencies <in¬ 
cluding agencies referred to in subpara¬ 
graphs c. d. and e. above) that may be 
affected by the proposed project and 
arrange, as may be necessary, to consult 
with the applicant thereon. The review 
may be completed in this period and 
comments may be submitted to the 
applicant. 

b. If the review is not completed during 
this period, the clearinghouse may work 
with the applicant in the resolution of 
any problems raised by the proposed 
project during the period in which the 
application is being completed. 

c. In cases where no project notifica¬ 
tion has been submitted and the clear¬ 
inghouse receives only a completed ap¬ 
plication. it may have 60 day* to review 
the completed application. If a completed 
application is submitted during the first 
30 days, the clearinghouse may have 30 
days plus the number of days remaining 
in the initial 30 day notification period 
to complete it* review. In all other cases, 
the clearinghouse may have 30 days to 
review a completed application. Where 
clearinghouses have not completed their 
reviews during the 30 day notification 
period, they are strongly urged to give 
the applicant formal notice to that effect. 
Where reviews have been completed 
prior to completion of an application, an 
information copy will be supplied to the 
clearinghouse, upon request, when the 
application is submitted to the funding 
agency. 

d. Written comments submitted to the 
areawide clearinghouse by other Juris¬ 
dictions. agencies, or parties will be in¬ 
cluded as attachment* to the comments 
of areawidc clearinghouses, when they 
are at variance with the clearinghouse 
comments; and others from whom com¬ 
ments were solicited and received should 
be listed. 

e. Applications submitted to clearing¬ 
houses for review from nongovernmental 
applicants are not required to include 
confidential Information concerning the 
financial status or structure or the per¬ 
sonnel of the applicant organization, 
even though, under some programs, such 
information would be required to be sent 
to the funding agency as part of the 
application. 

f. Applicants will include with the com¬ 
pleted application as submitted to the 
Federal agency (or to the 8tate agency 


in the case of projects for which the 
State, under certain programs, has final 
project approval): 

( 1 ) All comments and recommei ; .- 
t ions made by or through clearinghouses, 
along with a statement that such com¬ 
ments have been considered prior to sub¬ 
mission of the application; or 

(2) Where no comments have been re¬ 
ceived from a clearinghouse, a statement 
that the procedures outlined in this sec¬ 
tion have been followed and that no 
comments or recommendations have 
been received. 

g. Applications for renewal or contlnu 
ation grants or applications not sub¬ 
mitted to or acted on by the funding 
agency within one year after completion 
of clearinghouse review will be subject to 
re-review upon request of the clearing¬ 
house. 

5. Subject matter of comment * and 
recommendations. Comments and rec¬ 
ommendations made by or through clear¬ 
inghouses with respect to any project 
are for the purpose of assuring maximum 
consistency of such project with State, 
areawide, and local comprehensive plan*. 
They are also intended to assist the Fed¬ 
eral agency <or State agency, in the case 
of project* for which the State under 
certain Federal grants has final project 
approval) administering such a program 
in determining whether the project is in 
accord with applicable Federal law, par¬ 
ticularly those requiring consistency with 
State, areawide, or local plan*. Com¬ 
ments or recommendations, as may be 
appropriate, may include, but need not be 
limited to. Information about: 

a. The extent to which the project i* 
consistent with or contributes to the ful¬ 
fillment of comprehensive planning for 
the State, area, or locality. 

b. The extent to which the proposed 
project: 

U> Duplicates, runs counter to or 
needs to be coordinated, with other proj¬ 
ects or activities being carried out in or 
affecting the area; or 

(2) Might be revised to increase :is 
effectiveness or efficiency. 

c. The extent to which the project 
contributes to the achievement of State, 
areawide, and local objectives and pri¬ 
orities relating to natural and human re¬ 
sources and economic and community 
development as specified in section 401 of 
the Intergovernmental Cooperation Act 
of 1968. including: 

(1) Appropriate land uses for housing, 
commercial, industrial, governmental, 
institutional, and other purposes; 

(2) Wise development and cooserva- 
tion of natural resources, including land 
water, mineral, wildlife, and others: 

(3) Balanced transportation system 
including highway, air, water, pedes¬ 
trian. mass transit, and other modes for 
the movement or people and goods; 

(4) Adequate outdoor recreation and 
open space; 

<5) Protection of area* of unique nat¬ 
ural beauty, historical and scientific in¬ 
terest; 

(6) Properly planned community' fa¬ 
cilities, including utilities for the supply 
of power, water, and communications 
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far the safe disposal of wastes, and for 
other purposes; and 
(7) Concern for high standards of de¬ 
sign. 

d. As provided under section 102(2) 
(Cj of the National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969. the extent to which 
the project significantly affects the en¬ 
vironment including consideration of; 

(1) The environmental impact of the 
proposed project; 

(2) Any adverse environmental effects 
which cannot be avoided should the pro¬ 
posed project be implemented; 

• 3 Alternatives to the proposed proj¬ 
ect; 

<4> The relationship between local 
short term uses of man's environment 
and the maintenance and enhancement 
of long term productivity; and 
(5) Any irreversible and irretrievable 
commitments of resources which would 
be Involved in the proposed project or 
action, should it be Implemented. 

e. Effects on energy resource supply 
and demand. 

f. As provided under section 307(d) 
of the Coastal Zone Management Act of 
1972, in the case of a project located in 
the coastal zone, the relatloaship of the 
project to the approved State program 
for the management of the coastal zone 
and Its consistency therewith. 

g. The extent to which the project con¬ 
tributes to more balanced patterns of 
settlement and delivery of services to all 
sectors of the area population, including 
minority groups. 

h. In the case of a project for which 
assistance is being sought by a special 
purpose unit of local government, wheth¬ 
er the unit of general local government 
having Jurisdiction over the area in 
which the project is to be located has ap¬ 
plied. or plans to apply for assistance for 
the same or a similar type project. This 
information is necessary to enable the 
Federal (or State) agency to make the 
Judgments required under section 402 of 
the Intergovernmental Cooperation Act 
of 1968. 

6. Federal agency procedures. Federal 
fcenclcs having programs covered under 
UUS Part win develop appropriate proce¬ 
dures for: 

a. Informing potential applicants for 
assistance under such programs of the 
requirements of tliis Part (1) In program 
biiormatlon materials. (2) in response 
to inquiries respecting application pro¬ 
cedures. (3) in pre-application confer¬ 
ences. or (4) by other means which will 
assure earliest contact between appli¬ 
cant and clearinghouse*. 

b Assuring that all applications for 
assistance under programs covered by 
this part have been submitted to appro¬ 
priate clearinghouses for review prior to 
idr submission to the funding agency, 
applications that do not carry evidence 
urn both arcawidc and State clearing¬ 
houses have been given an opportunity 
, toe application will be returned 

^ the applicant with instructions to ful- 

r?I th V? qulrcmcnte of Part. Agen- 
* ^ "dl insure that all applications con- 
State Application Identifier (SAI) 
number. 'This is mandatory for use in 


notifying clearinghouses of action taken 
on the Application.) 

c. Notifying such clearinghouse* with¬ 
in seven working days of any major 
action taken on such applications that 
have been reviewed by said clearing¬ 
house*. Major action* will include 
awards, rejections, returns for amend¬ 
ment. deferrals, or withdrawals. The 
standard multipurpose form, 8F 424, as 
prescribed by Treasury Circular TC 1082 
(as revised. October 1975) will be used 
for this purpose. 

d. Where a clearinghouse has recom¬ 
mended against approval of an applica¬ 
tion or approval only with specific and 
major substantive changes, and the 
funding agency approves the applica¬ 
tion subsantially as submitted, the fund¬ 
ing agency will provide the clearinghouse, 
in writing, with an explanation therefor. 

e. Where a clearinghouse has recom¬ 
mended against approval of a project 
because it conflicts with or duplicate* 
another Federal or federally assisted 
project, the funding agency will consult 
with the agency assisting the referenced 
projects prior to acting if it plans to 
approve the application. 

f. Assuring, in the case of an applica¬ 
tion submitted by a special purpose unit 
of local government, where accompany¬ 
ing comments indicate that the unit of 
general local government having Juris¬ 
diction over the area In which the proj¬ 
ect is to be located has submitted or 
plans to submit an application for as¬ 
sistance for the same or a similar type 
project, that appropriate considerations 
and preferences as specified in section 
402 of the Intergovernmental Coopera¬ 
tion Act of 1968. are accorded the unit 
of general local government. Where such 
preference cannot be so accorded, the 
agency slrnil supply, in writing, to the 
unit of general local government and 
the Office of Management and Budget 
its reasons therefor. 

7. Housing Programs . For housing 
programs of the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, the Veterans 
Administration, and the Farmers Home 
Administration of the Department of 
Agriculture the following procedures will 
be followed, except as provided in sub- 
paragraph d below; 

a. The appropriate HUD. VA, or 
USDA/FHA office will transmit to the 
appropriate State and area wide clearing¬ 
houses a copy of the initial application 
for project approval 

b. Clearinghouses will have 30 days 
from receipt to review the applications 
and to forward to the HUD. VA. or 
USDA/FHA office any comments which 
they may have. Including observations 
concerning the consistency of the pro¬ 
posed project with State and areawide 
development plans, the extent to which 
the proposed project will provide hous¬ 
ing opportunities for all segments of the 
community, and Identification of major 
environmental concerns Including Impact 
on energy resource supply and demand 
Processing of applications in the HUD. 
VA. or USDA/FHA office will proceed 
concurrently with the clearinghouse 
review. 


c. Tills procedure will Include only ap¬ 
plications involving new construction or 
substantial rehabilitation and will apply 
to applications for loans, loan guaran¬ 
tees. mortgage insurance, or other hous¬ 
ing assistance: 

(1) In cities over 50.000 population 
and contiguous urbanized areas having a 
population density of over 1000 persons 
per square mile, to: 

(a) Subdivisions having 25 or more 
lots. 

(b) Multi family projects having 50 or 
more dwelling units. 

(c) Mobile home courts with 50 or more 
spaces. 

(d) College housing provided under 
the debt service or direct loan programs 
for 200 or more students. 

(2) In all other areas, to: 

(a) Subdivisions having 10 or more 
lot*. 

<b) Multifamily projects having 25 or 
more dwelling units. 

(c) Mobile home courts with 25 or 
more spaces. 

<d) College housing provided under 
the debt service or direct loan programs 
for 100 or more students. 

d. As an alternative to the above pro¬ 
cedure. the developer may submit his ap¬ 
plication directly to the appropriate 
clearinghouses prior to submitting it to 
the Federal agency. In such case*, the 
application, when submitted to the Fed¬ 
eral agency, will be accompanied by the 
comments of the clearinghouses. 

e. Exemption: Applications for addi¬ 
tional units In a subdivision substantially 
completed (le.. with street*, water and 
sewer facilities, culverts, etc.) are ex¬ 
empted from this requirement when: 

(1) The subdivision was approved and/ 
or recorded by the appropriate unit of 
local government within three years of 
the application submittal: and 

(2) In cases of subdivisions approved 
more than three years prior, the clear¬ 
inghouses waive the requirement. This 
exemption doc* not apply to application* 
for housing in an undeveloped subdivi¬ 
sion or in proposed extensions of existing 
subdivision*. 

8. Coverage, exceptions, and varia - 
tlons. a. Generally, this Part of this Cir¬ 
cular and the laws on which it Is based 
are concerned with programs providing 
financial assistance to projects and ac¬ 
tivities which have an impact on State, 
areawide, and local development, in¬ 
cluding development of natural, eco¬ 
nomic. and human resource*. This Part 
is concerned with arliieving the most 
effective and efficient utilization of Fed¬ 
eral assistance programs through coordi¬ 
nation among and between Federal, 
multistate. State, areawide, and local 
plans and programs and the elimination 
of conflict, overlap, and duplication of 
projects and activities under such pro¬ 
grams. Coverage under this Part in¬ 
cludes, or will be extended from time to 
time os deemed necessary and practi¬ 
cable to include programs bearing upon 
these concern* and objective*. 

b. Programs not considered appropri¬ 
ate to this Part are programs of the fol¬ 
lowing types: 
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(1) Direct financial assistance to In¬ 
dividuals or families for housing, wel¬ 
fare. health care services, education, 
training, economic improvement, and 
other direct assistance for individual and 
family enhancement 

<2) Incentive payments or Insurance 
for private sector activities not involv¬ 
ing real property development or land 
use and development. 

(3) Agricultural crop supports or 
payments. 

(4) Assistance to organizations and in¬ 
stitutions for the provision of education 
or training not designed to meet the 
needs of specific Individual States or 
localities. 

<5> Research, not involving capital 
construction, which is national In scope 
or is not designed to meet the needs or 
to address problems of a particular State, 
area, or locality (except in the case of 
demonstration or pilot research pro¬ 
grams where projects may have an im¬ 
pact on the community or area in which 
they are being conducted). 

(6) Assistance to educational, medical, 
or similar service institutions or agencies 
for internal staff development or man¬ 
agement improvement purposes. 

(7) Assistance to educational institu¬ 
tions for activities that are part of a 
school’s regular academic program and 
are not related to the programs of health, 
welfare, employment, or other social 
service agencies. 

(8) Assistance for construction Involv¬ 
ing only routine maintenance, repair, or 
minor construction which does not 
change the use or the scale or intensity 
of use of the structure. 

c. OMB will consider Federal agency 
requests for exemption of certain classes 
of projects or activities under programs 
otherwise covered which: 

(l > Meet any of the above characteris¬ 
tics of programs inappropriate for cov¬ 
erage under this Part: 

(2) Arc of small scale or size or are 
highly localized as to impact; or 

(3) Display other characteristics which 
might make review impractical. 

d. OMB will consider Federal agency 
requests for procedural variations from 
normal review processes: 

(1> On a temporary basis for programs 
with time constraints brought about be¬ 
cause of start up requirements or other 
unusual circumstances beyond the con¬ 
trol of the funding agency. (Note: Delay 
in fund availability is not normally an 
acceptable reason for a variation. When 
a delay is anticipated, applicants should 
be Instructed to have their applications 
reviewed by clearinghouses in readiness 
for submission when funds become avail¬ 
able. > 

(2) For programs where statutory or 
related procedural limitations make the 
normal review processes impracticable. 

e. All requests from Federal agencies 
for exemptions or procedural variations 
should be addressed to the Associate Di¬ 
rector for Management and Operations. 
Office of Management and Budget. 

f. Individual clearinghouses may ex¬ 
empt certain types of projects from re¬ 
view* for reasons indicated above or for 
other reasons appropriate to the State 
or area. 
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g. Applicants should be made aware 
that in various States State law requires 
review of applications for Federal assist¬ 
ance under various programs not covered 
by this Part. Implementation of such 
laws is enforced through State rules and 
regulations, and applicants are urged to 
ascertain the existence of such laws and 
to acquaint themselves with applicable 
State procedures. 

9. Agency regulations, a. Proposed 
agency regulations for implementing the 
requirements of this Part will be pub¬ 
lished In the Federal Register as specified 
In paragraph 7 of this Circular. Programs 
to which the regulations will apply will 
be cited by their numbers In the Catalog 
of Federal Domestic Assistance. Where 
such numbers have not yet been assigned, 
programs will be referenced by Public 
Law and section or by U.S. Code citation. 
Subsequent amendments to such regula¬ 
tions will also be published pursuant to 
paragraph 7. 

b. As a part of such proposed regula¬ 
tions published in the Federal Register, 
agencies may identify specific types of 
projects which they believe should be ex¬ 
empt from coverage under programs for 
which proposed regulations are being 
published. Such publication will con¬ 
stitute a formal request for exemption 
to the Office of Management and Budget, 
to which it will respond in its review of 
tire proposed regulations. 

c. OMB will assist and cooperate with 
agencies in developing such regulations. 

d. A copy of agency internal proce¬ 
dures for implementation of this Part, if 
not contained in the above regulations, 
will be sent to the Associate Director of 
the Office of Management and Budget 
for Management and Operations. 

10. Reports and directories . a. The Di¬ 
rector of the Office of Management and 
Budget may require reports, from time 
to time, on the implementation of this 
Part. 

b. The Office of Management and 
Budget will maintain and distribute to 
appropriate Federal agencies a directory 
of State and area wide clearinghouses. 

c. The Office of Management and 
Budget will notify Federal Regional 
Councils, clearinghouses, and Federal 
agencies of any excepted categories of 
projects under covered programs. 

Part 11: Direct Federal development 
1. Purpose. The purpose of this Part is 
to: 

a. Provide Stole and local government 
with information on projected Federal 
development so as to facilitate coordina¬ 
tion with State, arcawidc. and local plans 
and programs. 

b. Provide Federal agencies with in¬ 
formation on the relationship of pro¬ 
posed direct Federal development proj¬ 
ects and activities to Stole, areawidc, and 
local plans and programs; and to assure 
maximum feasible consistency of Federal 
developments with State, area wide, and 
local plans and programs. 

c. Provide Federal agencies with In¬ 
formation on the possible impact on the 
environment of proposed Federal devel¬ 
opment

2. Coordination of direct Federal 
development projects with State, arca- 
wide , and local development . a. Federal 
agencies having responsibility for the 
planning and construction of Federal 
buildings and installations or other Fed¬ 
eral public works or development or for 
the acquisition, use, and disposal uf Fed¬ 
eral land and real property will establish 
procedures for: 

(1) Consulting with Governors, State 
and areawidc clearinghouses, and local 
elected officials at the earliest practicable 
stage in project or development planning 
on the relationship of any plan or project 
to the development plans and programs 
of the State, area, or locality In which the 
project is to be located. In the case of 
projects in the National Capitol Remon, 
such consultation should be undertaken 
In cooperation with the National Capital 
Planning Commission. 

(2) Assuring that any such Federal 
plan or project is consistent or com¬ 
patible with State, areawide, and local 
development plans end programs identi¬ 
fied in the course of such consultations. 
Exceptions will be made only where there 
is clear justification. Explanation of any 
necessary inconsistency or incompatibil¬ 
ity will be provided, in writing, to the 
appropriate clearinghouses. 

<3> Providing State, areawide, and 
local agencies which ore authorized to 
develop and enforce environmental 
standards with adequate opportunity to 
review such Federal plans and projects 
pursuant to section 102(2) (C) of the 
National Environmental Policy Act ol 
1989. Any comments of such agencies will 
accompany the environmental impact 
statement submitted by the Federal 
agency. 

(4) Providing, in the case of projects 
located In the coastal zone, the State 
agency responsible for administration of 
the approved program for the manage¬ 
ment of the coastal zone with opportu¬ 
nity to review the relationship of the 
proposed project to such program and 
its consistency therewith. 

(5) Providing, through the appropri¬ 
ate clearinghouses. Health Systems 
Agencies and State Health Planning and 
Development Agencies designated pur¬ 
suant to the National Health Planning 
and Resources Development Act of 1974 
with adequate opportunity to review Fed¬ 
eral projects for construction and or 
equipment involving capital expenditures 
exceeding $200,000 for modcrni^auoa 
conversion, and expansion of Federal 
inpatient care facilities, which alter the 
bed capacity or modify the primary func¬ 
tion of the facility, os well as plans for 
provision of major new* medical care 
services. (Excluded are projects to reno¬ 
vate or Install mechanical system.*, air 
conditioning systems, or other siniUr 
internal system modifications. > rno 
agencies are expected to evaluate pro* 
posed Federal projects for consistency 
with areawide and local health delivery 
plans and health supply-demand situa¬ 
tions, as well as considering clearing¬ 
house comments on such specific point* 
as those listed In paragraph 5 of Part I 
The comments of such agencies and an> 
clearinghouse comments will accompany 
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the plan and budget requests submitted 
by the Federal agency to the Office of 
Management and Budget or a certifica¬ 
tion that the agencies had been pro\1ded 
a reasonable time to comment and had 
failed to do so. 

3. Use of clearinghouses. The State 
and areawide planning and development 
clearinghouses established pursuant to 
Part I will be utilized to the greatest ex¬ 
tent practicable to effectuate the require¬ 
ments of this Part. Agencies are urged to 
establish early contact with clearing¬ 
houses to work out arrangements for 
rarrying out the consultation and review 
required under this Part, including iden¬ 
tification of types of projects considered 
appropriate for consultation and review. 
Clearinghouses may utilize criteria set 
forth in paragraph 5 of Port I in eval¬ 
uating direct Federal development proj¬ 
ects. 

4. Federal liceixscs and permits. Agen¬ 
cies responsible for granting Federal li¬ 
censes and permits for development proj¬ 
ects and activities which would have a 
significant Impact on State, Interstate, 
areawide, or local development plans or 
programs or on the environment are 
urged to consult with State and areawide 
clearinghouses and to seek their evalua¬ 
tions of such impacts prior to granting 
such licenses or permits, 

5 Agency regulations . a. To the great¬ 
est extent possible, agencies engaged in 
direct Federal development activities will 
follow the general procedures ouUlned 
under Part I of Attachment A in afford¬ 
ing State and areawide clearinghouses 
opportunities to review and comment on 
plans and developments. 

b Where legislative or executive con¬ 
straints or other circumstances do not 
permit following such procedures, agency 
regulations will set forth for each pro¬ 
gram. at a minimum: 

U) The point in project planning at 
which clearinghouses will be contacted; 

The minimum time clearinghouses 
wiU be affored to review the proposed 
project: 

<3> The minimum Information to be 
provtded to the clearinghouses: and 
<4> Procedures for notifying clearing- ' 
houses on actions taken on such project 
'implementation, timing, postponement, 
abandonment) and explaining actions 
taken contrary to clearinghouse recom¬ 
mendations. 

c. The Office of Management and 
Budget win consider other procedures 
such as memoranda of agreement be¬ 
tween Federal installations and clearing¬ 
houses for coordinating Federal and 
civilian planning, that are designed to 
achieve the objectives of this Port. 

d. AH proposed agency procedures to 
implement this Part will be published in 
the Federal Register pursuant to para¬ 
graph 7 of the Circular. OMB will assist 
and cooperate with agencies in develop¬ 
ing such regulations. 

Part ///; state plans and multisource 
programs 

1. Purpose . The purpose of this Part 
« to protide Federal agencies with infor¬ 
mation about the relationship to State 
or areawide comprehensive planning of 


State plans or multisource programs 
which are required or form the basis for 
funding under various Federal programs. 

2. State plans. To the extent not pres¬ 
ently required by statute or administra¬ 
tive regulation. Federal agencies admin¬ 
istering programs requiring by statute or 
regulation a State plan as a condition 
of assistance under such programs will 
require that the Governor, or his dele¬ 
gated agency, be given the opportunity 
to comment on the relationship of such 
State plan to comprehensive and other 
State plans and programs and to those 
of affected areawide or local Jurisdic¬ 
tions. To the extent practical, the Gov¬ 
ernor is urged to involve areawidc clear¬ 
inghouses in the review of State plans. 

a. The Governor will be afforded a 
period of 45 days in which to make such 
comments, and any such comments will 
be transmitted with the plan. 

b. A ‘‘State plan" under this Part is 
defined to include any required supjx>rt- 
ing planning reports or documentation 
that indicate the programs, projects, and 
activities for which Federal funds will be 
utilized. Such reports or documentation 
will also be submitted for review at the 
request of the Governor or the agency he 
has designated to perform review under 
this Part. 

c. Programs requiring State plans are 
listed in Appendix n of the Catalog of 
Federal Domestic Assistance. 

3. Multisource programs . A “multi- 
source program** under this Part is a 
program or programs of related activities 
which may have an impact on State, 
areawide, or local developments for 
which assistance is sought, on a com¬ 
bined or coordinated basis, involving two 
or more Federal programs or funding 
authorities. 

a. Federal agencies administering or 
participating in the administration of 
multisource programs will require that 
appropriate 8tate and areawide clearing¬ 
houses be given the opportunity to com¬ 
ment on the relationship of any proposed 
multisource program to State or area- 
wide comprehensive plans and programs. 
Clearinghouses will be afforded a period 
of 45 days in which to make such com¬ 
ments. and any comments will be trans¬ 
mitted with the application for assist¬ 
ance under such multisourcc program. 

b. Multisourcc programs include the 
following programs, plus such other pro¬ 
grams as the Office of Management and 
Budget shall specify from time to time: 

U) Joint Funding Projects (P.L. 
93-5101 

(2> Unified Work Program <DOT 
1130 2) 

'3> Environmental Protection—Con¬ 
solidated Program Grants <EPA> (Cat¬ 
alog 66.600) 

Part IV: Coordination of planning in 
multi jurisdictional areas 

1. Policies and objectives. The purposes 
of this Part are: 

a. To encourage and facilitate State 
and local initiative and responsibility in 
developing organizational and procedural 
arrangements for coordinating compre¬ 
hensive and functional planning activi¬ 
ties. 


b. To eliminate overlap, duplication, 
and competition in areawide activities 
assisted or required under Federal pro¬ 
grams and to encourage the most effec¬ 
tive use of State and local resources 
available for planning. 

c. To minimize inconsistency among 
Federal administrative and approval re¬ 
quirements placed on areawidc planning 
activities. 

d. To encourage the States to exercise 
leadership in delineating and establish¬ 
ing a system of planning and develop¬ 
ment districts or regions In each State, 
which can provide a consistent geo¬ 
graphic base for the coordination of Fed¬ 
eral. State, and local development pro¬ 
grams. 

e. To encourage Federal agencies ad¬ 
ministering programs assisting or requir¬ 
ing areawide planning to utilize agencies 
that have been designated to perform 
areawide comprehensive planning in 
planning and development districts or re¬ 
gions established pursuant to subpara¬ 
graph d above <generally, area wide clear¬ 
inghouses designated pursuant to Part I 
of Attachment A of this Circular) to 
carry' out or coordinate planning under 
such programs. In the case of interstate 
metropolitan areas, agencies designated 
as metropolitan areawidc clearinghouses 
should be utilized to the extent possible 
to carry out or coordinate Federally as¬ 
sisted or required aroawlde planning. 

2. Common or consistent planning and 
dwelopmcnt districts or regions a. Prior 
to the designation or redesignation (or 
approval thereof) of any planning and 
development district or region under any 
Federal program. Federal agency proce¬ 
dures will provide a period of 30 days for 
the Oovemor(s) of the Staters) in which 
the district or region will be located to re¬ 
view the boundaries thereof and com¬ 
ment upon Its relationship to planning 
and development districts or regions es¬ 
tablished by the State. Where the 8tate 
has established such planning and de¬ 
velopment districts, the boundaries of 
areas designated under Federal programs 
will conform to them unless there is clear 
justification for not doing so. 

b. Where the State has not established 
planning and development districts or 
regions which provide a basis for evalua¬ 
tion of the boundaries of the area pro¬ 
posed for designation, major units of gen¬ 
eral local government and the appropri¬ 
ate Federal Regional Council in such 
areas will also be consulted prior to des¬ 
ignation of the area to assure consistency 
with districts established under inter¬ 
local agreement and under related Fed¬ 
eral programs. 

c. The Office of Management and 
Budget will be notified through the an- 
propriate Federal Regional Council by 
Federal agencies of any proposed desig¬ 
nation and will be informed of such 
designation when it is made. Including 
such justifications as may be required 
under subparagraph a above. 

3. Common and consistent planning 
bases and coordination of related activi¬ 
ties in multi jurisdictional areas. Each 
agency will develop procedures and re¬ 
quirements for applications for multi- 
jurisdictional planning and development 
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assistance under appropriate programs 
to assure the fullest consistency and co¬ 
ordination with related planning and 
development being carried on by the 
area wide comprehensive planning agency 
or clearinghouse designated under Part 
I of this Circular in the multi Jurisdic¬ 
tional area. 

Such procedures shall include pro¬ 
vision for submission to the funding 
agency by any applicant for nniiUJuris¬ 
dictional planning assistance. U the ap¬ 
plicant U other than an areawide com¬ 
prehensive planning agency referred to 
in paragraph le of this Part, of a memo¬ 
randum of agreement between the appli¬ 
cant and such areawide comprehensive 
planning agency covering the means by 
which their planning activities will be 
coordinated. The agreement will cover 
but need not be limited to the following 
matters: 

a. Identification of relationships be¬ 
tween the planning proposed by the ap¬ 
plicant and that of the areawide agency 
and of similar or related activities that 
will require coordination; 

b. The organizational and procedural 
arrangements for coordinating such ac¬ 
tivities. such as: overlapping board 
membership, procedures for Joint reviews 
of projected activities and policies, in¬ 
formation exchange, etc.; 

c. Cooperative arrangements for shar¬ 
ing planning resources < funds, person¬ 
nel, facilities, and services); 

dL Agreed upon base data, statistics, 
and projections (social. economic, dem¬ 
ographic > op the basis of which planning 
in the area will proceed 

Where an applicant has been unable to 
effectuate such an agreement, he will 
submit a statement indicating the efforts 
he has made to secure agreement and 
the issues that have prevented it. In such 
case, the funding agency, in consultation 
with the Federal Regional Council and 
the State clearinghouse designated under 
Part I, will undertake, within a 30 day 
period after receipt of the application, 
resolution of the issues before approv¬ 
ing the application, if it is otherwise 
in good order. 

4. Joint funding. Where it will en¬ 
hance the quality, comprehensive scope, 
and coordination of planning in multi - 
jurisdictional areas. Federal agencies 
will, to the extent practicable, provide 
for Joint funding of planning activities 
being carried on therein. 

5. Coordination of agency procedures 
and requirements. With respect to the 
steps called for in paragraph 2 and 3 
of this Part, departments and agencies 
will develop for relevant programs ap¬ 
propriate draft procedures and require¬ 
ments which will be published in the 
Federal Register pursuant to paragraph 
7 of this Circular. Copies of such drafts 
will be furnished to the Director of the 
Office of Management and Budget and to 
the heads of departments and agencies 
administering related programs. The 
Office, in consultation with the agencies, 
will review the draft procedure* to assure 
the maximum obtainable consistency 
among them. 


Part V: Definitions 

Terms used in this Circular will have 
the following meanings; 

1. Federal agency—any department, 
agency, or instrumentality in the execu¬ 
tive branch of the Government and am* 
wholly owned Government corporation. 

2. State —any of the several States of 
the United States, the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, Puerto Rico, any territory or pos¬ 
session of the United 8tates, or any 
agency or instrumentality of a State, but 
does not include the government* of the 
political subdivisions of the State. 

3. Unit of general local government— 
any city, county, town, parish, village, 
or other general purpose political subdi¬ 
vision of a State. 

4. Special purpose unit of local govern¬ 
ment —any special district, public pur¬ 
pose corporation, or other strictly limited 
purpose political subdivision of a State, 
but shall not include a school district. 

5. Federal assistance . Federal financial 
assistance . Federal assistance programs, 
or federally assisted programs —programs 
that provide assistance through grant or 
contractual arrangements. They include 
technical assistance programs, or pro¬ 
grams providing assistance In the form 
of loans, loan guarantees, or insurance. 
The term docs not include any annual 
payment by the United States to the 
District of Columbia authorized by ar¬ 
ticle VI of the District of Columbia Rev¬ 
enue Act of 1947 (DC. Code sec, 47- 
2501a and 47-2501b). 

6. Funding agency. The Federal agency 
or. in the case of certain formula grant 
programs, the State agency which is re¬ 
sponsible for final approval of applica¬ 
tions for assistance. 

7. Comprehensive planning, to the ex¬ 
tent directly related to area needs or 
needs of a unit of general local govern¬ 
ment. including the following: 

a. Preparation, as a guide for govern¬ 
mental policies and action, of general 
plans with respect to: 

CD Pattern and intensity of land use. 
*2) Provision of public facilities tin- 
eluding transportation facilities) and 
other government services. 

i.3> Effective development and utiliza¬ 
tion of human and natural resources. 

b. Preparation of long range physical 
and fiscal plans for such action. 

c. Programming of capital improve¬ 
ments and other major expenditures, 
based on a determination of related ur¬ 
gency, together with definitive financing 
plans for such expenditures in the earlier 
years of the program. 

d. Coordination of all related plans and 
activities of the State and local govern¬ 
ments and agencies concerned. 

e. Preparation of regulatory and ad¬ 
ministrative measures in support of the 
foregoing. 

8. Metropolitan area —a standard met¬ 
ropolitan statistical area as established 
by the Office of Management and Budget, 
subject, however, to such modifications 
and extensions as the Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget may determine to be 
appropriate for the purposes of section 
204 of the Demonstration Cities and Met¬ 


ropolitan Development Act of 19G6. and 
these Regulations. 

9. Arcauide — Comprising, in metro¬ 
politan areas, the whole of contiguous 
urban and urbanizing areas; and in non- 
mctropolilan areas, contiguous counts 
or other multi jurisdictional areas having 
common or related social, economic, or 
physical clmracteristics indicating a 
community of developmental Interest 
or. In either, the area included in a sub- 
state district designated pursuant to 
paragraph Id. Part IV, Attachment A 
of this Circular. 

10. Planning and development clear¬ 
inghouse or clearinghouse includes: 

a, "State clearinghouse "—an ageuc:. 
of the State Government designated by 
the Governor or by State law to carry 
out the requirements of Part I of At¬ 
tachment A of this Circular. 

b. '‘Arcaicide clearinghouse" — 1 1> Xu 
nonmetropolitan areas a comprehensive 
planning agency designated by the Gov¬ 
ernor for Governors in the case of re¬ 
gions extending into more than one 
State) or by State law to carry out re¬ 
quirements of this Circular; or 

<2) In metropolitan areas an areawidc 
agency that has been recognized by the 
Office of Management and Budget as an 
Appropriate agency to perform review 
functions under section 204 of the Dem¬ 
onstration Cities and Metropolitan De¬ 
velopment Act of 1966. Title IV o t the 
Intergovernmental Cooperation Act oi 
1968. and this Circular. 

11. Multi jurisdictional area — any geo¬ 
graphical area comprising, encompass¬ 
ing. or extending into more than one 
unit of general local government 

12. Planning and dcvclopmcjit district 
or region —a multi jurisdictional area 
that has been formally designate dor rec¬ 
ognized as an appropriate area for plan¬ 
ning under State law' or Federal program 
requirements. 

13. Direct Federal development —plar. 
ping and construction of public works 
physical facilities, and installations or 
land and real property development 'in¬ 
cluding the acquisition, use, and disposal 
of real property) undertaken by or for 
the use of the Federal Government or any 
of its agencies; or the leasing oi real 
properly for Federal use where the use 
or intensity of use of such property win 
be substantially altered.

MARINE SANITATION DEVICE 

STANDARD 

Proposed Standards of Performance 

The Administrator of the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) on 
June 23, 1972. promulgated Federal 
standards of performance for marine 
sanitation devices (40 CFR 140) as re¬ 
quired by section 13 of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. as amended. 33 
U.S.C. 1183. The standard provided for 
no overboard discharge of sewage into 
the navigable waters of the United 
States. An Incentive provision was in¬ 
cluded in the regulation, stating that 
boat owners who Install on existing ves¬ 
sels a device providing certain specified 
primary treatment and disinfection, 
prior to the effective date of the stand¬ 
ards, would be considered to be In com¬ 
pliance with the standards for a period 
of time after the effective date. Permit¬ 
ting the installation of primary devices 
was done to obtain the maximum amount 
of immediate pollution abatement during 
the period required for the widespread 
installation of pump-out facilities. 

In October. 1972 the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act (the Act) was ex¬ 
tensively amended. Section 13 was car¬ 
ried over into section 312 of the Act 
as amended, with no substantial changes 
other than revisions to section 312(f). 
Revised language in section 312(f) of the 
Act addressed actions that the Adminis¬ 
trator must consider in regulating the 
complete prohibition of vessel discharge 
in certain specified waters in response 
to applications for such prohibition by 
States. Section 312(f)(2) provided for 
early preemption of existing State laws 
when a vessel becomes in compliance 
with Federal standards and regulations. 
Under this section, a vessel equipped with 
a marine sanitation device after Janu¬ 
ary 30,1975, the date on which the initial 
standards and regulations were promul¬ 
gated (see the following paragraph), 
which met the standards created by the 
Act and the regulations thereunder, 
would be in compliance with Federal law. 
This would include vessels meeting the 
incentive provision discussed above. Sec¬ 
tion 312(f)(3) provided that if a State 
determines that the protection and en¬ 
hancement of the quality of some or all 
of the waters within such State require 
greater environmental protection than 
the Federal standards provide, the State 
may completely prohibit the discharge 
of vessel sewage, If the Administrator de¬ 
termines that adequate facilities for 
pump-out and treatment of vessel sew r age 
from ail vessels are reasonably available. 
Section 312(f)(4) provides that the Ad¬ 
ministrator may, by regulation, prohibit 
vessel discharge in order to protect and 
enhance the quality of specified waters. 

On January 30, 1975, the U.8. Coast 


Guard, which has the statutory respon¬ 
sibility to implement the EPA vessel 
sewage standard, promulgated certifica¬ 
tion procedures and design and construc¬ 
tion requirements for marine sanitation 
devices <40 FR 4622, January 30, 1975). 
The Coast Guard regulation contained 
a waiver for new vessels, which permit¬ 
ted certified flow-through devices to be 
installed during the first year following 
the promulgation of the regulation. 

In June 1974 we agreed to reconsider 
the 1972 EPA standard because of the 
concern expressed by many over the gen¬ 
eral applicability of the “holding tank” 
concept. Many comments have been re¬ 
ceived both protesting and supporting 
a “retention-only” standard. 

Since June 1974 we have consulted ex¬ 
tensively with the Coast Guard, boating 
association representatives. State water 
pollution control administrators and 
other members of the public concerning 
this problem. It became apparent that 
there were three alternative courses of 
action which could be taken. First. Coast 
Guard-certified flow- through devices 
generally could be allowed for vessels 
equipped with marine sanitation devices. 
The contention was made by the Coast 
Guard and by many boating associations 
that these devices provided sufficient en¬ 
vironmental protection and are more 
workable than retention devices, which 
require extensive availability of adequate 
pump-out facilities. Second, the present 
Federal no-dlscharge standard could be 
retained, and a Coast Guard-certified 
holding tank be required for all vessels 
equipped with marine sanitation devices. 
Most State water pollution control ad¬ 
ministrators consulted believed that flow¬ 
through devices do not provide adequate 
environmental protection, since it is diffi¬ 
cult to prevent the device from being 
used in sensitive areas requiring special 
protection and it is difficult to ensure 
that the devices are properly maintained 
and operated. Third, a combination of 
the first two alternatives could be chosen. 
This combination would provide for a 
no-dlscharge of vessel sewage wastes In 
land-locked freshwater lakes, freshwater 
reservoirs, or other freshwater impound¬ 
ments. or In rivers not capable of naviga¬ 
tion by an interstate vessel on which a 
marine toilet facility has been installed. 
In all other navigable waters. U.S. Coast 
Guard-certified flow-through treatment 
devices could be installed and operated 
on vessels. After thoroughly analyzing 
the complexities of the vessel sewage 
problem, the third alternative, above, has 
been selected to modify the existing 
standard (40C.F.R. 140.3). 

Generally, section 312(b) (1) of the Act 
requires that standards of performance 
be promulgated to prevent the discharge 
from vessels of “untreated or inade¬ 
quately treated” sewage into or upon the 
navigable waters. The determination of 
adequate treatment for the discharge 
of vessel sewrage must be influenced by 
the characteristics of the water body 
involved. Adequate treatment for one 
body of water may well be inadequate 
for another water body. The Agency’s 


approach has been consistent in it* to- 
cus on physical characteristics ol the 
water body such as wrater flow and 
flushing potential. Wc have found that 
land-locked water bodies, whether they 
are freshwater lakes, freshwater reser¬ 
voirs or other freshwater impoundments, 
present the least favorable conriiuonj 
for effective turnover of water content. 
The water detention periods within such 
water bodies vary primarily according 
to the volume of the water body, as well 
as the volumes of Influent sna effluent 
and the degree of evapotronspi ration. 
Rivers have no detention time with the 
exception of confined areas such as some 
harbors or ports. In considering t he det¬ 
rimental effects that marine sanitation 
device effluents can have on the various 
types of water bodies, we have concluded 
that the most vulnerable is that type 
which lias, as a whole, relatively long 
detention periods. 

It Is noted that section 312<f> of the 
Act provides mechanisms whereby in¬ 
dividual States can obtain no-discharge 
regulations for specified water bodies. 
Under section 312(f)(3) any water 
within a State which is not included in 
the genera] no-dischargo standard may 
be made no-discharge water by the State 
upon its showing that adequate pump¬ 
out and treatment facilities are reason¬ 
ably available for all vessels plying such 
waters. Under section 312(f)(4) certain 
sensitive waters, such as marinas, drink¬ 
ing water intakes, areas of intensive 
primary water contact recreation, and 
shellfish beds, may be made no-dis¬ 
charge waters by EPA regulation if it is 
determined that the protection and en¬ 
hancement of the quality of such waters 
require such protection. Petitions under 
this section have been received from 
several States and the Agency lias taken 
action on such petitions following pub¬ 
lication of a notice of their receipt and 
an appropriate period for public 
comment. 

This regulation is proposed in order 
to solicit public comments and in order 
to promote research to advance the 
technologic state of the art. This pro¬ 
posed regulation provides for a more 
stringent quality for the effluent ol 
marine sanitation devices in 1980. when 
it is expected that research will provide 
the treatment capability to achieve mch 
a standard. There will be a comment 
period of 45 days, during which time 
the public is urged to carefully review 
the regulation modifying the marine 
sanitation device standard and furnish 
comments and recommend revisions, 
which will be reviewed and the regula¬ 
tion modified if necessary. 

1975. com¬ 
ments addressing this proposed regula¬ 
tion should be submitted in writing to 
the Deputy Assistant Administrator for 
Water Planning and Standards.

PART 140—MARINE SANITATION

<b) "Discharge'* includes, but is not

<f> "Existing vessel" refers to any ves¬ 
sel on which construction was Initiated 
before January 30. 1975; 

<g> "Fecal coliform bacteria" are 
those organisms associated with the in¬ 
testine of warm-blooded animals that 
are commonly used to indicate the pres¬ 
ence of fecal material and the potential 
presence of organisms capable of causing 
disease in man. 

$ 110.2 Sfopr of Mandard. 

The standard adopted herein applies 
only to vessels on which a marine toilet 
facility has been installed. The standard 
does not require the installation of a 
toilet facility on any vessel that is not so 
equipped.

The application shall in¬ 
clude indcnlific&tion of recreational 
areas, drinking water Intakes, aquatic 
sanctuaries, identifiable fish spawning 
and nursery areas, and areas of intensive 
boating activities. If, on the basis of the 
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State's application and any other infor¬ 
mation available to him, the Administra¬ 
tor is unable to make a finding that the 
maters listed In the application require 
a complete prohibition of any discharge 
in Uie waters or portions thereof covered 
by the application, he shall state the rea¬ 
sons why he cannot make such a finding, 
and shall deny the application. If the 
Administrator makes a finding that the 
waters listed in the application require a 
complete prohibition of any discharge in 
all or any part of the maters or portions

tion. he shall publish notice of such find¬ 
ings together with a notice of proposed 
rule making, and then shall proceed in 
accordance with 5 U.S.C. 553. If the Ad¬ 
ministrator’s finding is that applicable 
mater quality standards require a com¬ 
plete prohibition covering a more re¬ 
stricted or more expanded area than 
that applied for by the State, he shall 
state the reasons why his finding differs 
in scope from that requested in the 
State's application.

552a. A notice published in the Federal Register on September 5. 
1975. proposed adoption of 205 systems notices. (40 FR 41412* 
41507 > A notice published in the Federal Register oo September 19. 
1975, proposed adoption of 35 additional system notices. (40 FT* 
45467-4 3477.) A third notice, which has been submitted for publica¬ 
tion, but which has not, as of the date of signature of this notice, 
•ppcared in the Federal Register, sets out an additional 18 system 
notice*. 

The notices set out below describe additional systems of records 
maintained by the Department which arc subject to section 3 of the 

Privacy Act. 

The first two groups of notices published by the Department 
published as proposed notices in their entirety. With the ex¬ 
ception of the ’Routine Uses** paruqraph of each notice, publica¬ 
tion of the notices as proposed notices was not required by cither 
the Privacy Act of 5 VS.C. 553. Rather, use of the proposal ap¬ 
proach was voluntarily undertaken by the Department in an effort 
to solicit public reaction to the notices. Because the effective date 
of the Act is imminent, the Department has determined that it is 
impractical to publish this latest group of notices as proposed 
notices. Accordingly, pursuant to authority granted by 5 U.S.C. 301 
and 552a and 43 U.S.C, 1460, the Department of the Interior adopts 
the notices set out below, with the exception of the ‘-Routine 
Ises’ paragraph of each notice. 

So that these notices will be in effect on the effective date of the 
Privacy Act. good cause for waiver of the 30-day period for effec¬ 
tiveness exists and the notices will, accordingly, take effect on Sep¬ 
tember 27, 1975. 

In accordance with the public policy expressed in 5 U.S.C 553 
and the Department s policy statement of May 4. 1971. the Depart- 
raent wfll, however, accept and consider any comments on these 
notices.

General Wage Determination Decision* 

General Wage Determination Decisions 
of the Secretary of Labor specify. In ac¬ 
cordance with applicable law and on the 
basis of information available to the 
Department of Labor from its study of 
local wage conditions and from other 
sources, the basic hourly wage rates and 
fringe benefit payments which are de¬ 
termined to be prevailing for the de¬ 
scribed classes of laborers and mechanics 
employed in construction activity of the 
character and in the localities specified 
therein. 

The determinations in these decisions 
of such prevailing rates and fringe bene¬ 
fits have been made by authority of the 
Secretary of Labor pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of the Davis-Bacon Act of March 
3 1931, as amended (48 Stat. 1494, as 
amended. 40 U.S.C. 276a > and other Fed¬ 
eral statutes referred to in 29 CFR 1.1 
(including the statutes listed at 36 FR 
306 following Secretary of Labor’s Order 
No. 24-70) containing provisions for the 
payment of wages which arc dependent 
upon determinations by the Secretary of 
Labor under the Da vis-Bacon Act; and 
pursuant to the provisions of Part 1 of 
Subtitle A of Title 29 of Code of Federal 
Regulations. Procedure for Predeter¬ 
mination of Wage Rates. (37 FR 21138) 
and of Secretary of Labor's Orders 12-71 
and 18-71 (36 FR 8755. 8756). The pre¬ 
vailing rates and fringe benefits deter¬ 
mined in these decisions shall in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the foregoing 
statutes, constitute the minimum wages 
payable on Federal and federally assisted 
construction projects to laborers and me¬ 
chanics of the specified classes engaged 
on contract work of the character and in 
the localities described therein. 

Good cause is hereby found for not 
utilizing notice and public procedure 
thereon prior to the issuance of these 
determinations as prescribed in 5 U.S.C. 
553 and not providing for delay In effec¬ 
tive date as prescribed in that section, 
because the necessity to Issue construc¬ 
tion industry wage determination fre¬ 
quently and in large volume causes pro¬ 
cedures to be impractical and contrary to 
the public interest. 


General Wage Determination De¬ 
cisions are effective from their date of 
publication in the Federal Register 
without limitation as to time and are to 
be used in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of 29 CFR, Parts 1 and 5. Accord¬ 
ingly, the applicable decision together 
with any modifications Issued subse¬ 
quent to its publication date shall be 
made a part of every contract for per¬ 
formance of the described work within 
the geographic area Indicated as required 
by an applicable Federal prevailing wage 
law and 29 CFR. Part 5. The wage rates 
contained therein shall be the minimum 
paid under such contract by contractor* 
and subcontractors on the work.

Modifications and Supersedeas De¬ 
cisions to General Wage Determination 
Decisions are based upon information ob¬ 
tained concerning changes in prevailing 
hourly wage rates and fringe benefit pay¬ 
ments since the decisions were issued.

Proposed EBS-1 Form 

1. Background. On December 4. 1974, 
a notice of proposed rulemaking was pub¬ 
lished In the Federal Register (39 PR 
42231) stating that a copy of the pro¬ 
posed plan description form EBS-1 was 
available for comment and inspection. 
The EBS-1 form was to be used for filing 
plan descriptions with the Department 
of Labor on April 30, 1975 However, on 
May 5. 1975. 29 CFR 2520.104-3 was 
promulgated <40 FR 19469; see also 40 
FR 20628. May 12. 1975 ). deferring until 
August 31. 1975. the initial filing of a 
plan description as required under sec¬ 
tion 104(a) (1) <B) of the Act. Comments 
received by the Department indicated 
that plan administrators would not have 
sufficient time to gather records and data 
necessary to complete the entire EBS-1 
plan description form by August 31.1975. 
Therefore, a proposed regulation was 
published on June 9. 1975 In the Federal 


PROPOSED RULES 

Register. 29 CFR 2520 104-3 (40 FR 
24655) requiring that only the first two 
pages of the EBS-1 form, with signature, 
be filed by August 31.1975. and deferring 
the filing date for the full EBS-1 form 
until May 30, 1976. On August 15. 1975 a 
final deferral regulation 4 2520.104-3 was 
published (40 FR 34529). Under this 
regulation, completion of the full EBS-1 
plan description form is deferred until 
May 30. 1976, although the first two 
pages, plus the signature, of the EBS-1 
were to be filed by August 31, 1975 or. if 
later, the 120th day after the plan be¬ 
comes subject to Part I. ERISA. 

2. Publication of Revised Form As a 
result of comments received by the De¬ 
partment and the additional time pro¬ 
vided by the deferral of reporting and 
disclosure dates, the form EBS-1. which 
was mailed to employers beginning on 
May 15.1975. has been revised. In the new 
proposed form EB8 1 the schedules and 
narrative portions of the earlier form 
have been converted to a shorter, simpler 
“check-block" format Other modifica¬ 
tions have been made in accordance with 
comments and suggestions received since 
the original publication. Comments have 
been received regarding the instruction 


of the previous form which required that 
each participating employer In a trade 
association arrangement file a separate 
EBS-1 form. Although this instru tion 
has been retained on the revised *crm, 
the Department solicits further com¬ 
ments on this Issue. 

Because of the extensive revisions 
made In the EBS-1 form, the Departs ervt 
of Labor Is Interested In receiving further 
comments and suggestions on the pro¬ 
posed form and Instructions prior to 
publication.
